agency.  In  this  connection  it  might  be  well  for  the  coming 
Congress  to  adopt  an  Alumni  button,  to  be  worn  on  the  lapel  of 
the  coat.  Less  conspicious  than  the  badge,  and  more  in  keeping 
with  that  method  by  which  modern  clanship  is  designated,  it 
would  be  generally  worn,  and  the  very  wearing  of  it,  would  keep 
alive  the  Fraternity  spirit.  Somewhere  we  have  even  an  Alumni 
flag  suggested.  We  think  the  Alumni  button  is  far  more  efficient 
for  the  object  in  view.  Of  course,  such  clubs  would  have  club- 
houses, which  would  be  the  rallying  point  for  a  Fraternity  in 
any  given  community. 

The  Alumni  should  be  kept  in  touch  with  the  Fraternity  at 
every  point.  They  should  have  representation  in  Congress,  just 
as  our  active  chapters ;  delegates  should  be  sent  and  reports  made  ; 
its  representatives  should  be  eligible  to  office,  and  the  general 
officers  should  largely  be  taken  from  their  number.  They  should 
contribute  to  the  Palm  by  pen  and  subscriptions.  The  clubs 
should  be  required  to  take  the  Magazine  of  the  Fraternity,  as  the 
active  chapters  are  required. 

State  Alumni  Associations  should  be  held  annually,  at  which 
the  Alumni  idfea  should  be  made  more  prominent  than  the 
chapter.  These  meetings  should  be  so  located  and  timed  as  to 
produce  the  greatest  impression  upon  the  State.  Properly 
managed,  as  an  educational,  moral  and  social  power,  they  would 
become  of  such  importance  that  the  Alumni  would  find  it  worth 
their  time  and  attention  to  attend  them.  Let  these  associations 
once  acquire  that  dignity  and  importance  that  they  would  be 
sought  after  by  the  Alumni,  old  and  young,  of  a  State,  and  the 
influence  and  power  of  the  Fraternity  in  that  State  is  finally 
established. 

Once  more,  the  Alumni  should  help  to  build  chapter-houses 
and  furnish  the  best  material  for  chapters.  Men  of  affairs,  they 
have  business  knowledge,  financial  experience  and  material 
wealth.  Of  these  they  should  ^\\q  freely  to  the  Fraternity, 
which  honored  them  as  college  boys  and  continues  to  honor  them 
as  men.  Freely  they  have  received,  freely  let  them  give.  This 
should  be  the  motto,  for  it  is  a  just  and  reasonable  one.  Their 
memories  are  best  preserved  by  their  Fraternity  annals,  their 
dearest  and  most  lasting  friendships  have  been  formed  in  their 
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Fraternity  chapters,  the  sheltering,  upholding  arm  of  their  older 
brothers  were  put  around  them  when  they  were  unknown,  un- 
stable, timid  college  boys.  Do  they  not  owe  much  to  the  old 
mother?  Now  that  they  are  strong  and  prosperous,  should  they 
not  support  and  comfort  and  advance  her? 

We  hope  the  Alumni  question  will  be  a  burning  one  at  Con- 
gress, for  we  verily  believe  it  is  the  solution  of  the  Fraternity's 
permanence  and  progress.

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EDITORIALS. 


The  foremost  subject  in  the  mind  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  at 
present  is  the  Congress  of  1892.  It  will  be  a  great  gathering. 
Reports  from  the  East,  West  and  South  all  indicate  that  the 
delegations  will  be  unusually  large.  The  official  announcement 
of  the  wu^rthy  Grand  Chief  is  out,  and  a  right  noble  one  it  is. 
Business-like  and  to  the  point,  it  reminds  us  that  Wednesday, 
December  the  28th,  at  11  o'clock  A.  M.,  is  the  date  of  assembling. 
The  Senate  Chamber  has  been  offered,  and  the  distinguished 
Mayor  of  Nashville  will  welcome  us  to  the  hospitable  city. 
Surely  every  Alpha  Tau  heart  has  been  fired  by  reading  this 
circular.  It  will  be  one  of  the  most  important  Congresses  we 
have  ever  held.  Alpha  Tau  Omega  is  more  united,  enthusiastic,, 
prosperous  and  happy  to-day,  than  ever  before  in  her  wonderful 
history.  The  last  two  years  have  witnessed  great  strides  for- 
ward. The  grand  principles  upon  which  she  rests  are  beginning: 
to  tell  in  earnest.  The  young  men  of  the  land  are  learning  that 
she  is  the  friend  of  all  that  is  good  and  noble  and  true,  and  the 
enemy  of  all  that  is  mean  and  dispicable  and  low\  Asa  factor  in 
college  or  world  life,  her  value  cannot  be  overestimated.  No 
boy  or  man  can  be  but  benefited  by  association  with  her.  She 
has  a  glorious,  God-given  mission  to  perform,  and  she  is  giving 
herself  to  it  in  splendid  enthusiasm  and  marked  success.  We 
have  nothing  to  fear  for  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  She  has  come  ta 
stay,  and  to  be  a  more  influential  power  for  good  and  God  in 
this  great  land  of  ours  every  succeeding  year. 

Let  us  but  put  her  principles  in  effect,  consistently  live  out  our 
calling  in  the  presence  of  faculties  and  communities,  and  chapters 
will  be  called  for  from  one  end  of  this  country  to  the  other. 
We  who  have  known  her  from  the  beginning,  and  have  watched 
every  development  of  her  true  life,  can  witness  to  her  onward, 
upward  march,  and  the  testimony  that  comes  from  many  quarters^ 
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in  some  instances  from  members  of  the  oldest  and  most  honor- 
able of  the  other  Greek  bodies,  but  confirms  this  estimate  of  her 
worth  and  influence.  She  has  won  an  enviable  place,  and  she  is 
inherently  able  to  maintain  herself  in  it.  Greater  victories 
assuredly  await  her,  and  she  must  go  on  to  take  her  chosen  place 
in  the  very  front  rank  of  all  those  agencies  which  are  honestly 
working  for  the  uplifting  and  ennobling  of  man. 

In  the  recent  past  Alpha  Tau  Omega  has  been  established  at 
such  important  centers  as  Leland  Stanford,  Jr.,  University  of 
California  and  Colby  University  of  Maine.  Applications  are 
before  her  from  at  least  two  other  most  desirable  Institutions. 
Several  have  been  declined. 

Three  strong  nuclei  of  Alumni  influence  and  co-operation  have 
been  formed  at  far  removed,  yet  highly  important  seats  of  power : 
Chicago,  Washington  and  Atlanta.  In  addition.  Alumni  State 
Associations  are  in  active  operation  in  twelve  States  of  the 
Union. 

But  better  than  all  this  is  the  spirit  of  brotherly  love  and  inter- 
est which  breathes  all  through  our  magnificent  body.  Take 
this  letter  as  a  specimen  : 

**  The  last  issue  of  the  Palm  received  to-day.  I  have  read  it  all 
from  the  chapter  roll  to  the  advertisement,  and  in  consequence  feel 
the  goodness  of  being  an  Alpha  Tau.  Every  contribution,  every 
editorial,  and  every  chapter  letter  come^  to  me  as  a  personal 
greeting,  and  I  am  supremely  happy  in  being  closely  associated 
with  such  worthy  friends — brothers  of  the  same  life  and  spirit. 
These  are  family  ties  that  bind  us.  To  him  who  loves  truth  and 
friendship  and  virtue  1  am  a  brother  though  seas  and  centuries 
remove  his  eyes  from  my  body.  We  live,  have  lived,  and  will 
live  together;  in  our  souls  we  have  the  same  hearth-stone,  the 
same  altar,  and  in  our  hopes  the  same  destiny.  We  will  meet  in 
Nashville." 

In  view  of  our  great  progress,  and  the  progress  the  age  in 
which  we  live  is  making  in  every  direction,  now  and  then 
there  must  be  adjustments  to  changed  conditions.  There  seems 
to  be  a  need  for  such  adjustment  just  now.  A  few  moderate 
changes  should  be  made — not  in  our  ritual,  not  in  our  govern- 
ment— but  in  details  of  management  and  organization. 
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This  Congress  then  calls  for  wise  heads,  strong  hands  and 
loyal  hearts.  We  want  the  advice  of  our  very  best  brothers. 
We  need  facts  and  information,  contributed  by  the  individual 
chapters,  as  the  aggregation  of  the  Fraternity's  experience  and 
observation,  that  we  may  wisely  make  our  adjustments.  We 
have  no  doubt  our  characteristic  conservatism  will  prevail ;  but 
we  also  believe  that  the  good  judgment  of  our  Fraternity  will  so 
assert  itself  that  Alpha  Tau  Omega  shall  be  further  assured  in 
those  paths  which  lead  to  the  loftiest  pinacles  of  usefulness  and 
honor. 

We  have  no  preferences  to  state  as  to  what  particular  things 
should  receive  the  special  attention  of  Congress. 

Whatever  is  best  for  the  Fraternity  we  hope  and  believe  wilt 
be  done.  There  are  many  things  of  importance  to  be  considered. 
All  the  topics  lately  discussed  at  the  Banquet  of  the  Illinois 
Alumni  are  of  the  deepest  interest.  They,  and  doubtless  many 
others,  will  be  duly  considered.  We  doubt  not  the  Chapter- 
House  will  loom  up  high  in  the  discussions,  but  in  a  very  differ- 
ent way  from  which  it  did  in  Richmond.  Then  it  was  largely  a 
question  of  ways  and  means,  this  time  it  will  be  a  report  of  pro- 
gress;  we  were  then  talking  of  how  to  do  it,  at  Nashville  many 
of  the  Chapters  will  show  us  how  they  did  it.  We  are  satisfied 
that  the  large  majority  of  the  Chapters  are  already  at  work  in 
some  way  or  other  laying  foundations  for  their  respective  Houses. 
We  believe  the  Chapters  have  realized  that  Chapter-Houses 
can't  be  built  at  Congress — it  is  not  the  place  to  build  them,  but 
the  place  at  which  a  report  of  their  being  built  should  be  made. 
This  question  is  being  solved,  as  it  only  can  be,  by  eacli  Chapter 
taking  its  own  Building  in  its  own  hands,  and  enjoying  therefrom 
a  self-reliance  and  vigor  which  can  but  insure  dignity  and  strength 
to  the  Chapter  itself  that  works  out  its  own  local  problem. 
Chapter-House  experiences  rather  than  Chapter-House  plans 
will  be  the  subject  of  the  discussions. 

The  Palm,  too,  will  call  forth  the  usual  interest.  But  here 
again  there  will  be  a  sharp  contrast  with  last  Congress.  The 
Palm's  position  can't  be  possibly  misunderstood  this  time.  The 
Palm  means  now  Alpha  Tau  Omega.     It  knows  nothing  and 
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cares  for  nothing  comparatively,  except  this  dear  old  Fraternity. 
For  its  every  interest  the  Palm's  energies  have  been  devoted  in 
the  past  two  years.  Its  policy  for  the  future  is  past  discussion — 
indeed,  it  has  no  policy — it  is  simply  Alpha  Tau  Omega  all  over, 
from  beginning  to  end,  from  top  to  bottom — but  the  ways  and 
means  of  its  better  and  more  prompt  support,  and  agencies  to 
extend  its  circulation,  ma}'  well  be  considered.  There  is  need 
for  such  consideration,  and  the  Palm  should  have  the  ver}-  first 
and  best  thought  of  every  Alpha  Tau.  We  know  it  has  the  confi- 
dence, and  we  are  sure  it  will  receive  the  most  loyal  support  and 
earnest  sympathy  of  the  Chapters  and  Alumni  Associations. 

There  is  one  matter,  however,  that  must  be  finished  ^\.  Nash- 
ville. The  catalogue  can't  be  put  off  any  longer.  Before  Con- 
gress adjourns,  the  plan  of  its  publication  must  be  determined 
and  the  contract  for  the  same  must  be  made.  The  Worthy 
Grand  Keeper  of  Annals  has  promised  to  have  all  the  dates  in 
his  possession  at  Congress,  and  in  orderly  form.  Hence  we  can 
at  once  make  a  beginning.  However  modest  the  first  venture  is 
to  be,  it  must  be  made  immediately,  trusting  to  subsequent 
action  for  the  grand  catalogue  unto  which  we  aspire,  and  which 
as  a  Fraternity  we  must  ultimately  produce. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  there  is  a  recognized  want  of  closer 
supervision  of  the  Chapters  by  some  general  officer.  It  is  of 
great  benefit  to  the  Chapters  to  have  some  experienced  brother 
visit  them  and  advise  with  them,  one  who  is  in  touch  and  familiar 
v^^ith  the  whole  Fraternity.  Whether  this  can  be  best  done  by 
the  provincial  system,  a  visiting  Secretary,  or  by  making  it  the 
duty  of  the  W.  G.  C,  or  Ch.  H.  C,  to  visit  some  Chapters  every 
year,  we  are  not  decided.  Some  action  in  this  direction  seems 
to  be  called  for  and  will  undoubtedly  demand  our  attention. 

As  to  the  Fraternity  exhibit  at  the  World's  Fair,  steps  have 
already  been  taken  to  secure  Alpha  Tau  Omega  a  prominent 
place  in  the  section  assigned  for  this  purpose.  If  any  Chapter,  or 
Alumni,  has  anything  to  contribute  to  this  exhibit,  it  might  be 
v^rell  to  bring  it  to  Nashville,  as  the  brother  in  charge  of  our  ex- 
hibit will  be  at  Congress.  In  this  connection,  we  w^ould  suggest 
that  such  Chapters  as  have  matured  plans  of  a  Fraternity  Flag 
send  them  to  Congress.     A  conclusion  will  then  be  reached,  and 
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any  contribution  of  ideas  from  the  Chapters  will  be  of  great  use 
and  most  thankfully  received. 


Turning  from  our  own  particular  field,  as  we  glance  over  the 
Greek  World  at  large,  we  are  disappointed  and  pained  by  the 
following  telegraphic  newspaper  notice: 

**  The  President  of  the  State  Agricultural  College  of  Mississippi 
brings  news  of  the  expulsion  of  fourteen  students  at  that  institu- 
tion on  Tuesday,  because  of  their  connection  with  a  secret  order, 
the  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon. 

"  Eight  of  the  young  men  were  seniors,  two  juniors,  and  four 
sophomores.  All  are  members  of  the  Lee  Guards,  one  of  the 
crack  military  organizations  of  the  State.  It  appears  that, 
though  strictly  against  the  rules  of  the  college,  the  Sigma  Alpha 
Epsilon  had  been  in  existence  five  or  six  years.  It  was  only 
made  known  this  week  through  an  anonymous  letter  to  Presi- 
dent Lee.  He  offered  the  students  the  alternative  of  disband- 
ment  and  the  surrender  of  their  charter  or  expulsion. 

"  During  the  investigation  President  Lee  found  that  four  mem- 
bers of  his  Faculty,  in  addition  to  the  fourteen  students,  were 
members  of  the  society.  The  tutors  renounced  allegiance,  how- 
ever, and  retain  their  places." 

We  had  hoped  that  the  time  for  such  action  as  this  on  the 
part  of  the  faculty  of  any  Institution  had  passed.  It  is  not  our 
intention  to  censure  in  this  case,  for  we  do  not  know  the  facts, 
but  it  is  most  unfortunate  in  any  case,  since  if  it  is  due  to  the 
behavior  of  the  Chapter  of  any  Fraternity,  such  lowering  of 
Greek  methods  and  manners  is  to  be  deplored  ;  and  if  it  is  due  to 
a  prejudice  against  the  Greek  Letter  System,  such  narrowness 
and  ignorance  calls  forth  our  exceeding  sorrow.  Either  horn  of 
the  dilemma  is  sufficiently  uncomfortable  and  trying  for  our  com- 
mon Greek  interests  to  be  hung  upon.  We  are  greatly  relieved, 
however,  in  the  painful  awkardness  of  our  situation,  by  reading 
the  following  extract  from  the  address  of  Prof.  Schurman,  the 
newly-elected  President  of  Cornell : 

"  Fraternities  are  good.  I  sympathize  with  them  and  want  to 
give  them  good  advice.  Let  the  men  look  out  for  the  younger 
students.     Make  the  fraternity  houses  not  only  the  delightful 
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homes  of  social  intercourse,  but  also  the  centers  of  the  highest 
intellectual  training." 

This  worthy  sentiment  has  the  ring  of  a  true  discrimination 
and  of  a  liberal  policy  which  sounds  well  for  the  efficiency  of 
President  Schurman  in  his  high  and  responsible  position,  and 
which  promises  to  the  management  of  Cornell  the  invaluable 
disciplinary  help  to  be  found  in  the  due  recognition  of  the  real 
worth — in  moral  and  high  tone — possible  in  Fraternity  life.  A 
college  President  has  in  the  Greek  Fraternities,  if  he  knows 
how  to  use  them,  his  most  powerful  and  certain  instrumental- 
ity for  elevating  the  character  and  raising  the  moral  tone  of  his 
Institution.  The  Greek  Chapter  should  be,  and  can  be,  made 
the  very  right  arm  of  the  faculty  in  preserving  the  order,  stimu- 
lating the  intellectual  exertion,  conserving  the  moral,  and  uplift- 
ing the  very  spiritual  life  of  students.  Woe  to  the  Fraternity 
that  fails  of  its  glorious  opportunity,  or  to  the  College  that  puts 
itself  in  the  face  of  true  and  manly  progress ! 


We  begin  with  this  number  Vol.  XIII.  of  the  Palm.  We 
regret  that,  in  spite  of  our  most  earnest  reminder,  so  many 
Chapters  have  failed  to  send  their  letters. 

The  twenty-five  letters  of  this  number  afford  encouraging 
reading,  and  but  increase  the  regret  that  all  the  chapters  have 
not  spoken  for  themselves.  If  Congress  determines  in  its  wis- 
dom to  continue  the  Palm  under  its  present  arrangement, 
greater  stress  than  ever  will  be  laid  upon  the  importance  of 
this  department.  Chapter  letters  should  be  written  with  great 
care  and  promptness,  not  too  long  or  containing  irrelevent 
matter,  but  mirroring  clearly  the  actual  state  of  fraternity  life 
in  the  respective  locations.  We  hope  the  chapter  assessment — 
a  subscription  fee  for  every  active  member — has  been  promptly 
and  fully  sent  to  the  W.  S.  K.  E.  This  inside  matter  we  don't 
like  to  emphasize  too  much  in  public,  but  it  should  be  remem- 
bered, that  what  the  hidden  works  of  a  watch  are  to  the  face 
and  utility,  so  the  subscription  fees  are  to  the  appearance  and 
life  of  a  journal. 

In  subject-matter,  the  Palm,  we  believe,  has  been  the  equal  of 
any  fraternity  journal  in  the  past  two  years,  but  in  illustrations. 
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quantity  of  matter  and  advertisements,  it  has  fallen  behind  some 
of  its  sister  magazines.  These,  however,  can  be  easily  added  in 
the  future,  as  they  could  have  been  in  the  past,  provided  chap- 
ter enterprise  and  pride  will  furnish  the  photos,  and  the  addi- 
tional means  made  necessary  thereby  for  their  presentation. 
Your  editors  do  not  feel  responsible  for  these  latter,  and  ask,  if 
there  be  a  disposition  to  institute  a  comparison  between  other 
journals  and  the  Palm,  that  the  question  should  be  upon  the 
quality  of  thought,  rather  than  the  quantity  of  pictures  and  the 
number  of  pages. 

We  hope  a  marked  improvement  has  been  recognized  in  the 
promptness  of  issue.  Volume  XII.  has  appeared  easily  in  the 
limits  of  the  year,  and  if  not  at  the  very  months,  it  has  been 
because  it  was  thought  best  to  put  out  the  numbers  at  the  time 
when  they  would  do  most  good  for  the  interests  of  the 
fraternity. 

The  editor-in-chief  cannot  fail  to  acknowledge  and  publicly 
recognize  the  great  encouragement  and  pleasure  which  have 
come  to  him  from  the  assurance  of  chapters  and  alumni  of  their 
appreciation  of  his  loyalty  and  love  to  Alpha  Tau  Omega, 
nor  would  he  forget  the  kind  congratulations  which  have 
greeted  him  from  the  Greek  press  in  general,  upon  the  high 
literary  standard  into  which,  with  its  contributed  articles  and 
editorials,  the  Palm  has  been  raised  since  the  meeting  of  last 
Congress.  

Our  final  editorial  word  is,  that  our  heart  burns  with  impa- 
tient love  to  look  into  the  faces  and  press  the  hands  of  the  dear 
brothers,  one  and  all,  who  are  to  compose  the  great  Congress  of 
1892.

These  brothers,  we  are  sure,  are  worthy  wearers  of  the  Maltese 
cross. 

We  have  asked  no  man  to  join  our  fraternity  who  has  not 
accepted  our  invitation';  and,  where  other  fraternity  men  urge 
an  immediate  decision,  we  say  **  Wait  and  see  for  yourselves 
whom  you  ought  to  join,  and  then  act  on  your  own  judgment." 
It  was  somewhat  amusing  to  watch  the  actions  of  one  of  the 
other  fraternities  here  in  its  efforts  to  secure  new  men. 

It  seems  that  that  one  even  went  so  far  as  to  secure  the  service 
of  a  non-fraiernity  man  (whom,  by  the  way,  they  initiated  when 
they  thought,  I  suppose,  that  his  influence  as  a  full  initiate  would 
be  better  for  them  than  as  a  non-fraternity  man)  to  talk  to  a  new 
man  whom  we  had  invited  to  join  our  fraternity,  and  as  a  non- 
fraternit}^  man,  disinterested  (?)  \\\  either,  to  advise  him  to  join 
that  fraternity,  and  at  the  same  time  to  talk  against  the  A  T  i2*s. 
Fortunately,  however,  for  our  new  brother,  and  fortunately  for 
us,  but  unfortunately  for  the  unsuccessful  solicitors,  their  uniniti- 
ated brother  seemed  not  to  be  any  more  successful  as  a  non-fra- 
ternity man  than  their  full  initiates  had  been  ;  and  so  to-day  the 
brother  wears  the  Maltese  cross. 

As  some  fraternity  men  seem  to  regard  honor,  we  were  not

for  certain  others.  This  we  did  not  do.  If  we  get  any  honors 
in  the  society  elections,  we  want  them  to  be  honors  ;  and  we 
believe  that  anything  gotten  in  that  way,  is  a  dishonor  rather 
than  an  honor. 

The  result  was  that  that  fraternity  which  would  have  had  us 
"come  down  from  our  high  horse,"  which  would  have  us  turn 
aside  from  the  true  sphere  of  fraternity  work  and  stain  our  ban- 
ner in  the  corruption  of  college  politics  and  fraternity  combina- 
tions, succeeded  in  forming  with  others,  a  combination  which 
lully  answered  their  purpose,  and  then  when  the  time  came  for 
the  elections,  since  we  were  not  in  the  combination,  our  men 
were  said  **  not  to  be  the  men  for  the  places." 

In  the  Clariosophic  Society,  however,  regardless  of  the  com- 
bination, Bro.  Watkins  was  elected  as  associate  editor  for  the 
Southern  University  Monthly^  and  Bro.  Roberts  was  elected  to 
represent  his  society  as  *'  challenge  debater." 

In  the  Belles  Lettres  Society,  the  combination,  after  trying 
faithfully  for  a  number  of  days  to  get  a  full  ticket  of  their  own 
men,  decided  that  they  did  not  have  two\.o  whom  they  were  will- 
ing to  trust  the  responsibility  of  the  challenge  debate,  so  they 
placed  Bro.  McCarthy's  name  on  their  ticket,  as  one  of  the 
challenge  debaters.

Presbyterian  University ;  and,  indeed,  have  been  for  several 
years.  When  I  say  quiet,  I  do  not  mean  that  there  is  a  lack  of 
fraternity  spirit — far  from  it, — for  fraternity  life  is  a  thing  much 
to  be  desired  and  is  appreciated  by  the  members  of  the  different 
chapters  here.

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VIRGINIA  DELTA — UNIVERSITY  OF  VIRGINIA. 

"  The  Finals  "  of  last  June  were  declared  the  best  given  here 
in  years.  There  were  numerous  orations  and  addresses,  dinners 
and  banquets,  balls  and  germans  and  other  exercises  incident  to 
a  Commencement.  The  Annual  Oration  before  the  Jefferson 
and  Washington  Literary  Societies  was  delivered  by  Dr. 
Thomas  Nelson  Page  of  Richmond.  There  were  in  attendance 
besides  the  students,  the  Rector  and  the  Board  of  Visitors,  the 
Chairman  and  the  Faculty^the  President  and  the  Society  of  Alum- 
ni and  hundreds  of  visitors  from  every  part  of  the  Union.  Dr. 
Page's  speech  was  a  polished  and  incisive  production,  in  keeping 
with  the  present  time  and  its  demands,  and  it  was  one  that 
should  have  been  heard  here  years  ago,  for  it  had  in  it  many 
suggestions  and  comments  that  the  University  government 
might  well  heed.  Let  me  extract  from  the  Charlotteville 
Chronicle  s  condensed  report  of  his  speech  : 

"  The  speaker  than  gave  a  highly  entertaining  and  instructive 
sketch  of  the  founding  of  the  University  by  Jefferson,  with  a 
delineation  of  the  scope  proposed  for  it  by  him.  He  maintained 
that  no  one  can  study  the  story  of  his  long  struggle  to  establish 
a  system  of  general  education  which  should  reach  every  descrip- 
tion of  our  citizens,  from  the  richest  to  the  poorest,  without  a 
recognition  of  the  splendid  achievement  of  the  man  with  whom, 
as  it  was  the  earliest  so  it  was  the  latest  of  the  public  concerns  in 
which  he  took  an  interest.  Standing  in  the  light  of  nearly 
seventy-five  years  of  experience  of  its  workings,  and  in  the  knowl- 
edge that  both  the  Declaration  of  Independence  and  the  Statute 
of  Virginia  for  religious  freedom  were  in  other  hearts  than  his, 
the  speaker  was  tempted  to  declare,  as  he  considered  the  vast- 
ness  of  this  his  latest  work,  that  he  deemed  the  greatest  achieve- 
ment of  Thomas  Jefferson  to  have  been  the  creation  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia. 

**  Dr.  Page  here  said  that  while  in  a  great  part  the  University 
had  performed  her  part  efficiently,  yet  that  in  some  respects  she 
had  not  been  wholly  successful.     In  the  first  place,  the  theory  on 
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which  the  University  was  founded  was,  that  it  was  to  be  the 
capstone  of  a  system  of  education  beginning  with  the  ward 
schools,  continuing  with  the  academies  or  colleges,  and  rising 
finally  to  this  institution.  It  was  to  be  a  University  and  not  a 
college,  and  yet  it  has  been  thrown  into  rivalry  with  colleges 
and  has  incurred  their  enmity  instead  of  securing  their  support. 
It  allows  students  to  enter  too  young,  and  in  certain  depart- 
ments it  admits  for  entrance  too  low  a  standard  of  acquirement. 
He  then  went  on  to  show  that  the  relation  between  professor 
and  pupil  is  not  close  enough,  and  also  said  that  the  University 
does  not  take  enough  interest  in  the  Alumni.  He  referred  in 
a  very  complimentar}'  manner  to  the  increase  of  interest  in 
athletics  and   hoped  that  it  would  continue  to  increase. 

"  But  if  the  University  has  fallen  short  in  the  respects  I  have 
designated,. she  has  not  failed  in  one  thing — she  has  ever  held  up 
the  standard  of  character.  She  has  taught  not  only  whatever  of 
higher  culture  the  South  has  had,  but  she  has  ever  given  her 
with  it  that  high  idea  of  individual  responsibility  which  is  the 
basic  principle  of  the  Southern  civilization.  Here  for  the  past 
half  century  and  more  have  been  taught  science  and  the  human- 
ities, because  the  former  were  proper  and  the  latter  necessary  for 
a  gentleman's  education;  but  above  and  beyond  all  was  taught 
the  principle  that  character  was  the  first  essential  of  a  gentle- 
man, and  what  the  University  of  Virginia  aimed  to  make  above 
all  things  was  gentlemen.  Not,  as  has  been  charged,  that  none 
but  gentlemen  were  expected  or  welcome  ;  for  all  were  looked 
for  and  made  welcome  ;  but  that  it  was  believed  that  all  who 
came,  whatever  their  station,  once  here,  ex  necessitate  rei, 
would  be  gentlemen,  and  whoever  was  not  and  could  not 
become  one  was  not  wanted.  This  was  the  one  inflexible  rule, 
that  a  man  should  be  a  gentleman  here  ;  *and  the  management  of 
the  institution  was  based  on  this  assumption.  The  atmosphere 
has  created  an  element  which  took  hold  upon  the  matriculate, 
and  whether  he  was  a  student  or  not,  he  became  a  gentleman. 
If  he  failed  in  this,  he  simply  dropped  out.  No  greater  mistake 
can  be  made  than  to  suppose  that  money  or  parentage  had  influ- 
ence. They  had  not  one  particle  of  weight.  Whatever  his  good 
fortune  might  avail  in  other  circles,  when  the  student  passed 
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under  the  University  arcades,  he  came  as  he  enters  earth  and  as 
he  must  enter  heaven,  naked  of  outward  gear  and  on  his  merits 
alone.  It  was  at  once  the  most  aristocratic  and  the  most  demo- 
cratic society  conceivable.  And  after  a  not  inconsiderable 
acquaintance  with  society  in  more  than  one  section  of  the 
country,  I  can  say  that  the  highest,  purest,  manliest  standard  of 
conduct  that  I  have  ever  had  the  good  fortune  to  know,  has  been 
that  among  the  students  of  the  University  of  Virginia. 

"A  man  had  to  be  two  things :  he  had  to  be  a  man  and  he  had 
to  be  a  gentleman.  I  cannot  forbear  from  declaring  that  1 
believe  this  atmosphere  was  of  more  benefit  to  the  students  than 
the  deepest  classical  or  broadest  scientific  culture  could  have 
been.  If  I  had  sons  to  educate,  I  would  send  them  here  to 
breathe  this  air  awhile,  though  they  never  learned  to  read 
a  page  of  Latin  or  to  work  a  problem  in  calculus.  I  can 
say  with  truth  that  in  my  college  course  here  I  never  knew  a 
Southern  man  to  do  a  dishonest  thing  or  even  a  mean  thing. 
And  I  have  never  known  a  higher  tribute  paid  to  the  Southern 
people  than  that  of  the  life  of  those  hundreds  of  young  men  who 
were  my  fellow  students  at  this  University.  They  came  here 
with  high  characters.  And  though  there  have  been  in  the 
course  of  years  one  or  two  instances  of  men  who  have  fallen, 
they  were  as  notable  for  their  rarity  as  for  their  obliquity. 
Whatever  others  might  think,  the  students  of  this  university  had 
but  one  opinion,  and  though  others  may  have  excused  them,  no 
student  ever  condoned  the  crime.  A  man  who  was  guilty  of  a 
dishonorable  act  went  forth  from  here  with  a  brand  upon 
him  as  ineffaceable  as  the  mark  of  Cain.  High  character  then 
was  the  teaching  here.  High  character  and  devotion  to  princi- 
ple. These  were  the  distinguishing  characteristics  of  the  race 
from  which  the  students  came,  and  they  were  the  Heaching 
of  the  great  Southern  University." 

Wednesday  was  public  day — the  last  of  the  four  days  of  tlie 
Commencement  Exercises.  On  that  day  the  address  before  the 
Alumni  is  delivered,  and  the  certificates,  distinctions,  degrees, 
etc.,  are  delivered.  Our  last  Public  Day  was  a  "crush."  Very 
much  on  the  order  of  the  one  in  June,  '88,  when  President  Cleve- 
land was  in  attendance.     Public  Hall  was  filled  by  an  audience 
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of  sixteen  hundred,  composed  of  prominent  people  from  many 
Northern  States  as  well  as  from  every  section  of  the  South.  It 
was  a  notable  gathering.  x\fter  the  various  exercises,  Col. 
Charles  Marshall,  of  Baltimore,  President  of  the  Society  of 
Alumni,  introduced  Hon.  Laurence  S.  Marye,  of  Lynchburg,  who 
delivered  the  Alumni  address.  Following  this  came  the  all- 
looked-for  event.  Prof.  Louis  Weber,  of  Washington,  waved 
his  batan,  his  excellent  band  struck  up  an  inspiring  march  and 
amidst  great  applause  the  marshal  ushered  up  the  central  aisle 
the  degree  men.  It  was  with  no  little  pleasure  that  Virginia 
Delta  saw  among  that  number  three  of  her  sons.  George 
C.  Worth  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  ;  James  H, 
Corbitt  became  both  a  Bachelor  of  Philosophy  and  a  Bachelor 
of  Arts,  while  Harrison  Randolph  was  one  of  the  three  men  to 
receive  the  highest  degree  within  the  gift  of  the  University — 
that  of  Master  of  Arts. 

The  crowning  event  of  the  year  came  Wednesday  night,  when 
the  Final  Ball  took  place.  It  began  at  11:30  and  continued  until 
the  sun  had  risen  on  another  day.  The  scene  was  superb 
beyond  description.  The  ball  took  place  in  the  Library,  which 
covers  one  whole  floor  of  The  Rotunda.  The  Southern  girl  was 
with  us  in  all  of  her  loveliness,  and  so  were  her  sisters  from  the 
North,  the  East  and  the  West.  A  painter's  mind  would  have 
had  to  traverse  through  the  far  reaching  future  to  have  wit- 
nessed a  fairer  sight. 

The  University  opens  this  session  under  unusually  bright  con- 
ditions. Over  five  hundred  students  have  this  early  matricu- 
lated, a  new  dispensary  is  being  erected,  ground  has  been  broken 
for  the  $30,000  gymnasium,  a  new  and  expensive  dormitory  is 
soon  to  be  erected,  and  athletics  are  on  a  big  boom.  The 
University  of  Virginia  is  rapidly  becoming  more  modern. 
While  it  retains  all  the  old  forms  and  usages  that  have  proved 
advantageous  and  have  given  it  such  distinct  individuality,  it  is 
recognizing  those  qualities  of  Northern  and  Western  Univer- 
sities that  are  admirable  and  are  worthy  of  adoption.  All  hail 
this  with  joy. 

Now  to  Virginia  Delta — like  the  institution  of  which  she  is  a 
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part,  she  is  up  and  moving^.  We  are  high  up  the  ladder  of  suc- 
cess, and

is  shouted  lustily,  again  and  again.  When  we  met  for  the  first 
time  this  year,  the  following  old  members  were  found  to  have 
returned  :  James  Elliott  Heath,  Jr.,  J.  Breckinridge  Robertson, 
Harrison  Randolph,  Joseph  Grice,  James  H.  Corbitt,  Hampson 
Gary,  Edwin  L.  Hobson. 

The  latter  is  an  old  Alpha  Tau,  having  been  initiated  here  in 
^^j.  He  has  returned  to  the  university  after  several  years  ab- 
sence to  take  a  course  in  medicine.  After  our  re- organization  we 
came  to  the  consideration  of  "  goats."  We  were  fortunate  as 
well  as  successful  with  our  selections.  Six  were  elected,  and  on 
Saturday  night,  September  24th,  they  were  initiated.  The  fol- 
lowing are  the  new  wearers  of  the  Maltese  cross  :  Gardner  L. 
Booth  of  Alexandria,  Harry  Langhorne  of  Richmond,  William 
L.  Cochran  of  Charlottesville,  Bernard  Harrison  of  New  York 
City,  Hollins  Randolph  of  Albemarle,  Harry  W.  Heath  of  Nor- 
folk. We  introduce  them  to  the  fraternity  with  pride.  They 
are  six  noble  fellows,  and  Virginia  Delta  has  honored  herself  in 
honoring  them. 

The  session  was  only  ten  days  old  when  one  of  our  number 
was  complimented.  Bro.  Robertson  was  elected  by  acclama- 
tion President  of  the  General  Athletic  Association.  This  office 
is  popularly  considered  the  highest  within  the  gift  of  the  stu- 
dents. The  compliment  to  Bro.  Robertson  is  all  the  greater  in 
that  this  is  the  second  time  he  has  held  the  office.  This  is  with- 
out precedent  in  the  Association's  history. 

Bro.  Randolph  soon  added  to  our  honors,  for  a  few  days  later 
he  was  elected  editor-in-chief  of  College  Topics,  the  university's 
weekly  publication.  Other  brothers  have  not  remained  un- 
noticed :  Bro.  Heath  is  on  the  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Ath- 
letic Association  ;  Bro.  Corbitt  is  on  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Academic  Class;  Bro.  Grice  is  on  important  committees  in 
the  Medical  Department,  and  is  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the 
medical  class.     Bro.  Gary  is  chairman  of  the  Arrangement  and 
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Floor  Committee  of  the  German  Club,  and  the  twenty-six  Texas 
students  here  have  elected  him  president  of  the  Texas  Club.  He 
is  also  on  the  Conference  Committee  of  the  Jefferson  Literary 
Society,  and  was  elected  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  law  class, 
which  is  the  largest  in  its  history. 

There  are  two  "  ribbon  clubs  "  in  the  university — by  name 
the  "Eli  Banana"  and  the  "  T.  I.  L.  K  A."  An  election  to 
either  is  esteemed  a  high  honor,  since  these  clubs  are  composed 
of  the  older  students  (degree  men,  etc.),  and  of  men  prominent 
for  their  social,  literary  or  athletic  qualities.  They  occupy  here 
somewhat  the  same  position  the  "  Skull  and  Bones,"  and  "  Skull 
and  Keys  "  societies  occupy  at  Yale ;  they  are  of  purely  a  social 
character,  and  their  only  badge  is  for  the  "  Eli's,"  a  blue  ribbon, 
and  for  the  T.  I.  L.  K.  A.'s,  a  red  ribbon,  with  the  respective 
lettering  of  each  printed  thereon ;  this  ribbon  is  usually  pinned 
to  a  member's  vest  with  his  fraternity  pin.  As  I  have  said,  these 
clubs  comprise  most  of  the  prominent  men  in  college,  therefore 
a  fraternity  having  a  representative  in  either  is  ranked  excellent. 
Since  their  establishment,  A  T  £1  has  had  representatives  in 
both  ;  this  year  we  number  two  in  each. 

In  naming  the  honors  it  is  well  to  end  with  those  which  we 
point  to  with  the  greatest  pride,  since  they  were  won  on  merit 
alone,  and  were  conferred  by  the  faculty  of  the  university. 
Harrison  Randolph  is  instructor  in  mathematics,  and  James  H. 
Corbittis  instructor  in  natural  philosophy.  James  Elliott  Heath, 
Jr.,  who  was  instructor  in  French  and  German  last  session,  has 
resigned  that  position  that  he  may  devote  his  entire  time  to  his 
law  ticket,  he  being  an  applicant  for  a  B.  L. 

We  regret  to  chronicle  the  loss  of  two  of  our  last  year's  chap- 
ter. Bro.  Shield  is  now  a  *'  business  man  "  in  Norfolk,  while 
Bro.  Hanckel  is  associated  in  the  insurance  business  with  his 
father,  Hon.  Lewis  T.  Hanckel,  maj^or  of  Charlottesville. 

A  number  of  brothers  from  sister  chapters  have  affiliated  with 
Virginia  Delta  this  session.  We  extend  to  them  a  hearty  wel- 
come. 

I  enclose  you  a  clipping  from  the  Charlottesville  Daily  Pro- 
gresSy  which  contains  an  account  of  the  banquet  which  followed 
our  Fall  initiation  ;  you  will  observe  by  it  that  Archer  Ander- 
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son,  Jr.,  of  Richmond,  and  Andre  Burthe  of  New  York,  made 
happy  the  occasion  with  their  presence.  We  regretted  the  ab- 
sence of  Leigh  R.  Page,  Jr.,  who  was  to  have  acted  as  toast- 
master.

Motions  were  introduced  for  the  calling  of  the  roll  and  deferring 
the  reading  of  the  journal.  In  accordance  with  a  motion  of  the  W. 
G.  S.,  Bros.  Lee  C.  Bradley  and  Foust  were  appointed  assistant 
scribes,  and  immediately  entered  upon  their  duties. 

Standing  committees  were  appointed  by  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief 
as  follows:  Committee  on  Official  Register,  Bros.  Maginnis,  Bort- 
ner  and  Glazebrook;  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  Bros.  Glaze- 
brook,  Gary  and  Ewing ;  Committee  on  Delinquencies,  Bros. 
Greene,  McCain  and  Miles;  Committee  on  Finance,  Bros.  Morris, 
Booth  and  Ruffin. 

Upon  motion  of  Dr.  Glazebrook,  who  urged  the  delegates  to 
devote  their  best  attention  to  the  business  before  the  Congress,  the 
hours  for  sessions  were  fixed  as  from  nine  to  one  in  the  morning 
and  from  half  past  two  to  five  in  the  afternoon. 

Upon  the  suggestion  of  several  brothers  and  motion,  it  was  re- 
solved to  hold  the  banquet  on  Thursday  night  at  ten,  instead  of 
Friday. 

The  report  of  Worthy  Grand  Chief  Shives  was  then  read  as  fol- 
lows : 

Brothers  of  the  Thirteenth  Biennial  Congress  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity: 
I  deem  it  not  only  a  duty,  but  a  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  my  third  biennial  report. 
The  whole  civilized  world  will  embrace  the  opportunity,  during  this  the  Columbian 
year,  of  showing  her  progress  in  the  varied  departments  of  human  advancement;  and 
no  less  fitting  is  it  for  AT/2,  to  recount  her  victories  and  achievements.  To  be  a  Ro- 
man in  ancient  time's  was  greater  than  to  be  a  king.  To  be  a  Greek  (and  especially 
an  Alpha  Tau)  in  modern  times  is  more  greatly  to  be  desired  than  to  be  a  ruler  among 
many  barbarians. 

The  spirit  of  progressive  activity  which  is  pre-eminently  the  characteristic  of  our 
beloved  fraternity  is  clearly  manifested  and,  although  we  have  here  to-day  represented 
by  delegates  or  proxy  forty-eight  active  chapters  and  thirteen  state  alumni  associa- 
tions, yet  we  meet  as  one  large  family.     We  know  no  sections,  no  locality.     The   in- 
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terests  of  each  one  of  us  are  the  interests  of  all;  the  interests  of  all  are  the  interests  of 
each. 

A  few  new  sheaves  have  been  garnered  in  since  last  we  met  in  Congress  assembled. 
Each  of  you,  as  their  representatives,  we  bid  thrice  welcome  into  AT£1  fellowship.

Besides  the  establishment  of  these  seven  new  chapters,  the  111.  State  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation was  organized  in  June,  1892. 

During  the  past  two  years  but  one  charter  has  been  surrendered,  viz.,  that  of  Iowa 
BA  in  1891.  on  account  of  lack  of  suitable  material. 

Since  our  Richmond  Congress,  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  has  refused  charters  to  ap- 
'plicants  representing  the  following  institutions:  Ursinus  college, Collegeville,  Pa.;  New 
Westminster  College,  Pa.;  Buchtel  College,  Akron,  Ohio;  Findlay  College,  Find- 
lay,  Ohio,  and  Dennison  Univ.,  Granville,   Ohio. 

The  Worthy  Grand  Chief  respectfully  submits  the  following  points  for  the  careful 
cousideration  of  this  Congress: 

(i.)     The  financial  support  of  the  Palm. 

(2.)     The  establishment  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  headquarters  at  the  World's  Fair. 

(3.)     The  immediate  publication  of  an  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Directory. 

(4.)  The  repealing  of  the  law  which  allows  Congress  to  change  our  constitution  by 
a  two-thirds  vote,  and  the  restoring  of  the  old  law  which  allows  the  chapters  to  vote 
upon  any  proposed  change  of  the  Constitution. 

(6.)     The  appointment  of  a  committee  to  revise  and  re-issue  the  A  Til  song  book. 

(7.)     The  adoption  of  the  N.  Y.  BQ's  plan  for  the  building  of  chapter  houses. 

In  conclusion,  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  desires  to  thank  the  officers  of  the  fraterni- 
ty and  the  various  chapters  for  the  many  favors  extended  to  him.  It  was  by  your  un- 
selfish support  that  we  have  been  able  to  accomplish  so  much  for  odr  dear  fraternity. 

The  plan  adopted  by  many  of  the  chapters  of  sending  out  printed  annual  reports  is 
an  excellent  one,  and  will  be  found  to  be  the  best  one  which  can  be  followed  for  en- 
thusing and  encouraging  each  other  in  our  efforts  to  bind  men  closer  together  in  the 
bonds  of  friendship.

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  all  motions  be  submitted  in  writ- 
ing and  handed  to  the  W.  G.  S.,  and  read  before  being    acted  on. 

Upon  motion  of  Bro.  Bradley,  of  Alabama,  a  committee  of  three 
to  arrange  for  the  Congress  banquet  was  appointed  as  follows: 
Bros.  Vreeland,  Lusk  and  Kinnaird. 

Bro.  L.  G.  Chester,  of  Nashville,  addressed  the  Congress,  and 
extended  a  cordial  invitation  to  all  delegates  to  visit  his  home,  and 
the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  returned  the  thanks  of  the  Congress  for 
same. 

Upon  motion,  the  reports  of  chapters  were  limited  to  three  min- 
utes, and  resolutions  contained  therein,  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Ways  and  Means.  The  reading  of  the  chapter  reports  followed, 
and  the  same  are  given  elsewhere  in  this  number.  Congress  ad- 
journed.

WEDNESDAY    AFTERNOON    SESSION. 

At  half  past  two,  the  delegates  reassembled  in  the  Senate  Cham- 
ber, and  took  action  on  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Delinquen- 
cies. Then  followed  the  public  exercises,  reported  elsewhere, 
after  which  Congress  adjourned  for  the  day. 

THURSDAY     MORNING    SESSION. 

The  Congress  convened  shortly  after  ten  on  the  morning  of  the 
second  day.  After  Bro.  Evan  M.  Johnson,  Jr's.  motion  limiting 
debate  had  been  carried,  Bro.  Ehle  presented  the  following  resolu- 
tion and  spoke  in  support  of  same: 

Resolved,  That  the  AT^f^  Fraternity  participate  in  the  College 
Fraternities'  Exhibit  at  the  World's  Columbian  Exposition,  and 
that  we  appropriate  $ioo  to  defray  expenses  thereof,  and  that  the 
preparation  and  control  of  this  exhibit  be   referred  to    a  committee 
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of  two,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  delegate  of  the  Illinois  Alumni 
Association,  Bro.  Booth.  After  considerable  discussion,  the 
resolution  was  carried  substantially  as  read,  and  Bros.  Ehle  and 
Booth  were  appointed  as  such  committee. 

Bro.  L.  C.  Bradley  presented  a  resolution  urging  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Visiting  Secretaryship,  which  is  not  at  hand.  It  was  re- 
ferred to  a  special  committee.  Bro.  L.  C.  Bradley  moved  that 
the  W.  G.  C.  be  memorialized,  that  the  minutes  of  last  Congress  be 
prepared  for  reading  Friday  morning,   Dec.   30th. 

Bros.  Bradley,  of  Alabama,  Ruffin,  of  N.C.,  and  Foust,  of  Ohio, 
were,  upon  motion,  appointed  a  committee  on  nomination  of  offi- 
cers and  editor  of  the  Palm. 

Bros.  Greene,  Cushman  and  Van  Tuyl  were  appointed  a  commit- 
tee of  three  to  report  on  the  condition  of  the  Palm,  upon  motion. 

A  fraternal  greeting  was  received  from  the  PK-ZT  Fraternity  in 
convention  assembled,  which,  upon  motion  of  Bro.  Lyon,  was 
spread  upon  the  minutes  of  the  Congress,  and  an  answering  con- 
gratulatory telegram  sent  by  W.  G.  C.  Shives. 

A  telegram  was  received  from  W.  G.  K.  E.  Home,  expressing 
regret  at  being  unable  to  be  present  on  account  of  sickness,  and 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Delinquencies. 

The  following  proposed  amendment  to  Art.  X,  Sec.  15,  of  the 
Constitution  was  submitted  by  Bro.  Booth,  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  : 

"When  five  or  more  alumni  brothers  in  any  city  apply  to  the 
Worthy  Grand  Chief  for  permission  to  establish  an  organization 
or  association,  not  at  an  institution  of  learning,  he  may  grant  them 
permission  to  organize  such  association,  to  be  known  as  the  Alumni 
Association  or  Club  of  that  cit}'.  The  same  rules  and  regulations 
respecting  State  Alumni  Associations  shall  govern  such  Associations, 
except  that  in  any  one  state  containing  both  State  Alumni  and 
City  Associations,  the  same  shall  be  entitled  to  but  one  vote  for 
all  at  Congress,  and  said  vote  shall  be  cast  by  the  Alumni  Associ- 
ation   of   said  state." 

The  following  motion  signed    by  Bros.  Ehle  and  L.  C.  Bradley, 
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was  carried: 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  recommend 
a  plan  for  the  publication  of  a  Fraternity  Directory  to  this  Con- 
gress. 

Bros.  Ehle,  Tolliver  and  Foust  were  appointed  as  such  committee. 

Bros.  Lynn  and  Bradley  presented  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance: 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  to  which  the  matter  of  Palm  dues 
and  increased  revenue  have  been  referred  be  instructed  to  submit 
some  scheme  or  constitutional  amendment  whereby  the  legislation 
of  the  fraternity  on  matters  of  revenue  may  be  strictly  enforced. 

This  motion  by  Bro.  E.  M.  Johnson,  Jr.  was  referred  to  the  same 
Committee  : 

Resolved,  That  every  active  member  of  the  fraternity  be  required, 
immediately  after  initiation,  to  subscribe  for  the  Palm. 

Resolved,  That  every  active  member  who  does  not  promptly  re- 
new his  subscription  to  the  Palm  at  its  expiration  shall,  in  two 
weeks  from  such  time,  be  notified  by  the  W.  M.  of  his  chapter,  and 
if,  at  the  expiration  of  a  further  period  of  two  weeks  he  has  not 
remitted  his  subscription,  he  be  suspended  from  the  privileges  of 
his  chapter,  until  such  time  as  he  has  made  good  the  requirement. 

Bro.  J.  W.  Bradley,  of  Tennessee,  presented  this  motion,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ways  and    Means  : 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  con- 
sider and  report  upon  a  design  and  the  provision  of  an  Alumni 
Button,  to  be  worn  in  the  lapel  of  all  alumni  of  the  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  Fraternity.  Bro.  Lyon  submitted  this  motion,  which  was 
enthusiastically  carried  : 

Resolved,  That  Bro.  McCain,  of  Pennsylvania,  be  appointed  a 
committee  to  bear  a  set  of  resolutions  and  a  tribute  of  flowers  to 
the  ladies  of  Belmont. 

Bros.  Tolliver  and  Lyon  were  appointed  a  committee  in  accord- 
ance with  the  following  resolution  of  Bro.  Tolliver  : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Congress  of  AT-^  Fraternity  be

extended  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  H.H.

A  resolution  touching  the  Provincial  System  was  offered  by  Bro. 
Goodrich,  and  was  referred,  as  was  also  Bro.  E.  M.  Johnson  Jr. 's 
resolution  on  the  same  subject. 

Congress  thereupon  adjourned  until  afternoon.

Upon  motion.  Mayor  Guild,  Adjt.  Gen.  Norman  and  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Nashville  Banner  and  American  were  extended  in- 
vitations to  the  Congress  banquet. 

The  Committee  on  Delinquencies  reported  as  to  officers  and 
chapters,  with  recommendations,  and  the  report  was  accepted. 


REPORT    OF    THE    W.     G.    K.     A. 

The  following  report  of  W.  G.   K.    A.  Howard    Lamar  was    read 
by  W.  G.  C.  Shives  : 

Jasper,  Ala.,  Dec.  26,  1892. 

E.  J.  Shives,   W.  G.   C,  and    the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Congress  at 
Nashville,  Tenn  : 
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My  Dear  Brothers: — It  is  impossible  for  me  to  express  the  ex- 
tent of  my  regret  at  not  being  able  to  be  with  you  all  at  this  Con- 
gress of  our  beloved  fraternity.  Since  the  middle  of  November, 
I  have  been  quite  unwell,  and,  for  a  month  past,  have  been  sick 
enough  to  be  in  bed  all  the  while.  I  have  been  hoping  that  I 
might  be  sufficiently  recovered  to  be  in  Nashville  this  week,  but  I 
am  still  too  unwell  to  make  the  trip.  Being  one  of  the  present 
officers  and  having  an  important  report  to  make,  I  regret  my  ina- 
bility to  be  present  far  more  than  I  should  have  done,  had  it  only 
been  the  disappointment  to  myself  in  being  deprived  of  meeting 
you  all  and  the  personal  gratification  growing  out  of  the  trip. 

It  is  always  a  source  of  regret  to  me  when,  from  any  cause,  I  am 
prevented  doing  my  duty,  but  this  is  peculiarly  true  when  any 
fraternity  work  must  go  by  default.  I  had  fully  expected  to  take 
with  me  to  Nashville  all  of  the  records  of  the  W.  G.  K.  A.  entered 
and  in  pefect  shape,  but  my  sickness  has  made  this  impossible. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  Congress,  all  of  the  old  records  of  the 
Fraternity  have  been  transferred  to  new  ones,  and  a  considerable 
amount  of  new  data  entered  and  properly  indexed,  and  the  books 
will  be  ready  to  turn  over  to  my  successor  when  I  have  had  an  op- 
portunity of  finishing  up  one  volume  of  the  record,  which  I  have 
found  very  great  trouble  in  procuring  the  data  for.  The  record  to 
which  I  refer  is  the  permanent  data  of  chapter  rolls.  I  beg  to  call 
the  attention  of  chapter  delegates  to  the  fact  that  about  one-half  of 
the  chapters  have  failed  to  forward  me  their  annual  reports  as  re- 
quired. Some  of  the  chapters  have  also  been  slow  in  reporting 
initiates. 

I  regret  that  I  am  not  able  to  make  a  formal  report  to  Congress, 
but,  on  account  of  my  sickness,  I  have  been  unable  to  properly 
collect  data  and  reports. 

With  the  earnest  hope  that  this  Congress  may  be  a  most  pleasant 
one  to  all  who  shall  attend,  and  one  of  much  profit  to  the  frater- 
nity, I  beg  to  remain.

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RESOLUTIONS    AND    DISCUSSION. 


The  report  of  the  chairman  of  the  High  Council  was  then  made 
by  Bro.  Glazebrook,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means, 

Bro.  E.  M.  Johnson,  Jr.,  offered  the  following,  in  accordance  with 
which  Bros.  Eldredge,  Jones  and  Ricketts  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  W.  G. 
C.  to  select  from  the  present  fraternity  colors  two  for  general 
use,  and  to  select  a  fraternity  yell  and  flower,  and  that  this  report 
be    submitted  to  Congress  as  soon  as  practical. 

Upon  request,  Bro.  Jas.  B.  Greene  informed  the  Congress  that 
the  corporate  name  of  the  fraternity  is  "The  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
Fraternity,  of  Baltimore  City,    Maryland." 

Bro.  Glazebrook  introduced  the  following  resolution  which  was 
discussed  at  length  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Congress  ask  the  Va.  B  chapter  to  deposit 
the  original  drawing  of  the  coat  of  arms  with  the  fraternity,  to  be 
kept  in  trust  by  the  W.  G.  K.  A. 

The  motion  was  carried,  after  some  opposition,  and  it- was  the 
sense  of  the  Congress  that  the  W.  G.  K.  A.  should  provide  a  se- 
cure deposit  vault  for  the  valuable  records  of  the  fraternity. 

Bro.  Goodrich  offered  a  resolution  favoring  the  adoption  of  the 
Provincial  System,  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  Vis- 
iting Secretary,  and  was  as  follows  : 

Whereas  it  is  not  desirable  to  establish  a  Visiting  Secretaryship 
if  the  Provincial  System  be  adopted,  or  to  adopt  the  Provincial 
System  if  a  Visiting  Secretaryship  be  established,  be  it  Resolved, 
That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Columbian  Congress  that  the  Provin- 
cial System  is  preferable  to  a  Visiting  Secretaryship,  and  be  it 
further  Resolved,  That  this  resolution  be  referred  to  the  commit- 
tee   having    under    consideration    the    resolutions    offered    by  Bro.

Bradley  relating  to  a  Visiting  Secretaryship,  and,  further,  that  said 
committee  be  instructed  to  prepare  for  presentation  to  this  body 
as  expeditiously  as  possible  a  draft  of  a  plan  for  putting  the  Pro- 
vincial System  into  use  by  this  Fraternity. 

Upon  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 
Moved,  That  the  article  providing  for  the  manner  in  which  amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  may  be  made,  be  so  amended  as  to 
read  as  follows:  "The  Constitution  shall  only  be  amended  by 
having  the  proposed  amendment  submitted  to  Congress  and  car- 
ried by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  delegates  present.  The  proposed 
amendment  shall  be  then  submitted  to  the  active  chapters  by  the 
W.  G.  C,  and,  if  two  thirds  of  the  said  chapters  approve  of  said 
amendment,  the  W.  G.  C.  shall,  immediately  after  the  receipt  of 
the  sufficient  number  of  affirmative  votes  from  the  chapters,  declare 
the  same  an  amendment  to  said  Constitution  and  inform  every 
chapter  under  the  Grand  Seal  of  said  amendment.  Provided,  That 
all  chapters  not  having  transmitted  their  votes  within  ninety  days 
after  notification  is  sent  to  them  by  the  W.  G.  C.  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  cast  affirmative  votes,  and  that  the  proposed  amendment 
shall  not  become  a  part  of  said  Constitution  until  it  is  declared 
and  promulgated  by  the  W.  G.  C. " 

Congress  adjourned  to  Friday  morning. 

FRIDAY     MORNING    SESSION 

Congress  convened  at  the  regular  hour,  and  the  first  order  of 
business  was  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means, 
which  was  as  follows  : 

REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    WAYS    AND    MEANS. 

Only  two  reports  have  been  referred  to  this  committee,  so  far  as 
the  chairman  knows. 

I.  The  report  of  the  W.  G.  C.  The  subjects  to  which  attention 
is  called  are  all    important,    and    the    committee    begs  to    present 
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them,  with  its  recommendations  in  the  following  order,  viz.  : 

(i).   The  establishment  of  AT^  headquarters  at  the  World's  Fair. 

Of  this  the  committee  approves  and  would  recommend,  provided 
no  demand  is  made  upon  the  exchequer  in  the  way  of  support. 

(2).  The  repealing  of  the  law  which  allows  Congress  to  change 
our  Constitution  by  a  two-thirds  vote  and  the  restoring  of  the  old 
law  which  allows  the  chapters  to  vote  upon  proposed  changes  in 
the  Constitution.  It  does  not  think  it  convenient  to  recommend 
the  adoption  of  this  proposal. 

(3).  The  recommendation  to  revise  and  reissue  the  Song  Book. 
Your  committee  thinks  it  most  advisable  that  the  fraternity  should 
have  a  Song  Book  worthy  of  it,  but  has  no  plan  to  propose  by 
which  this  suggestion  may  be  carried  out. 

(4).  The  adoption  of  N.  Y.  B0's  plan  of  chapter  house  build- 
ing. The  committee  asks  that  this  plan  be  explained  at  once  to 
the  Congress  by  the  delegate  from  that  chapter. 

(5).  The  publication  of  a  Directory.  Your  committee  asks  thnt 
this  important  subject  receive  the  immediate  attention  of  Congress 
and  be  made  the  order  of  the  day  immediately  upon  the  reading 
and  discussion  of  this  report. 

(6).  The  adoption  of  some  plan  of  provincial  arrangement.  This 
too  is  deemed  by  your  committee  a  matter  of  pressing  importance. 
It  heartily  approves  of  some  closer  supervision  of  the  chapters, 
not  for  the  purpose  of  interference,  but  of  encouragement.  It  is 
a  suggestion  requiring  the  most  careful  consideration.  It  affects 
the  Constitution,  and  indeed  might  lead  to  a  radical  change  in  our 
organization.  It  should,  therefore,  be  handled  carefully,  but  its 
possibilities  for  good  are  so  many  and  manifest  that  their  consid- 
eration is  well  worth  even  the  risk  that  may  be  involved  in  its 
adoption.  Your  committee  suggests  that  this  matter  too  be  dis- 
cussed and,  so  far  as  practicable,  a  definite  opinion  be  expressed 
during  this  morning  session. 

(7).  The  financial  support  of  the  Palm  is  a  question  of  vital  im- 
portance to  the  most  influential  agency  at  the  command  of  the 
fraternity.     Without  going  further  into    the    matter  just    now    and 
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meeting  at  present  merely  the  question  raised  by  the  suggestion  o 
the  report,  your  committee  would  recommend  that  each  active 
chapter  and  alumni  association  be  taxed  ^1.50  per  capita  for  the 
support  of  our  fraternity  journal. 

II.  The  report  of  the  High  Council  was  also  referred  to  this 
committee.  But  two  points,  other  than  those  already  considered, 
demand  your  committee's  attention  : 

(i).  A  Visiting  Secretary.  This  suggestion  is  so  intimately 
connected  with  that  of  the  provincial  arrangement  that  your  com- 
mittee suggests  that  the  two  be  considered  together  at  this  morn- 
ing's session. 

(2).  As  to  the  proper  hands  into  which  the  direction  and  control 
of  the  Palm  shall  be  placed,  the  committee  has  no  hesitation  in 
recommending  it  to  be  referred  to  the  High  Council,  with  full 
power  to  direct  its  policy  and  take  such  measures  as  shall  increase 
its  subscription  list  and  make  it  in  all  respects  beneficial  to  the 
good  of  the  fraternity. 

Your  committee  ventures  to  call  attention  to  a  matter  of  more 
importance,  possibly,  than  is  at  first  apparent.  It  is  the  matter  of 
an  alumni  button.  This,  though  a  simple  device,  would  do  a  great 
deal  toward  keeping  up  the  enthusiasm  and  bind  the  alumni  to 
the  fraternity.  It  should  be  so  distinct  and  unique,  that  nothing 
would  seem  to  accomplish  what  is  desired  except  the  badge 
itself.  The  badge,  to  be  worn  generally  by  the  alumni,  must  be 
put  in  a  shape  as  little  conspicuous  as  possible,  and  attached  to  the 
coat  in  such  a  manner  as  to  avoid  even  the  suggestion  of  a  college 
badge. 

Your  committee  has  determined,  as  best  meeting  their  require- 
ments, that  the  button  be  a  very  small  badge,  so  arranged  as  to  be 
placed  in  the  button  hole  and  so  quiet  as  to  size  and  general  ap- 
pearance, that  it  would  be  inoffensive  to  the  matured  taste  of  older 
men — those  upon  whom  a  college  badge  would  be  at  once  a  deceit 
and  a  folly.     Most  respectfully  submitted,

The  question  of  a  Song  Book  was,  upon  motion,  deferred  to  the 
next  Congress. 

After  a  short  recess  in  order  to  have  the  Congress  group  taken, 
Bro.  Cushman  of  N.  Y.  Beta  Theta  gave  a  concise  statement  of 
his  chapter's  building  plan.

That  said  badge  be  worn  as  a  button,  pin  or 
charm.

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REPORT    ON    PALM. 

The  Palm  Committee  submitted  the  following  final  report : 

The  gratitude  of  Congress  is  due  Bro.  Otis  A.  Glazebrook  for  the 
time  and  care  bestowed  by  him  on  the  Palm  in  the  midst  of  press- 
ing professional  duties. 

Your  committee  makes  the  following  recommendations  : 

(i).  That  a  sum,  not  to  exceed  $500,  be  appropriated  out  of 
the  general  treasury  for  the  support  of  the  Palm. 

(2).  That  the  subscriptions  be  collected  by  the  editor  in  chief 
of  the  Palm  and  applied  to  its  support. 

(3).  That  more  attention  be  given  to  Greek  letter  exchanges  in 
the  columns  of  the  Palm. 

(4).  That  the  gathering  of  personal  items  in  regard  to  collegians 
and  alumni  be  urged  and  that  to  this  end  brothers  be  requested  to 
forward  to  the  editor  any  such  items  coming  under  their 
notice. 

(5).  That,  in  obtaining  the  services  of  a  publisher  of  the  Palm, 
competitive  estimates  should  be  had,  and  the  contract  awarded 
to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder. 

(6).  Your  committee  thinks  that  the  editor  in  chief  should  keep 
a  strict  account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements,  to  be  presented 
at  each  session  of  the  Congress,  and  that  he  should  call  to  his  aid 
one  or  more  members  of  the  High  Council  whenever  any  question  or 
doubts  in  regard  to  the  management  arise. 

(7)  That  each  initiate  shall  be  charged  ^1.50  as  his  Palm  dues 
for  the  first  year,  and  requested  to  pay  the  same  within  thirty  days 
after  initiation,  under  pain  of  suspension.  Further,  that  every 
active  member  be  required  to  renew  his  subscription  when  due; 
and  should  he  fail  to  do  this,  he  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  two 
weeks,  be  notified  by  the  W.  M.,  and,  should  he  then  fail  for  a 
further  period  of  two  weeks,  he  shall  be  at  once  suspended  from 
the  privileges  of  his  chapter,  until  he  makes  good  the  deficit ;  and 
that  the  Editor  of  the  Palm  shall  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the 
receipt  of  each  member,  which  he  shall  transcribe  into  a  book  kept 
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for  that  purpose,  showing  the  dates  on  which  the  subscription  be- 
came due.

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THE  PUBLIC  EXERCISES. 


In  the  stately  Capitol  of  Tennessee,  which  stands  conspicuous 
and  imposing  above  the  beautiful  Southern  city  of  Nashville,  afford- 
ing from  its  dizzy  summit  a  view  rarely  surpassed  in  beauty  and 
extent,  on  the  28th  of  December,  1892,  at  half  past  two  o'clock, 
the  delegates  from  the  various  chapters  and  alumni  associations 
throughout  the  land,  the  members  of  the  local  chapter  at  Vander- 
bilt  University  and  friends  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  from  city  and 
school,  gathered  to  assist  at  the  public  exercises  in  the  Senate 
Chamber. 

After  the  invocation  of  the  divine  blessing  by  Rev.  Otis  A.  Glaze- 
brook,  our  beloved  founder,  W.  G.  C.  Shives  introduced  the  Ma}^- 
or  of  Nashville,  the  Hon.  George  B.  Guild,  a  college  graduate  and 
a  member  of  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  Fraternity.  His  eloquent  and 
generous  welcome  was  as   follows  : 

"Gentlemen  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity:  It  is  indeed 
a  pleasure  to  meet  so  many  representatives  of  your  well-known  and 
honorable  college  fraternity  to-day.  You  are  here  from  different 
institutions  of  learning  throughout  our  country,  from  the  North 
and  East,  from  the  South  and  West,  to  consider  questions  that 
tend  to  extend  and  widen  your  sphere  of  usefulness. 

"The  greeting  that  I  would  extend  to  you  is  of  a  two-fold  charac- 
ter. Representing  the  citizens  of  Nashville  and  speaking  in  their 
name,  I  extend  to  you  a  most  cordial  welcome  to  this  city  and  offer 
you  its  courtesies  and  hospitalities.  We  feel  honored  that  you 
have  come  among  us  and  it  shall  be  our  effort  to  so  entertain  you 
that  when  you  go  away  you  will  take  with  you  pleasant  remem- 
brances of  Nashville  and  its  citizens. 

"I  feel  also  that  there  is  due  from  me  something  more  than  a  gen- 
eral welcome.      For  it  was  my  fortune  during  my  college  career  to 
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have  become  a  member  of  a  college  fraternity  in  all  respects  similar 
to  your  own,  having  the  same  objects  and  ends  in  view.  In  fact, 
all  of  these  Greek  letter  fraternities  are  alike  in  this  respect.  They 
exist,  if  I  may  be  permitted  to  make  the  comparison,  like  the  va- 
rious church  denominations,  differing  some  in  material  details,  but 
one  in  the  grand  and  noble  objects  to  be  accomplished.  Frequently, 
in  their  enthusiasm  and  haste  to  do  good  some  friction  has  been 
the  result.  This  fact  at  one  time  created  prejudice  in  the  minds  of 
college  faculties,  but  I  am  happy  to  say  it  is  now  removed  and  all 
are  looked  upon  as  brethren  working  together  in  a  common  cause 
for  the  good  of  our  fellow  man.  Friendship  and  mutual  aid  in 
helping  each  other  on  in  the  preparation  and  equipment  for  the 
active  duties  of  life  are  the  cardinal  principles.  Nothing  could  be 
more  commendable  and  is  more  worthy  of  all  praise. 

"The  ties  of  friendship  and  companionship  that  are  formed  dur- 
ing our  college  lives  are  stronger  than  all  others.  Though  we  may 
be  separated  forever  afterwards,  those  affections  abide  with  us  and 
are  never  forgotten.  All  along  through  our  after  lives  it  is  exhib- 
iting itself  by  assisting  us  in  crossing  the  rough  places  that  lie  in 
the  pathways  of  us  all. 

"Hence,  I  feel,  gentlemen,  that  I  would  be  wanting  not  only  in 
duty,  but  remiss  to  my  own  feelings,  were  I  not  to  extend  to  you 
a  most  cordial  thrice  welcome  to  our  homes.  I  extend  to  each  of 
you  a  hearty  grip  of  the  hand,  with  a  God  bless  you.  Your  pres- 
ence revives  happy  remembrances  of  the  long  ago,  and  causes  us  to 
exclaim  : 

'  'How  melancholy  sweet  are  the  echoes  that  start, 
When  memory  plays  an  old  tune  on  the  heart.' 

"And  now,  having  said  this  much,  allow  me  to  impart  some  in- 
formation that  is,  doubtless,  very  acceptable  to  you,  though  it 
must  rest  sub  rosa  for  the  present.  I  have  a  little  authority  in 
the  town  and  am  going  to  permit  you  to  do  just  as  you  please  while 
here.  If,  perchance,  you  should  be  guilty  of  any  indiscretion,  I  shall 
at  least  see  that  you  get  out  of  town  in  good  shape.  And  to  this 
end  I  now  turn  you  over  to  the  'silver  grays'  of  your  fra- 
ternity." 
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When  the  applause  which  greeted  the  generous  and  high-minded 
sentiments  of  the  speaker,  so  creditable  to  him,  both  as  a  member  of 
a  sister  fraternity  and  as  the  mayor  of  a  great  city,  had  subsided. 
Brother  Ehle,  of  Chicago,  was  announced  to  reply  for  the  fraternity. 
He  spoke  substantially  as  follows: 

"There  is  but  one  reply  to  words  of  hearty  welcome  :  it  is  words 
of  heartfelt  thanks.  There  is  but  one  response  to  the  hand  offered 
in  friendly  greeting  :  it  is  the  warm  answering  handclasp.  And  so, 
on  behalf  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity,  which  numbers 
among  its  members  some  of  the  noblest  sons  of  your  fair  and  hos- 
pitable city  of  Nashville,  and  which  is  proud  of  the  place  which  it 
occupies  in  the  hearts  of  your  fairest  daughters,  I  most  heartily 
and  sincerely  thank  you  for  37our  kindly  welcome,  and,  in  no  spirit 
of  vain  boastfulness,  assure  you  that  our  fraternity  is  not  unworthy 
of  your  kind  consideration.  We  shall  endeavor  not  to  abuse  the 
privilege  which  your  generosity  has  accorded  us. 

"We  are  followers  of  a  fair  ideal  ;  we  are  worshipers  at  the 
noble  shrine  of  Friendship.  It  is  no  will-o'-the-wisp,  no  phantom 
with  fatal  powers  to  delude  and  ensnare.  It  dees  not  lead  into 
the  troubled  domain  of  politics,  which  often  rests  upon  the  shift- 
ing sands  of  strife  and  revolution,  nor  into  the  vexed  waters  of 
theological  controversy,  although  in  both  its  softening,  humanizing 
influence  is  ever  present.  It  is  a  bright  and  steadfast  beacon,  which 
guides  the  voyager  safely  through  the  roughest  seas,  and  ever  burns 
brightest  when  there  is  most  need.  Aye,  there  are  creeds  and 
creeds,  there  are  philosophies  and  philosophies — and  in  them  all 
there  are  doubts  and  doubts.  But  there  is  one  cause  which  has 
never  lacked  followers,  there  is  one  watchword  which  has  never 
known  defeat,  there  is  one  flag  which  has  never  been  suffered  to 
fall  or  even  droop,  honored  'and  revered  by  all  men  of  all  times 
and  of  all  conditions,  making  peace  brighter  ^and  mellowing  the 
fiery  blaze  ofjwar.  How  many  a  life  was  saved,  how  many  a  prison 
cell  was  found  empty  during  our  own  civil  war,  simply  because 
the  fortunate  prisoner  was  a  member  of  a  great  fraternity !  Indeed, 
the  baneful  influences  of  such  organizations  are  much  more  rare  than 
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the    beneficent    ones.      In  the  light  of  all    history,  fraternity  is  one 
oi  the  most  forceful  lessons  of  the  ages. 

"It  was  the  pleasing  superstition  of  a  mighty  nation  of  the  past, 
[that  every  river,  every  forest,  every  city  has  its  own  peculiar  genius. 
Could  we  summon  from  the  mists  of  the  past  the  genii  of  cities 
now  unnamed  and  unremembered,  buried  beneath  the  wind-swept 
sands  of  the  desert  or  the  restless  waves  of  the  ocean,  or  wonder- 
fully changed  by  the  ravages  of  time,  and  question  them,  I  fancy 
that  they  would  all  report  the  beneficent  influences  of  fraternity. 
But,  if  we  have  not  the  fabled  wand  of  the  magician,  have  we  not 
a  more  potent  instrument,  which  knows  not  the  bounds  of  space  or 
time?  Aye,  in  imagination  I  see  them  come,  a  multitude  of  differ- 
ing form  and  feature.  Some  of  them  we  know;  of  others  the 
eternal  stars  alone  know  the  tale,  and  they  are  Sphinxes.  Here  are 
the  daughters  of  the  East,  dazzling  in  their  voluptuous  beauty, 
with  that  strange,  baffling,  mystical  look  in  their  eyes;  here  are 
the  daughters  of  old  Nilus,  rich  with  the  wealth  of  the  world, 
dark-eyed  and  dark-haired  ;  and  here  are  the  daughters  of  Greece, 
with  classic  features,  stately  movements,  and  calm,  searching  eyes ; 
and  here  is  Rome,  with  martial  step  and  haughty  eye,  as  becomes 
the  longtime  mistress  of  the  world.  I  ask  them:  'What  of  Friend- 
ship, of  Fraternity?  Have  3^ou  known  them?'  Like  one  grand 
chorus  of  many  thousand  voices,  comes  the  answer  :  'Aye,  Friend- 
ship, Fraternity,  they  are  older  than  we.  We  are  mortal,  but  they 
live  and  bless  forever.' 

"But  I  need  not  summon  imagination  in  support  of  my  theme. 
History  has  as  eloquent  an  answer.  The  most  'vocal  of  the  na- 
tions has  spoken  in  no  uncertain  tones.  France  writes  proudly  and 
triumphantly  on  the  banner  that  floats  over  the  ruins  of  the  Bas- 
tille^and  all  that  it  symbolized,  the  words,  "Li'derU,  Egalite,  Fra- 
ternity,'' Those  three  words  are  the  vocalization,  the  crystalization, 
of  the  longings  of  downtrodden  millions  through  the  ages.  They 
are  consecrated  by  the  best  blood  of  that  unhappy  land.  But  there 
is  no  need  of  them  all.  Fraternity  includes  all :  without  it  there 
can  be  neither  liberty  nor  equality.     And  it  is  that  cry  which  leads 
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US  on;  and  no  banner  that  ever  flaunted  from  battlement  or  tower, 
no  pennant  that  ever  streamed  at  the  masthead  of  some  glorious 
ship,  no  flag  that  ever  led  the  best  and  bravest  to  victory  or  death, 
ever  waved  in  a  better  cause.  Aye,  methinks  it  is  the  motto  Which 
I  can  read  streaming  on  the  rippling  folds  of  the  star-spangled 
banner — the  motto  '£  Pluribus  Ununi.'  What  is  that  but  the 
motto  of  the  model  fraternity?  Fraternity  is  the  bright,  smiling, 
sun-kissed  valley  which  lies  between  the  cold  and  barren  peaks  of 
the  two  eternities  which  are  said  to  bound  our  life.  It  is  one  of 
the  sweetest  strains  that  blend  in  the  melody  of  the  world. 

"But  I  am  aware  that  there  are  some,  including  the  authorities 
of  two  great  universities,  the  one  in  the  East  and  the  other  in  the 
rich  mid-West,  who  will  not  join  in  my  eulogy  of  fraternities  ;  but 
over  against  them  1  place  scores  of  liberal,  broad-minded  men, 
who  see  in  the  force  which  forms  fraternities,  a  divine,  God-given 
instinct,  which,  like  the  instinct  for  liberty,  will  not  down.  I  be- 
lieve that  these  cavilers  are  generally  uninformed,  or,  at  least, 
misinformed.  They  object  to  our  exclusiveness,  as  if  we  were,  or 
could  be,  more  exclusive  than  the  society  in  which  we  exist,  or  as 
if  it  were  a  crime  to  exercise  the  tastes  which  it  is  the  object  of 
education  to  cultivate  !      Our  usefulness  will  not  cease, 

"Till  the  war  drums  throb  no  longer,  and  the  battle-flags  are  furled 
In  the  parliament  of  man,  the  federation  of  the  world." 

"Perhaps  not  even  then.  Let  them  remember  that  college  life 
is  but  a  miniature  of  real  life.  Let  them  remember  that  it  falls 
to  the  lot  of  but  few  men  to  have  many  friends.  He  who  has  three 
is  thrice-blessed  ;  he  who  has  two  is  fortunate,  and  he  who  has 
one  trusty  friend  may  well  be  happy.  And  old  John  Dryden  has 
well  said:      *The  wretches  have  no   friends.' 

"Again,  there  is  the  element  of  secrecy.  But  some  of  the  no- 
blest causes  in  the  world  have  been  saved  by  secrecy.  It  conse- 
crates the  family,  the  state.  We  are  following  no  mean  example. 
It  is  sealed  on  the  sweet  smile  of  the  newborn  babe,  on  the  mys- 
:jeries  of  the  night,  on  the  wonders,  the  miracles  of  light  and  life, 
on  the  mute  and  stony  lips  of  the  dead,  with  the  seal  of  the  great 
Creator  Himself.      By  the  spotless  character  of  that  venerable  man 
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[whose  life  has  become  the  guiding  star  and  inspiration  of  thous- 
ands of  his  younger  brothers,  by  the  splendid  fame  and  integrity 
(of  that  honored  judge,  who  sits  at  the  gates  of  the  West  wind  and 
on  whose  shoulders,  indeed,  'the  spotless  ermine  touches  naught 
[less  spotless  than  itself,'  by  the  sacred  memory  of  our  other  founder, 
[whose  name  is  embalmed  in  love  and  affection,  and  by  the  noble 
[record  of  our  brothers  in  every  walk  of  life,  at  the  bar,  in  the  pul- 
pit and  at  the  editor's  desk,  everywhere,  there  can  be  no  wrong  in 
the  secrecy  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity.  Such  a  thought 
were  an  insult  to  Honor's  self.  No,  the  object  of  fraternities  is 
Fraternity.      It  is  not  exclusiveness,    it  is  not  secrecy. 

"Let  me  not  be  misunderstood.  Ours  is  no  "mutual  admiration 
society."  We  are  free  to  confess  that  we  are  an  organization  of 
human  beings  of  the  nineteenth  century,  with  all  the  faults  and 
imperfections  which  are  incident  to  our  mortal  state ;  and  shall 
never  arrogate  to  ourselves  a  state  of  perfection  which  belongs  only 
to  the  beings  of  other  spheres  or  the  abstract  creations  of  the  in- 
tellect. We  do  not  pretend  to  be  the  all  in  all  of  fraternities. 
We  are  but  one  battalion  of  a  grand  army,  one  member  of  a  great 
family,  and,  although  by  our  very  membership  we  have  said  that 
for  us  Alpha  Tau  is  the  crowning  jewel  of  them  all,  and  have  sworn 
unswerving  fidelity  to  her  and  made  her  fortune  ours  and  our  for- 
tune hers,  yet  our  rivalry  is  a  generous  one,  and  we  extend  to  all 
fraternities  founded  on  noble  principles  the  right  hand  of  fellowship. 

"But  I  am  here  neither  to  eulogize,  much  less  apologize,  nor 
defend.  I  am  here  simply  as  the  spokesman  of  a  great  fraternity, 
which  knows  no  North,  no  South,  no  East,  no  West,  but  gathers 
together  from  every  corner  of  our  glorious  Union,  from.  Maine  to 
California,  and  from  the  Gulf  to  the  Great  Lakes,  and  from  many  a 
foreign  land,  a  band  of  brothers,  all  proud  to  call  each  other  such, 
and  all  proudly  wearing  the  beloved  badge  of  the  Maltese  Cross. 
I  am  here  simply  to  say  that  we  thank  you  now,  and  shall  con- 
tinue to  thank  you. 

Till  mem'ry's  latest  leaf  is  filled, 
And  hearts,  now  quick,  forever  stilled." 
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Then,  with  the  introduction  of  Rev.  Thomas  F.  Gailor,  Regent 
of  Sewanee  University,  the  orator  of  the  day,  came  the  great  treat 
of  the  occasion.  His  eloquent  words  held  his  listeners  spellbound, 
and  lifted  them  for  the  moment  above  themselves,  testifying  in 
their  true  and  manly  ring  to  the  speaker's  deep  and  sincere  interest 
in  his  fraternity.      They  were  substantially  as  follows  : 

DR.  GAILOR'S  ORATION. 

"There  are  many  of  you,  doubtless,  who  may  think  that  it  is  a 
delightful  and  happy  thing  to  receive,  in  the  midst  of  pressing 
work  and  responsibility,  an  invitation — such  as  only  Alpha  Tau 
can  extend — to  deliver  an  address  before  a  great  and  prosperous 
Fraternity.  I  must  say  for  myself,  however,  that  the  order  from 
our  worthy  chief  simply  filled  me  with  dismay.  And  yet,  along 
with  the  feeling  of  utter  inability  to  do  justice  to  the  occasion,  is 
the  deep  sense  of  the  honor  conferred  and  of  the  splendid  oppor- 
tunity afforded.  Who  could  resist  the  'sweet  compulsion'  of  a 
gathering  like  this?  It  is  the  opportunity  to  bear  witness,  not  for 
the  last  time  I  trust,  to  the  high  spirit  and  lofty  aims  inculcated 
by  Alpha  Tau  Omega  in  every  College  and  University  of  the  land 
which  has  the  honor  and  privilege  of  its  presence — and  this  testi- 
mony I  give  most  heartily  after  long  and  critical  experience  of  its 
truth.  Again,  it  is  the  opportunity  to  say  a  few  words  to  the 
chosen  young  men  of  a  great  country  upon  some  subject  suggested 
by  the  principles  of  the  Fraternity  itself  and  which  shall  not  be 
entirely  foreign  or  inappropriate  to  the  practical,  daily  life  of 
its  members.  This  opportunity  I  wish  that  I  were  able  to  employ 
to  the  best  advantage.  The  cordial  welcome  that  has  been  ex- 
tended to  you  by  the  mayor  of  Nashville,  while  needing  no  words 
of  mine  to  emphasize  it,  might  be  taken  as  a  text,  upon  which  I 
could  build  a  discourse  about  Alpha  Tau's  work  in  Tennessee  and 
more  especially  at  Sewanee.  But  the  eloquent  address  of  Brother 
Ehle  has  given  me  a  wider  and  deeper  subject.  One  thought,  cer- 
tainly, to-day  is  uppermost  in  all  our  minds.  As  I  recall  the 
incidents  of  the  first  Congress  which    I    attended  ten  years  ago  in 
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Washington,  the  men  I  met,  the  speeches  I  listened  to,  the  dream 
becomes  a  vivid  and  present  memory,  and  I  think  of  the  blessing 
and    beauty    of    friendship,  as    illustrated    in   Alpha   Tau    Omega. 

"Friendship! — you  have  already  heard  it  apostrophized  in  choicest 
language.  It  is  a  great  word — a  word  as  old  as  man  himself — 
sacred  now  with  the  music  and  poetry,  the  sacrifice  and  tenderness 
of  a  hundred  generations.  From  Homer  to  Cicero,  from  Bacon  to 
Emerson  it  has  been  the  fruitful  theme  of  philosophers  and  poets. 
And  to-day,  without  any  special  reference  to  Greek  or  British  or 
even  American  traditions,  the  sons  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  have  come 
together  to  assert  their  human  nature  at  its  highest  term  and  call 
each  other  friend.      Let  this  then  be  the  subject  of  our  meditation. 

"What  is  friendship?  What  does  it  mean?  Has  it  any  reality  in 
our  modern  life?  There  are  many  definitions  doubtless  which  men 
might  give,  varying  with  their  individual  dispositions  and  experi- 
ences. Friendship,  it  may  be  said,  is  based  upon  business  rela- 
tions and  he  is  a  friend  who  is  of  use  to  a  man  in  carrying  out  his 
commercial  enterprises.  Friend  is  the  man  or  woman  in  good  so- 
ciety whose  invitations  we  accept  or  whose  presence  we  tolerate. 
Friend  is  the  man  who  gives  the  office  or  who  gets  it.  So  there 
are  many  kinds  of  friends — fair-weather  friends  and  amusing  friends 
and  useful  friends  and  tolerable  friends  and  intolerable  friends. 
But  there  is  only  one  friendship  that  endures — only  one  that  can 
stand  the  strain  and  satisfy  the  inborn  needs  of  the  mind  and  spirit 
of  man,  and  that  is  a  friendship  which  is  based  upon  a  mutual 
sympathy,  a  common  hope,  a  common  conviction  of  the  serious- 
ness of  life  and    the    duties    and    privileges  which    it    involves. 

"As  Amiel  says,  "Affinity  of  nature  founded  on  worship  of  the  same 
ideals,  and  perfect  in  proportion  to  perfectness  of  soul,  is  the  only 
affinity  which  is  worth  anything."  There  is  nothing  truer  than 
this,  nothing  which  is  more  important  than  the  realization  of  this 
in  the  deliberations  of  this  Congress.  For  it  is  here  that  the 
whole  question  of  the  existence  of  Greek  letter  societies  must  find 
its  solution.  Man,  as  Aristotle  said  long  ago,  is  a  social  animal. 
Wherever  men  come  together  in  any  considerable  numbers,  whether 
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in  schools  or  colleges  or  armies  or  in  the  ordinary  walks  of  life, 
kindred  natures  will  seek  each  other  and  associations  will  be 
formed  for  mutual  pleasure  or  help  or  sympathy.  The  college 
Fraternity  is  a  natural  outcome  and  expression  of  this  original  in- 
stinct: and  it  is  an  element  in  student  life  weighted  with  a  serious 
resp'onsibility.  It  may  be  good  or  bad.  If  it  have  no  ambition  ex- 
cept to  gratify  the  whims  of  its  members,  to  cater  to  their  self- 
indulgence,  their  vanity  or  their  pride,  then  it  is  an  evil  thing  and 
it  ought  to  go.  But  if  it  honestly  endeavors  to  educate  and  up- 
lift, while  it  satisfies  the  natures  of  those  over  whom  it  has  in- 
fluence, then  it  may  be  and  it  is  of  permanent  and  abiding  worth. 
To-day  then  in  the  bonds  of  Alpha  Tau  it  is  right  and  fitting  that 
we  should  assert  the  nobleness  of  that  association,  which  is  based 
not  upon  any  community  of  artificial  virtues  or  self  pleasing  oc- 
cupations, but  of  high  ideals,  and  thus  do  all  in  our  power  to  hold 
aloft  that  banner  and  keep  untarnished  and  uninjured  those  tradi- 
tions of  Fraternity  life,  which  have  been  handed  down  to  us. 

"It  is  the  fundamental  principle  of  this  society  that  the  mutual 
respect  and  regard  which  it  endeavors  to  encourage  among  its  mem- 
bers shall  be  based  upon  Truth.  There  is  no  foundation  so  deep 
and  strong  as  that — to  be  true  to  ourselves,  true  to  our  fellow  men, 
true  to  God. 

"There  is  first  of  all  a  genuineness  of  character,  best  described 
by  Shakespere  in  those  old,  familiar  lines:  "To  thine  ownself  be  true, 
and  it  doth  follow  as  the  night  the  day,  thou  cans't  not  then  be 
false  to  any  man."  It  is  the  fashion  of  our  time  in  some  quarters 
to  misinterpret  this.  There  are  men  who  are  tolerated  by  a  char- 
itable public,  who  remind  one  of  that  friend  of  Coleridge,  "who," 
he  says,  "never  mentioned  his  own  name  without  taking  off  his 
hat."  There  are  men  whose  devotion  to  self  is  a  ridiculous  vanity, 
whose  convictions  are  skin  deep,  and  whose  every  emotion  almost 
is  a  sham,  in  whom  enthusiasm  is  chilled  into  indifference  and 
love  is  a  fiction  and  a  fraud.  Yet  what  a  magnificent  theme  that 
is  when  we  consider  it!  "To  be  true  to  oneself."  In  an  age  when 
strong  individuality  is  becoming    so    rare,  when    the   separate  per- 
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sonal  consciousness  is  fading  away  into  "the  bigness  of  the  whole;" 
when  manufacture  has  practically  reduced  its  workmen  to  machines, 
when  the  vast  and  everpresent  material  side  of  things  threatens  to 
dominate  and  contract  life;  when,  with  the  bewildering  record  of 
countless  geologic  ages  beneath  his  feet  and  the  infinitude  of  as- 
tronomic world-systems  above  him,  man  has  become  so  weak,  and 
puny  and  insigificant,  what  an  inspiration  it  is  to  say  be  "true  to 
yourself."  You  are  not  a  floating  mollusk  nor  a  clod  of  earth. 
Man  is  great — greater  than  the  storm  that  smites  him,  greater 
than  the  business  that  enthralls  him,  greater  than  the  dissolving 
stars — because  he  can  write  his  own  epitaph,  because  he  can  say 
as  no  atom  of  matter,  as  no  created  world  can  say  or  think,  "I 
live,"  "1  know  that  I  shall  die,"  and  "The  universe  is  a  poor, 
dumb  thing  that  does  not  know  it  has  the  advantage  over  me." 

'*A  voice  is  in  the  wind  I  do  not  know 

A  meaning  on  the  face  of  the  gaunt  grayhill, 

A  something  is  behind  them, 

That  is  God"— 

"The  realization  of  personality — this  is  the  corner  stone  of  virtue. 

The  recognition  of  great  responsibilities    and   god-like  duties,  this 

is  true  manhood.      Above  all,  this  is  the  secret  and  soul  of  Honor, 

and  Honor  is  the  essence  of  Chivalry.      How    shall    1   describe  it! 

As  that  old  Roman  said: 

''Better  to  die  a  thousand  deaths 
Than  wound  mine  honor." 

"What  a  great  word,  great  quality  and  inspiration!  The  crown 
of  manhood,  the  ornament  of  youth,  the  patent  right  of  all  nobility 
— which  dignifies  poverty  and  consecrates  wealth,  which  "feels  a 
stain  like  a  wound"  and  whose  cornerstone  is  Truth.  Those  who 
are  noble  will  understand  its  nature  and  those  who  are  base  will 
not  appreciate  its  loss.  Honor  is  the  priceless  jewel  in  which  the 
minutest  flaw  will  show,  a  crystal  stream  which  every  impure  drop 
will  stain,  "a  silver  lute  so  true  that  the  smallest  rift  will  silence 
it."  The  first  stone  in  the  building  of  that  character  we  cherish,' 
is  Honor,  and  Honor  is  being  true  to  oneself. 

"The  second  quality  or  type  of    character  is   being   true  to    one's 
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fellow  men.  The  common,  every  day  application  of  this  is  not  the 
ideal  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  The  successful  creed  of  our  time  is, 
"Look  out  for  No.  i."  Do  not  believe  in  any  man.  If  you  are  so 
unfortunate  as  to  have  sympathies  and  enthusiasms,  tread  them 
under  foot.  The  way  to  success  may  be  by  bogus  bonanzas  and 
watered  stocks  and  crafty  frauds  and  gambling  schemes — it  may 
lie  over  ruined  homes  and  outcast  children  and  weeping  wives,  but 
it  is  the  way  of  success  and  that  success  is  gold.  And  so  business 
becomes  a  death  struggle  between  man  and  man.  Deceit  is  the 
weapon  of  the  weak,  and  cruelty  the  fashion  of  the  proud.  God 
help  the  gentle  and  generous  and  simple  hearted!  They  must  go 
to  the  wall.  And  the  man  of  the  time,  the  man  of  success,  shall 
get  the  crown,  though  it  be  the  world's  crown  with  the  worm  coiled 
in  it  and  the  death  wages  at  the  end.  To-day,  therefore,  as  we  watch 
the  great  man  on  his  death  bed,  with  his  life  cut  short,  and  his 
piled  up  millions  and  his  public  fame — we  say  it  is  not  worth  it. 
It  is  not  worth  body  and  soul.  We  dare  to  sa}^  be  true  to  others. 
Scorn  selfishness.  Cultivate  mercy.  Be  generous,  be  tender  hearted. 
There  is  only  one  thing  that  shall  last,  one  thing  that  shall  abide 
forever — not  your  wealth,  nor  your  learning,  nor  your  ambition, 
nor  your  fame,  but  your  energy  of  unselfishness,  what  you  have 
done  for  your  fellow  men,  what  you  have  consecrated  to  some 
cause,  to  some  ideal,  to  some  person,  that  you  have  loved  better 
than  self  and  in  so  loving  have  found  your  manhood's  inspiration 
and  your  life's  reward.  It  is  the  great  lesson  of  all  the  past.  It 
is  the  secret  of  God's  own  nature  as  revealed  on  Calvary.  Sacri- 
fice alone  is  fruitful.  The  name  and  career  of  Socrates  glorify 
the  history  of  that  Greece  that  disowned  him.  Yes,  the  tramp  of 
the  Roman  legions  has  died  away.  The  story  of  Roman  conquest 
is  a  distant  memory.  The  Palaces  of  the  Caesars  are  in  ruins.  The 
Hall  of  the  Forum  is  silent,  but  the  despised  and  lonely  Jew  of 
Tarsus,  who  followed  his  Master  unto  death,  still  lives  in  the  lives 
of  many  men,  and  the  cross  of  a  great  cathedral,  called  by  his 
name,  gleams  over  the  greatest  city  of  the  world,  to  commemorate 
that  truest  law  of  all  human  noblesse,   the  sacrifice  of  self. 
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"And,  finally,  be  true  to  God.  This  is  the  key-stone  of  our  arch.  It 
includes  all  the  rest.  A  man  can  only  be  true  to  himself  and  true 
to  his  neighbor,  in  the  highest  sense,  when  he  realizes  his  immor- 
tal birthright  and  his  infinite  responsibility  and  capacity  in  God 
through  Christ.  I  know  that  there  are  those  who  do  not  see  this 
as  I  see  it.  There  are  men  of  able  minds  and  upright  characters 
who  study  religion  as  they  would  dissect  a  corpse  and  wonder  when 
they  fail  to  find  the  soul  that  animates  it.  There  are  those  who 
doubt  through  selfishness.  There  are  shallow  dabblers  who  have 
struck  their  chisels  an  inch  deep  in  the  rocks  and  think  they  know 
it  all.  There  are  vulgar  blasphemers  and  self-satisfied  iconoclasts. 
There  are  recklessnesses  in  society,  scorn  and  contempt  in  politics, 
fashions  in  literature  and  comedies  in  religion.  There  are  men 
and  women  who  toil  and  suffer,  and  who  have  learned  to  hate  their 
tyrants.  There  are  men  with  one  hand  in  their  own  pockets  and 
another  in  their  neighbor's,  who  would  smile  at  me  for  speaking  to 
young  men  about  high  ideals  and  unselfish  aims.  Yet  I  believe 
that  it  is  true.  Man  is  better  than  any  of  his  moods.  His  spirit 
penetrates  where  his  reason  falters.  All  his  thought  is  the  witness 
of  a  divine  birthright.  All  his  work  is  a  protest  against  mortality. 
Despite  all  theories  from  Buckle  to  Herbert  Spencer,  the  fact  re- 
mains that  Christianity,  with  civilization  in  its  train,  has  outlived 
the  wars  and  revolutions  of  history,  and  that  they  stand  to-day  side 
by  side  together.  The  personal  freedom  and  responsibility  of  the 
individual,  male  and  female;  the  mutual  obligations  of  man  to 
man;  the  jealous  sensitiveness  over  human  life  and  suffering;  the 
conception  of  a  moral  and  internal  holiness:  the  sanctity  of  the 
home  and  family  life;  the  religious  equality  of  the  sexes;  the 
identity  of  belief  and  practice.  These  newer  jewels,  which  form 
the  diadem  of  modern  civilization,  were  caught  up  at  the  foot  of 
the  cross  of  Christ  and  have  been  consecrated  in  the  transient 
struggles  of  the  race  by  the  prospect  of  an  endless  immortality. 
As  Mr.  Lowell  once  said  in  London,  when  called  upon  to  respond 
to  a  toast  applauding  modern  resistance  to  the  trammels  of  faith, 
'When     the    revilers    of    Christianity    shall    have    found  a  spot  on 
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this  earth  ten  miles  square,  where  law  is  respected,  the  marriage 
tie  and  family  life  held  sacred,  art  and  literature  encouraged,  and 
where  Christianity  with  its  beneficient  influences  has  not  gone  be- 
fore to  prepare  the  way,  then  these  men  may  migrate  to  this  place 
and  there  ventilate  their  theories.  But,  until  such  a  place  is  found 
let  us  honor  and  be  thankful  for  any  man,  however  humble,  who 
honestly  preaches  the  free  gospel  of  Jesus  to  the  world.' 

"Here  then.  Brothers  in  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  are  the  foundations 
of  that  Friendship  which  deepens  and  broadens  and  enriches  man- 
hood. It  is  a  great  trinity  of  virtues;  Honor,  Love  and  Faith.  We 
have  been  cast  upon  an  age  of  drifting  currents  and  shifting  theories 
and  strange,  bewildering  problems  of  social  and  political  life.  We 
have  been  'scraping  the  earth  and  dissecting  the  hills,  and  analyz- 
ing the  waters  and  measuring  the  winds  and  spying  out  the  stars' 
until  the  soul  grows  dizzy  and  staggers  for  some  place  of  rest. 
How  shall  we  find  it?  Shall  we  abandon  hope  and  distrust  our 
manhood  and  deny  life?  God  forbid.  Some  may  doubt  and  some 
may  weep  and  some  may  dance,  and  some  may  scoff  and  curse  the 
day,  but,  as  Hamlet  says: 

"  'Without  more  circumstance  at  all 

I  hold  it  fit  that  we  shake  hands  and  part: 
You,  as  your  business  and  desire  may  point  you, 
For  every  man  hath  business  and  desire 
Such  as  it  is, — but  for  mine  own  poor  part 
Look  you,  I'll  go  pray.'  " 

The  applause  elicited  by  the  speaker  was  enthusiastic  and  pro- 
longed. In  the  words  of  the  reporter  of  the  Daily  American,  he 
had  ''delivered  one  of  the  most  profound  and  beautiful  speeches 
ever  listened  to  by  his  hearers.  Tears  were  seen  trickling  down 
the  cheeks  of  many  while  he  spoke.  In  his  eloquent  periods  he 
seemed  to  soar  above  the  earth,  to  skim  the  sky  and  to  inhale  the 
sweet  perfumes  that  are  scattered  by  the  musky  winds  of  the  zeph- 
yrs through  the  cedared  alleys  of  the  Hesperides." 

Dr.  Glazebrook  immediately  moved  that  Dr.  Gailor  be  requested 
to  furnish  a  copy  of  the  oration  for  the  Palm,  and  that  a  recess  be 
taken,  in  order  to  give  those  present  an    opportunity  to    meet  the 
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orator.     The  motion  was  unanimously   carried,  and    everyone    em- 
braced the  opportunity  of  shaking  hands  with  Dr.  Gailor. 

Brother  T.  B.  Williams,  of  North  Carolina,  who  was  to  read  the 
poem,  was  unable  to  be  present,  and  the  Congress  adjourned  to  pri- 
vate session. 


THE  BELMONT  RECEPTION. 

"In  Belmont  is  a  lady  richly  left, 
And  she  is  fair,  and  fairer  than  that  word 
Of  wond'rous  virtues.      Sometimes  from  her  eyes 
I  did  receive  fair  speechless  messages; 
Her  name  is " 

These  familiar  words  of  Bassanio  in  the  Merchant  of  Venice 
seem  particularly  apropos  in  speaking  of  one  of  the  brightest  social 
features  of  the  Columbian  Congress,  and,  doubtless,  occurred  to 
many  of  the  delegates.  The  name  is  purposely  left  blank,  for  we 
dislike  to  use  the  stilted  name  of  Shakespeare's  j^heroine  in  this 
connection,  and  are  afraid  that  the  delegates  might  not  agree  with 
us,  if  we  ventured  to  express  a  preference  among  the  beauties  of 
Belmont.  Brother  McCain,  of  Philadelphia,  would  ^insist  on  the 
"girl  in  red,"  and  Brother  Maginnis,  of  New  Orleans,  would  as 
strenuously  maintain  that  the  place  of  honor  belonged  to  a  certain 
girl  in  pink,  with  dark  hair  and  dark  eyes,  while  "Bobby"  Wilson, 
of  Cornell,  had  eyes  for  "one  only  maiden"  in  a  gown  of  pearly 
whiteness,  and  so  we  might  run  through  the  list,  and  find  each  dele- 
gate expressing  a  preference  for  the  particular  girl  whom  he  took 
down  to  supper — and  that  was  the  very  beauty  of  it  all.  Every 
delegate  thought  himself  more  fortunate  than  his  brother.  Even 
the  staid  grand  officers  unbent  for  the  occasion — but  we  will  not 
reveal  fraternity  secrets. 

In  fact,  the  visit  to  Belmont  was  looked  forward  to  with  pleasant 
anticipations  from  the  moment  that  [Brother  R.  E.  L.  Saner,  of 
Beta  Pi  chapter,  extended  an  eloquent  invitation  to  the  Congress, 
and  it  is  saying  the  least  that  can  be  said,  to  say  that  no  one  was 
disappointed.

The  college  and  grounds  have  the  appearance  of  an  elegant  pri- 
vate residence,  and,  in  fact,  they  were  originally  used  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  the  home  air  still  lingers  around  Belmont,  and  accounts, 
in  a  measure,  for  the  popularity  of  the  school.  In  the  beautiful 
December  moonlight  of  Wednesday  evening  of  Congress  week,  it 
all  looked  as  lovely  as  fairy  land,  and  the  sculptured  guardians  of 
the  entrance  bore  out  the  illusion,  which  was  not  dispelled  within. 
Entering,  the  delegates  were  received  by  the  local  committee, 
and  were  soon  made  to  feel  at  home  by  the  charming  hostesses  of 
the  evening.  The  students  were  assisted  in  receiving  by  Dr.  R. 
A.  Young,  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Mr.  Glasgow,  business  mana- 
ger of  the  college,  and  Misses  Hood  and  Herron.  It  being  vacation 
time,  a  number  of  the  students  were  absent,  but  enough  remained 
to  do  the  honors  of  the  occasion  in  true  Southern  style,  and  they 
were  ably  reinforced  by  ladies  from  the  city.  The  scene  was  a  bright 
and  interesting  one,  "and  all  went  merry  as  a  marriage  bell."  An

But,  at 
length  the  pleasant  occasion  was  ended,  and  the  delegates  reluct- 
antly returned  to  their  hotel,  only  to  discuss  until  a  late  hour  such 
topics  as  "the  Southern  girl,"  "the  prettiest  girl"  and  "the  sweetest 
girl,"  all  of  which  expressions  some  maintained  were  synonymous.

If  at  Belmont  the  delegates  met  the  charming  Southern  college 
girl  in  all  her  glory,  at  Mrs.  Edwards's  they  had  the  pleasure  of 
meeting  some  of  the  fairest  and  most  cultivated  of  Nashville  society 
ladies.  The  reception  is  one  of  the  dearest  memories  of  the  dele» 
gates  of  the  Columbian  Congress.

All  arrangements  were  made  with  rare  taste  by  the  Committee 
and  even  the  menu  card,  which  was,  necessarily,  prepared  with 
much  haste,  was  a  pretty  souvenir.  The  tables  were  arranged  in 
the  form  of  a  "Tau",  and  were  prettily  decorated  with  flowers  and 
evergreens. 

Every  seat  in  the  large  dining  hall  was  taken,  and  the  count  ran 
close  to  a  hundred  when  those  present  numbered,  the  exact  tally 
not  being  ascertained,  owing  to  an  arithmetical  blunder  in  one  of 
the  Michigan  delegations.  At  one  end  of  the  hall,  sat  Worthy 
Grand  Chief  Shives,  and  at  the  other  presided  Toastmaster  Robert 
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E.  L.  Saner,  of  Vanderbilt  University,  while  near  him  sat  Bros. 
Glazebrook  and  Greene  and  Mayor  Guild,  the  guest  of  the  evening. 
After  the  different  courses  had  been  duly  discussed,  the  enter- 
tainment of  "the  other  man"  began,  and  merry  jokes,  sparkling 
wit,  eloquent  addresses  and  feeling  tributes  mingled  with  the  live- 
liness of  college  and  impromptu  songs  and  college  and  fraternity 
yells.  It  was  indeed  a  rare  occasion.  The  cares  of  the  day  were 
for  the  time  laid  aside,  and  the  gathering  seemed  moved  only  by 
the  rare  fraternal  spirit  inspired  by  dear  old  Alpha  Tau  Omega. 
The  very  atmosphere  seemed  rife  and  throbbing  with  goodwill  and 
brotherly  love.  One  felt  the  spell  of 
"The  fidelity 

Of  men  whose  pulses  leap  with  kindred  fire, — 
Who,  in  the  flash  of  eyes,  the  clasp  of  hands. 

Nay,  in  the  silent  bodily  presence,  feel 

The  mystic  stirring  of   a  common  life 

That  makes  the  many  one." 

Hardly  were  the  ices  served,  when  Bro.  Saner,  who  made  a  most 
admirable  master  of  ceremonies,  introduced  the  first  speaker  of  the 
evening,  Bro.  Ehle,  of  Chicago,  who  responded  to  the  toast  to 
"The  Columbian  Exposition,"  maintaining  that  "The  Queen  of  the 
Lakes"  is  "Queen  of  the  Land,"  and  predicting  a  most  enjo57able 
time  for  the  brothers    who  visit    Chicago  to  attend  the  Exposition. 

Bro.  Thomas  F.  Gailor  was  to  have  responded  to  the  "The  Aim 
of  the  Fraternity,"  but,  unfortunately,  he  was  unable  to  be  present. 

The  second  toast  was  a  rarely  eloquent  one  on  "Sober  Realities, " 
delivered  by  Bro.  W.  C.  Johnson,  of  Memphis,  Tennessee.  The  im- 
pression made  upon  those  present  was  deep  and  lasting,  and 
proved  the  speaker  to  be  an  accomplished  and  graceful  orator. 
We  regret  that,  owing  to  the  fact  that  all  toasts  were  strictly  im- 
promptu, we  are  unable  to  present  this  speech  and  the  other  nota- 
ble ones  of  the  evening. 

Every  one  listened  with  profoundest  respect  and  attention  to  the 
third  speaker  announced  by  the  toastmaster — Dr.  Otis  A.  Glaze- 
brook — on     "Our    Founders,"    which    was  the  subject  of  his  toast. 
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The  speaker's  own  deep  feeling  was  communicated  to  those  pres- 
ent and  many  a    tear  glistened    around  the    board  when  the    heroci 

death  of  the  chivalrous  Marshall  was  described.  It  would  be  im- 
possible to  reproduce  the  effect  of  the  speaker's  eloquent  and  mov- 
ing words.  It  will  live  forever  in  the  hearts  of  those  fortunate 
enough  to  be  present,  and  be  a  never  ceasing  inspiration  to  emulate 
the  high  character  of  those  to  whom  our  beloved  order  owes  its 
existence. 

Mayor  Guild,  who  responded  to  the  toast,  "Hospitable  Nash- 
ville," emphasized  by  his  happy  remarks  the  fine  impression  which 
his  address  of  welcome  had  left  on  the  minds  of  the  delegates. 
As  a  member    of  B  0  IT,  he  was  in  entire  sympathy  with  the  spirit  of 

the  occasion,  and  his  remarks  elicited  deserved  applause,  his  anec- 
dotes of  war  experiences,    particularly    that    concerning  Dr.     Mary 

Walker,  being  well  received. 

Bro.  James  B.  Greene  occupies  as  warm  a  place  in  the  hearts 
of  ^  THs  as  any,  and  his  words  are  always  eloquent.  His  response 
to  the  toast.  "^H2  Lawyers,"  was  remarkable  for  its  wit,  humor  and 
the  knowledge  of  life  displayed,  and  the  prolonged  applause 
which  greeted  him  showed  how  much  his  remarks  were  appreciated 
by  the  banqueters. 

Bro.  F.  E.  Shoup,  of  Sewanee,  was  assigned  a  difficult  subject, 
which  he,  however,  handled  with  rare  tact  and  wit.  It  was  "Fra- 
ternity Giggles,"  and  the  speaker  emphasized  the  value  of  relax- 
ation and  recreation  in  college  life.  Some  of  the  hits  made  were 
exceptionally  good. 

Bro  Lee  C.  Bradley's  toast  on  "Our  Badge"  exhibited  much  in- 
genuity, and  was  made  the  means  of  conveying  lofty  sentiments  on 
Fraternity  and  Fraternity  work.  Few  of  those  present  had  ever 
realized  the  beautiful  significance  and  symbolism  of  the  Maltese 
cross,  as  explained  by  Bro.  Bradley. 

Bro.  E.  J.  Fort,  of  Cornell  University,  responded  in  a  most  witty 

strain  to  the  toast  "Goats,"  exhibiting  his  thorough  familiarity  with 
the  idiosyncrasies  of  the  creature  and  drawing  hearty  laughs  and 
applause  from  the  delegates.  The  speaker  made  the  very  best  of 
his  subject,  and  succeeded    in    imparting    some    very  valuable  and 
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carefully  guarded  information  on  this  obscure  subject. 

Then  came  one  of  the  brightest  hits  of  the  evening,  the  sprightly, 
snappy,  witty  and  eloquent  toast  of  "Jack"  Abbott,  of  Clarksville, 
Tennessee,  on  "Goatees."  Brief  as  it  was,  it  displayed  a  rare  com- 
mand of  words  and  received  the  closest  attention  of  the  delegates, 
bespeaking  for  Bro.  Abbott  distinguished  triumphs  in  after-life. 
Some  editor  of  the  Palm,  at  no  distant  day,  will,  we  predict, 
have  the  pleasure  of  chronicling  them. 

Bro.  J.  W.  Bradley  did  full  justice  to  his  subject  "Alpha  Tau 
Girls,"  paying  an  eloquent  tribute  to  their  loyalty,  grace  and  beauty. 
His  toast  was  graceful  in  the  extreme,  and  we  only  wish  we  were 
able  to  chronicle  it  for  the  benefit  of  those  in  compliment  of  whom 
he  spoke. 

Bro.  Lieut.  Evan  M.  Johnson's  toast  to  "The  Army"  was 
graceful  and  eloquent  in  the  extreme.  The  speaker  handled 
his  subject  with  rare  tact  and  elicited  most  hearty  applause.  He 
is  a  very  finished  after-dinner  speaker,  and  equal  to  any  occasion. 
His  perfect  familiarity  with  his  subject  was  evident  and  commanded 
marked  attention  from  those  present. 

Loud  calls  of  "Shives!  ShivesI"  elicited  some  very  happy  re- 
marks from  our  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  closing  the  speeches  of  the 
evening,  which  were  altogether  of  a  remarkably  high  order,  being, 
as  noted,  strictly  impromptu.  They  would  grace  any  occasion, 
and  prove,  what  has  often  been  claimed,  that  the  ranks  of  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  contain  some  of  the  best  and  most  finished  orators  of 
the  land. 

Interspersed  among  the  toasts  were  numerous  college  songs,  lead 
by  Bro.  Cushman,  President  of  the  Cornell  Glee  Club.  Some  of  the 
words  were  original.  Bro.  Gary,  of  Va.  A  is  responsible  for  the  fol- 
lowing variation  of  a  popular  song  : 

"Hush,  little  baby,  don't  say  a  word; 
Mamma's  going  to  buy  you  a  mocking-bird. 
Put  him  in  the  cage  and    let  him  sing. 
Alpha  Tau  is  just  the  thing. 
Ta-ra-ra  boom-de-ay,  etc,  ad  lib." 
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And  some  one  contributed  the  following: 

"Hush,  little  baby,  don't  3''ou  cr}' ; 
You'll  be  a  frat.  man  bye  and  bye ; 
And  if  you'd  join  the  noblest  cause, 
You  will  join  the  Alpha  Tau's. 
Ta-ra-ra,   etc. " 
And  Bro.   "Jii^^"  Greene,  our    wonderful  blind  brother,  whom  all 
A  T  £ls  love  so  well,  and  who  was  the  life  of  the  occasion,  struck  up  : 
"I  went  to  old  Virginia  for  to  study  up   the  laws; 
It  was  there  that  I  joined  the  Alpha  Taus, 
Good-bye,  my  lover  good-bye,  etc." 
And  with  Bro.  Glazebrook  lead  the  singing  of  the  beautiful  song, 

"Carry  me  back  to  Tennessee." 
And  then  some    one    started,  inspired  by    memories  of    Belmont  : 
"See  that  girl  all  dressed  in  red. 
Poor  McC —  has  lost  his  head  : 
He  will  do  his  level  best 
To  put  our  cross  upon  her  breast,  etc." 
And  it  was  at  this  banquet  that,  in    the  words  of  Bro.   Maginnis, 
of  New  Orleans,   "we  made  history  by  adopting  the  fraternity  yell," 
Hip,  Hurrah!  Hip!  Hurrah! 
Three  cheers  for  Alpha  Tau ! 
Hurrah!     Hurrah!     Hurrah! 
And  so  the  gayety  continued  uninterrupted. 

It  was  a  late  hour  when  the  banquet  drew  to  a  close,  and  the 
delegates  began  to  think  of  the  important  work  before  them  on  the 
last  day  of  Congress,  glad  of  the  inspiration  of  the  enjoyable  enter- 
tainment at  which  they  had  assisted  and  which  made  their  labors 
so  much  lighter  by  the  kindly  brotherly  spirit  which  it  inspired. 
And  it  was  in  that  spirit  that  all  joined  in  the  familiar  final  song  of 

"Good  Night." 


EDITORIALS. 

The  Columbian  Congress  was,  in  our  opinion,  a  grand  success. 
The  attendance  was  large,  the  work  done  was  important  and  im- 
perative and  the  tone  of  the  sessions  was  admirable.  It  differed 
from  all  preceding  Congresses  in  the  fact  that  the  gravity  of  the 
questions  discussed  was  increased  by  the  wonderful  growth  and  de- 
velopment of  the  fraternity  during  the  last  two  years,  among  new 
conditions  and    in    the  face    of    difficulties    successfully    overcome. 

Among  the  important  subjects  which  were  exhaustively  considered 
none  was  more  worthy  of  the  attention  received  than  the  Palm. 
The  discussions  on  this  subject  can  not  fail  to  excite  an  increased 
interest  and  support  in  this  regard.  We  desire  to  say  something  in 
regard  to  the  subjects  of  Visiting  Secretary  and  the  Provincial  Sys- 
tem later.   We  believe  that  they  were  wisely  tabled  for  the  present. 

The  Fraternity  Directory  is  an  assured  fact,  much  progress  having 
followed  the  discussions  at  Nashville.  Several  minor  matters  were 
settled  once  for  all,  such  as  the  yell,  flower  and  colors.  Every- 
thing was  done  in  a  business-like  way,  and  the  delegates  never 
allowed  the  splendid  social  features  of  the  Congress  to  take  their  at- 
tention from  the  work  which  they  were  primarily  there  to  do. 

The  local  committee  did  its  work  most  efficiently  and  deserves 
the  thanks  of  the  fraternity,  while  the  hospitality  of  the  citizens 
excited  the  hearty  gratitude  of  the  delegates.  All  in  all,  it  was  an 
occasion  which  none  of  the  delegates  would  willingly  have  missed, 
and  the  work  accomplished  will  leave  its  impress  on  all  the  future 
of  Alpha  Tau  Omega.

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While  the  editorial  department  is    the    one    in  which   the  editor 

should,  ordinarily,  say  least  of  himself,  we  believe  that  a  few  words 
regarding  the  present  management  of  the  Palm  may  not  be  inapropos 
at  the  present  time. 

Under  date  of    February  6th,    we    were    notified    that    the    High 
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Council,  at  its  meeting  in  Philadelphia,  attended  by  Bros.  Glaze- 
brook,  Thomas  and  Menges,  on  motion  of  Dr.  Glazebrook,  had 
appointed  us  manager  of  the  Palm.  Had  this  action  of  the  High 
Council  been  the  only  evidence  that  our  services  were  desired  by 
the  fraternity,  we  are  free  to  say,  that,  owing  to  the  heavy  pressure 
of  other  affairs,  the  honor,  distinguished  as  it  is,  would  have  been 
declined;  but  the  offer  has  come  with  such  a  desirable  unanimity 
from  the  fraternity,  that,  relying  on  that  fraternal  democracy, which! 
is  the  essence  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  for  support  and  co-operation, 
we  have  not  found  it  in  our  heart  to  refuse. 

The  Palm  comes  to  us    from    sacred  hands, — those  of  one  of  the 
men  who  made  our  fraternity  possible,  who    has  watched  over  it  as 
tenderly  as  a  mother  over  her    babe    and  who  has  devoted  valuable 
time,  without    stint,  to    its    welfare,  who    made    the  Palm  and  pre- 
served it.      Such  a  thought  is  an  exhortation    to  strongest  efforts  on, 
the  part  of  the  present  editor,  in  order  to  maintain  the  high  stand- 
ard of  work  and  the  exalted  tone    heretofore    noticeable  in  our  fra-J 
ternity  journal.   An  added  inspiration  has  been  found  in  the  kindly' 
words  which  have  come  to  us  from  the    various  chapters  and  indi- 
vidual  brothers  throughout  the  land. 

In  reply  to  all  this  sympathy,  we  have  only  to  say,  that  we  shall 
do  our  best  to  keep  the  Palm  in  the  front  rank  of  fraternity  jour- 
nals,— an  effort  which  we  cannot  help  believing  will  be  without 
avail,  if  we  have  not  the  heart}'  cooperation  of  all  members  of  the 
fraternity,  organized  and  unorganized,  throughout  the  land. 

We  are  humiliated  upon  the  publication  of  our  first  number  of 
the  Palm  by  the  necessity  of  a  delay  beyond  the  date  fixed  for 
mailing ;  but  believe  that  we  have  all-sufficient  excuses.  In  the 
first  place,  the  photographer  of  the  delegates  at  Nashville  failed  to 
send  the  group  as  directed  and  we  were  finally  forced  to  telegraph 
Bro.  Falconer,  of  Hillsdale,  Mich.,  for  his  cop)',  which  was  kindly 
loaned  us.  We  believed  that  the  numbers  would  not  be  complete 
without  this  cut,  and  so  waited  a  few  days.  Again,  we  were  noti- 
fied at  a  late  date  of  our  appointment,  and    the    reports  and  other 
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necessary  matter  came  to  hand  slowly.  However,  we  believe  that 
the  slight  delay  has  resulted  in  a  much  more  presentable  Palm,  and 
believe  that,  for  that  reason,  the  delay  will  be  excused.  The  next 
numbers  are  to  appear  June  ist,  and  November  ist,  and  will  be  out 
on  time. 

Chapter  correspondents  will  please  take  note  of  the  dates  given 
and  send  in  their  letters,  etc.,  promptly  by  the  15th,  of  the  preced- 
ing month,  and  every  reader  must  consider  it  his  duty  to  make 
suggestions  tending  toward  the  improvement  of  the  Palm  at  all 
times.  Don't  require  the  editor  to  do  it  all.  He  will  do  it,  if  you 
fail,  but  the  result,  we  are  sure,  will  not  be  supremely  satisfactory. 

Remember,  also,  that  financial  support  is  absolutely  essential  to 
the  welfare  of  every  venture.  Send  your  own  subscription  and 
urge  others  to  subscribe.  Many  brothers  get  out  of  touch  with  the 
fraternity  simply  because  they  do  not  see  the  Palm.  The  present 
number  is  sent  to  some  whose  names  do  not  appear  on  our  sub- 
scription list.  They  should  remember  that  the  cheapest  wa}^  to 
experience  the  sensation  of  receiving  the  ATCl  grip  from  scores  of 
brothers  is  through  the  Palm.  You  cannot  afford  to  do  without  it 
and,  at  any  rate,  your  support  is  essential  to  the  proper  conduct 
of  the  dear  old  journal.

Lack  of  space  makes  it  impossible  for  us  to  give  place  to  all  chap- 
ter letters  and  exchanges.  Among  the  former,  we  have  received 
some  highly  interesting  communications,  and  of  the  latter  only  the 
'EX  Quarterly  Xho.  ^aE -Record  and  T/ie  Co//e^e  J^ra/erni7yha.ve  reached 
this  office.  The  Quarterly  is  a  splendid  convention  number  and 
appears  in  its  usual  attractive  dress,  and  is  well  illustrated  ;  The 
Record  shows  able  editing,  and  The  College  Fraternity  is,  as  usual, 
full  of  good  things. 

While  our  system  of  fraternity  government  is  remarkable  for  its 
simplicity  and  adjustability  to  varied  circumstances,  we  believe 
that  there  are  some  things  incidental  thereto  which  call  for  remark. 
The  system  of  Biennial  Congresses  is  in  most  respects  a  good  thing, 
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and  adapted  to  the  best  interests  of  the  fraternity[and  the  resources 
of  the  chapters ;  but  no  one  who  has  attended  an  Alpha  Tau  Con- 
gress can  fail  to  have  noticed  that  somehow  there  seems  to  be  a 
break  in  the  continuity  of  Congresses,  or  would  be  were  it  not  for 
the  devotion  and  loyality  of  some,  such  as  Bro.  Glazebrook  and 
Bro.  Greene,  who  never  miss  a  Congress  and  who  bring  the  ripe 
fruits  of  unrivaled  experience  to  our  councils.  Too  many  ifien  attend 
only  one  Congress.  We  believe  it  is  a  quite  general  custom  among 
the  chapters  to  send  as  delegates  members  of  the  upper  classes 
who  have  never  attended  before.  The  result  is  that  they  come 
largely  unprepared  for  the  work  before  them.  It  is  something  new, 
and  they  are  unprepared  to  act  in  telligently. 

Of  course,  it  is  very  natural  to  select  men  of  presumably  greater 
experience  and  wisdom'  as  delegates,  and  every  chapter  should  send 
its  best  man,  but  we  believe  that  it  would  be  more  helpful  to  the 
fraternity  if,  where  only  one  delegate  can  be  sent,  that  delegate 
should  be  a  Sophomore  rather  than  a  Junior  or  Senior,  in  order 
that  he  may  go  again  while  in  college,  although,  of  course,  this  is 
also  an  imperfect  arrangement.  Better  still, we  believe  it  advisable, 
where  it  is  possible,  to  send  two  men,  one  of  whom  has  attended 
the  previous  Congress  and  another  who  may  attend  the  next. 

In  this  way,  we  believe,  things  would  go  along  with  less  friction, 
and  it  would  not  be  necessary  to  hurry  over  important  matters,  as 

it  may  otherwise  be. 

^  *  *  *  * 

The  authorities  of  the  Columbian  Exposition,  upon  being  applied 
to  by  Greek  letter  fraternities,  among  the  first  of  which  was  ATD., 
for  space  for  exhibits,  declined  to  assign  space  for  this  purpose  to 
any  other  than  a  united  exhibit  of  the  different  fraternities.  It  was 
out  of  the  question  to  devote  space  to  each  individual  organization. 
This  was  the  position  taken  by  Dr.  Selim  Peabody,  Superintendent 
of  the  Department  of  Liberal  Arts  of  the  Exposition,  in  his  address 
to  the  College  Fraternity  Exhibit  Committee  at  its  first  meeting 
in  the  parlors  of  the  Grand  Pacific  Hotel,  Chicago.  He  also  stated 
that  he  believed  that  a  very  interesting  exhibit  might  be  made  by 
the  fraternities. 
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At  this  meeting,  delegates  were  present  representing  different 
fraternities,  as  follows:  ^z/^,  z/^,  ATD,  BSn,  AT,  /IKE,  AEA,  ATA, 
z/r,  A7i  (northern)  KAQ,  KKT,  K:E,  $AQ,  ^FA,  $KX,  nB$,  :SAE,  EX, 
2  NP&AX,  and  others  were  heard  from  at  subsequent  meetings. 

As  time  went  on,  a  number  of  these  either  formally  withdrew  or 
failed  to  attend  meetings, until,  at  present,  the  only  names  on  the  sec- 
retary's books  are  those  of  AA$,  A^y  ATfl,  BQII,  AAA,  AT,  KA 
(Southern),  KA0,  KKE,  $A$,  $AQ,  QFA,  nB$,  2X,  ^N,  $KW  and  X#^ 
and, of  these,  at  least  the  first  will  probably  not  exhibit. 

While  we  are  not  altogether  aware  of  the  cause  of  this  falling  off, 
we  believe  that  in  many  instances  the  real  reason  was  one  entirely 
discreditable  to  the  nature  of  the  organizations  represented  and 
unworthy  of  cultured  college  men,  viz.,  fraternity  jealousy.  How 
incongruous  the  very  name  sounds  !  Are  the  high  claims  of  these 
societies  then  but  a  mere  mockery?  If  so,  college  faculties  are 
entirely  justified  in  excluding  them  from  colleges  and  universities. 
There  is  some  excuse  for  the  differences  and  misunderstandings 
which  result  from  the  sharper  rivalry  of  active  college  chapters,  but 
it  loses  its  force  when  applied  to  a  presumably,  dignified  alumni  in 
active  business  life.  They  should  be  above  the  littlenesses  of  their 
college  careers.  But  it  is,  nevertheless,  a  fact  that  some  of  the 
delegates  withdrew  because  they  felt  slighted,  or  because  some  par- 
ticular fraternity  seemed  to  have  a  too  assuming  delegate, 
and  that  the  fraternities  which  have  always  pushed  "the  Eastern- 
ers" hardest,  and  which  would  particularly  do  this  in  comparative 
exhibits,  have  alone  remained  steadfast  to  the  scheme. 

Throughout  the  transactions  of  the  committee,  the  greatest  spirit 
of  fairness,  the  true  spirit  of  Pan-Hellenism,  has  prevailed.  All 
matters  have  purposely  been  kept  in  the  hands  of  the  committee  as 
a  whole,  in  order  that  there  might  be  no  cliques  or  favoritism.  Every 
effort  has  been  made  to  induce  every  reputable  college  fraternity  to 
send  a  delegate  to  the  different  meetings,  and  those  who  have 
failed  to  do  so  will  have  no  one  but  themselves  to  blame  when  next 
summer  they  find  themselves  unrepresented  in  the  splendid  exhibit 
which  will  be  made.    In  order  that  the  smaller  fraternities  may  not 
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be  deterred  from  participating,  it  has  been  determined  to  give  the 
majority  of  the  space  assigned  to  the  general  exhibit,  making  that 
the  prominent  feature,  as  shown  in  this  number. 

The  individual  exhibits  v^ill  be  most  interesting  for  the  frater- 
nities concerned,  and  will  consist  of  photographs,  views,  publica- 
tions, badges,  insignia,  etc  ,  while  a  general  register  is  to  be  pro- 
vided for  the  enrollment  of  the  names  of  all  visiting  college  frater- 
nity men,  which  is  finally  to  be  deposited  in  the  Chicago  Public 
Library.  Individual  fraternities  will  also,  doubtless,  provide  regis- 
ters for  their  own  use,  either  at  the  exhibit  or  at  their  headquarters. 

We  believe  that  it  is  desirable  that  Alpha  Tau  Omega  should 
participate  in  this  exhibit  and  we  believe  that  a  very  creditable 
showing  will  be  m.ade.  To  this  end,  we  would  urge  the  different 
chapters  to  appoint  a  committeeman  to  have  charge  of  this  matter 
who  should,  as  soon  as  possible,  send  to  the  editor  of  the  Palm, 
who  is  a  member  of  the  Exhibit  Committee, the  very  best  collection 
which  he  can  make  under  the  heads  suggested  above.  Give  us 
your  best. 


ROBERT  A.  WALLER. 

Robert  A.  Waller,  President  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Alumni 
Association  of  Illinois  at  Chicago,  was  born  in  Lexington,  Kentucky, 
in  1850.  His  family  moved  to  Chicago  in  1858.  In  the  fall  of  1867, 
Brother  Waller  entered  Washington  College  (now  Washington  and 
Lee  University)  at  Lexington,  Va.  He  finished  his  college  course 
in  1872^  While  at  this  institution  he  became  a  member  of  the 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity.  Upon  returning  to  Chicago  he  en- 
tered the  insurance  business  in  the  capacity  of  clerk.  In  the  course 
of  two  years  Brother  Waller  became  a  partner  in  the  business,  un- 
der the  firm  .name  of  Bowmar  &  Waller.  Three  years  later  his 
partner's  ill-health  forced  him  to  retire  from  the  firm,  and  the  title 
was  changed  to  R.  A.  Waller  &  Company,  under  which  name  the 
business  is  still  conducted.  In  1876  he  married  Miss  Watson  of 
Frankfort,  Kentucky.  He  has  one  child,  a  son.  Besides  being  an 
influential  underwriter,  conducting  one  of  the  largest  offices  in 
Chicago,  Mr.  Waller  is  prominent  in  other  departments  of  Chicago's 
busy  life.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
World's  Columbian  Exposition  since  the  organization  of  that  corpo- 
tion,  occupying  responsible  positions  upon  several  of  its  commit- 
tees. Last  spring  he  was  elected  Second  Vice  President  of  the 
World's  Columbian  Exposition,  and  a  member  of  the  Executive, 
the  Ways  and  Means,  the  Liberal  Arts  and  the  Insurance  Auxil- 
iary Committees.  He  is  largely  interested  in  Chicago  real  estate, 
and  has  just  completed  the  building  of  the  "Ashland  Block,"  a  fine 
sixteen  story  building  on  the  northeast  corner  of  Clark  and  Ran- 
dolph  Streets. 

Brother  Waller's  social  standing  is  high.  He  is  a  prominent 
member  of  the  University,  Fellowship,  Union,  Athletic  and  Union 
League  Clubs.  His  intimate  acquaintance  with  Chicago's  interests 
and  possibilities,  his  pride  in  the  success  of  her  undertakings,  make 
him  a  valuable  citizen  of  "the  World's   Fair  city." 

As  a  fraternity  man,  Brother   Waller    retains  his  old-time  enthu- 
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siasm  and  maintains  a  deep  interest  in  the  prosperity  of  Alpha 
Tau  Omega.  Although  one  of  the  busiest  of  Chicago  business  men, 
he  always  has  a  few  moments  to  spare  to  discuss  the  policy  and 
welfare  of  our  fraternity,  and  his  counsel,  being  the  ripe  fruit  of  a 
remarkably  successful  business  career,  is  always  received  with  the 
deepest  consideration  and  profit  by  his  fraternity  brothers.  In 
more  ways  than  perhaps  he  himself  knows  has  he  been  of  assistance 
to  them,  and  favors  from  him  are  all  the  more  acceptable  because 
they  never  carry  with  them  a  suspicion  of  a  claim  for  gratitude. 
They  are  bestowed  in  the  true  fraternity  spirit.  It  will,  doubtless, 
be  long  before  any  other  name  is  mentioned  for  the  presidency  o 
the  Chicago  Alumni  Association.  Virginia  Beta  may  well  be  proud 
of  the  high  distinction  which  her  alumnus  has  won  as  a  business 
man,  a  society  man  and  a  fraternity  man,  a  distinction  which  re- 
flects most  favorably  on  the  fraternity  of  which  he  is  so  proud  and 
to  which  he  is  so  loyal — old  Alpha  Tau. 

The  following  clipping  from  a  prominent  insurance  journal  is  of 
interest  in  this  connection: 

"The  Blue  Grass  State  has  long  been  famed  for  its  handsome 
women.  While  paying  our  homage  at  Beauty's  throne,  we  should 
not  forget,  however,  that  the  fathers,  husbands  and  brothers  of 
Kentucky's  daughters  are  a  shrewd,  level-headed  and  progressive 
set  of  men,  who  have  won  success  and  fame  in  all  departments  of 
human  activity.  Those  who  have  gone  out  from  under  the  old  roof- 
tree  and  become  citizens  of  other  commonwealths  have  sustained 
the  reputation  of  Kentucky  for  producing  able  men.  One  of  the 
latter  class  is  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  R.  A.  Waller  was  born  in 
Kentucky  about  forty  years  ago.  With  the  family,  he  removed  to 
Chicago,  when  but  a  boy.  He  began  as  a  clerk  in  D.  W.  Bow- 
mar's  insurance  office,  and  worked  his  way  up,  till  one  morning 
La  Salle  Street  found  instead  of  D.  W.  Bowmar,  it  was  Bowmar 
&  Waller,  which  afterwards  was  changed  to  R.  A.  Waller  &  Co. 
Mr.  Waller  is  a  modest,  unassuming  man,  who  has  built  up  a  large 
and  profitable  business  through  habits  of  industry  and    'push.'  " 

Since  the  above  was  written,  Brother  Waller  has  received  another 
distinguished  honor.  His  nomination  as  one  of  the  Lincoln  Park 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Chicago  by  Gov.  Altgeld  has  been  the  occa- 
sion of  most  flattering  comment  by  the  Chicago  press,  the  selec- 
tion meeting  with  unanimous  approval. 


THE  WORLD'S  FAIR  FRATERNITY  EXHIBIT. 

At  the  Columbian  Congress  at  Nashville,  the  matter  of  an  exhibit 
at  the  Columbian  Exposition  was  one  of  absorbing  interest  to  the 
delegates,  and  received  considerable  attention  at  the  different  ses- 
sions. The  committee  appointed  to  have  the  matter  in  charge  have 
been  awaiting  decisive  action  on  the  part  of  the  Fraternities'  Exhibit 
Commitee,  of  Chicago,  in  order  to  be  able  to  act  more  intelligently 
in  the  premises,  upon  beginning  actively  the  work  of  collection  of 
materials. 

Dr.  Peabody  has  allotted  to  the  College  Fraternity  Exhibit  Com- 
mittee a  space  twenty-five  feet  along  a  main  aisle, and  twenty  feet  deep 
in  the  North  gallery  of  the  Liberal  Arts  exhibit  in  the  grand  Manu- 
facturers' Building,  including  one  of  the  large  clerestory  windows. 
The  general  exhibit  will  take  the  form  of  an  exact  reproduction  of 
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the  Choragic  Monument  of  Lysicrates, familiar  to  all  artists  and  class- 
ical students  as  the  most  perfect  specimen  of  Greek  Corinthian  archi- 
tecture which  has  survived  to  modern  times.  It  will  stand  nearly 
forty  feet  high,  and  will  inevitably  attract  much  attention  to  the  ex 
hibit.  The  side  and  rear  walls  of  the  space  will  be  in  black,  and  all 
wood-work  will  be  ebonized  and  oramented  in  gilt.  At  the  sides, near 
the  aisles,  will  be  shown  the  badges  of  all  the  fraternities  and  such 
articles  as  should  be  found  in  a  general  exhibit,  while  at  the  sides 
of  the  space  will  be  provided  bookcases  of  classic  design  for  the 
literature  of  the  fraternities,  such  as  bound  volumes  of  their  maga- 
zines, song  books,  catalogues,  histories,  college  annuals,  etc. 

At  the  rear  of  the  space,  below  the  window,  which  is  to  be  filled 
with  a  symbolic  picture  in  stained  glass,  will  be  hung  sixty  frames, 
3  feet  by  2  feet,  each  presenting  two  glass  covered  faces,  providing 
over  600  square  feet  of  wall  space  for  the  display  of  individual 
fraternity  exhibits,  such  as  pictures  of  chapter  houses  and  lodges, 
portraits  of  prominent  members,  historic  documents,  charters, 
symbolic  engravings,  etc. 

The  exhibits  are  prepared  primarily  with  the  object  of  presenting 
such  information  as  will  tend  to  dispel  the  ignorance  to  which  most 
of  the  opposition  to  fraternites  is  due,  and,  in  this  way,  will  be  of 
incalculable  benefit  to  the  system.  At  the  same  time,  it  will  be  of 
particular  interest  to  the  Greek-letter  men  themselves. 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  present  in  this  number  the  design  for 
the  general  exhibit  and  the  ground  plan  of  same. 


THE  FRATERNITY  DIRECTORY. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Chicago  Alumni  Association,  the  Fra- 
ternity Directory  was  the  principal  subject  of  discussion,  both  of 
the  members  of  the  committee  appointed  at  Nashville  being  pres- 
ent. It  excited  very  much  enthusiasm,  and  all  present  were  anx- 
ious to  co-operate  in  every  way  toward  the  speedy  publication  of 
the  work.  With  this  end  in  view,  different  chapters  were  assigned 
to  each  of  those  present.  It  was,  however,  found  advisable  and, 
in  fact,  necessary  to  wait  for  the  records  of  the  Fraternity  already 
compiled,  in  order  to  act  more  intelligently. 

Many  of  these  records  are  now  at  hand  and  increase  the  com- 
mittee's  indebtedness  to  W.  G.  K.  A.  Lamar,  who,  at  the  cost  of 
much  time  and  labor,  prepared  a  systematic  list  of  initiates  with 
a  list  of  present  addresses,  as  far  as  possible.  This  will  form  an 
excellent  basis  for  the  work  of  the  committee,  but  will  "need  much 
supplementing  in  order  to  carry  out  the  scheme  as  proposed  at 
Congress.  The  committee  has  also  been  very  much  aided  by  the 
publication  by  Va  ^  of  a  Chapter  Directory  in  admirable  form.  If 
it  were  possible  for  each  chapter  to  follow  its  example,  the  work 
of  the  committee  would  be  reduced  to  a  minimum.  In  some  re- 
spects, however,  this  list  is  not  as  complete  as  the  comm.ittee 
wish. 

The  data  desired  are:  first,  full  name;  second, college  and  chapter; 
third,  present  address,  giving^  city  or  town,  county  and  state  and 
street  address  ;  fourth,  business  ;  fifth,  honors,  and  sixth,  miscellane- 
ous information.  These  divisions  should  be  self-explanatory.  Under 
the  last  should  be  given  any  striking  facts  in  life,  and  public  ac- 
tions, other  organizations,  fraternities,  clubs,  etc.,  of  which  the 
brother  is  a  member: — in  fact,  any  information  which  would, 
naturally,  be  of  interest  in  such  a  compilation. 

The  Palm  naturally  suggests  itself  as  a  medium  through  which  the 
members  of  the  Fraternity  may  best  be  reached.  With  a  view  to 
economy  and  convenience,  we  have  inserted  in  this  number  a  per- 
forated leaf,  which  conforms  with  the  suggestions  above,  and  which 
brothers  are  requested  to  fill  out  and  return  as  directed.  The  data 
of  a  chapter  may  be  conveniently  sent  at  one  time.  In  filling  out 
blanks,  remember  that  it  is  easy  to  give  too  little  information,  but 
hardly  possible  to  give  too  much. 

The  committee  desire  to  impress  it,  as    forcibly    as    possible,  on 
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all,  that  J!the  publication  of  a  directory  can  be  a  success  only 
through  the  effective  co-operation  of  every  brother.  Every  chapter 
should  appoint  a  man  to  act  with  the  committee,  and  give  them  all 
the  assistance  in  his  power,  as  the  undertaking  is  a  rather  burden- 
some one.  The  work  of  classification  alone  will  require  consider- 
able time,  and  the  committee  should  be,  as  far  as  possible,  relieved 
of  all  other.  ^^ 

A  subscription  blank  is  attached  to  each  data  blank,  and  should 
be  filled  out  at  the  same  time.  Those  who  can  conveniently  do 
so,  should  send  the  price  of  the  directory  with  the  subscription, 
marking  the  blank  to  that  effect,  as  considerable  expense  will  be 
entailed  in  this  connection.

Obiter  Dicta. 

Hip,  Hurrah!  Hip,  Hurrah! 
Three  cheers  for  Alpha  Tau! 
Hurrah!  Hurrah!  Hurrah! 


A  party  of  three,  consisting  of  Bros.  E.  P.  Lyon  and  Ehle,  of 
Chicago,  and  Bro.  Falconer,  of  Hillsdale,  Mich.,  paid  a  visit,  on 
their  return  North  from  the  Columbian  Congress  to  the  famous 
Mammoth  Cave,  in  Edmonson  County,  Ky.,  taking  the  "long  trip" 
on  the  last  day  of  last  year.  Of  course,  the  new  yell  was  tested 
as  the  party  glided,  like  the  shades  ferried  by  Charon  over  the 
gloomy  Styx,  over  the  wonderful  and  weird  Echo  River,  and  right 
well  it  stood  the  test,  for  it  was  long  ere  the  echoes  of  the  hurrahs 
had  wholly  died  away.  College  yells  were  also  tested,  and  the 
slogans  of  Cornell,  Michigan,  and  others  equally  noisy,  startled  the 
bats  from  their  winter  sleep.  Only  those  who  have  taken  it  can 
realize  the  unique  nature  of  this  trip,  with  its  sepulchral  silence, 
broken  only  by  the  sound  of  the  explorers'  footsteps  or  the  occa- 
sional drip  or  fall  of  underground  waters,  coming  no  one  knows 
whence  and  going  no  one  knows  whither,  and  the  darkness  which 
seems  indeed  visible  and  tangible.  On  New  Year's  day  the  party 
took  the  "short  trip"  and  found  new  beauties.  The  demand  for  the 
human  element,  which  is  so  persistent  and  compulsory  with  certain 
classes  of  people,  had  left  its  marks  here  more  than  on  the  long 
trip.  There  were  state  memorials,  town  memorials  and  college 
memorials.  Our  party  added  to  the  list  of  the  last,  monuments  to 
Cornell  and  Hillsdale,  near  those  to  Yale,  Harvard,  Columbia  and 
others,  in  Register  Hall  in  Gothic  Avenue.  And  then,  as  they  went 
along  Grand  avenue,  they  found  where  Bro.  Jack  Abbott,  of  Clarks- 
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ville,  Tennessee,  and  his  party  had  erected  a  memorial  to  Alpha 
Tau  Omega.  They  immediately  took  it  upon  themselves  to  im- 
prove and  amplify,  and  now,  several  miles  underground  and  several 
hundred  feet  beneath  the  surface  of  the  earth.  Alpha  Tau  has  the 
best  memorial  of  them  all,  consisting  of  a  large  pile,  a  chair  of 
stone,  bearing  the  legend,  "A  seat  for  every  loyal  Alpha  Tau,  every 
sister  and  every  friend,"  and  a  card  case.  Sigma  Nu  has  an  altar, 
and  Phi  Delta  Theta,  Delta  Upsilon,  ^KE^  Kappa  Alpha  and 
others  are  represented  by  simple  piles.  Our  monument  will  be 
heard  of  later.  Look  it  up,  when  you  visit  the  cave,  and  you  may 
be  sure  that  you  will  be  amply  repaid  for  the  visit,  for  there  can 
be  few  experiences  more  wonderful  than  a  trip  miles  under- 
ground, in  an  atmosphere  which  is  so  invigorating  as  to  banish 
fatigue,  where,  for  the  most  part,  broods  an  eternal  night  and  si- 
lence, overwhelming  one  with  a  sense  of  weirdness  and  grandeur 
which  is  very  like  the  sublime. 


Bro.  E.  P.  Lyon,  of  Chicago,  is  responsible  for  the  brilliant  idea 
of  using  a  book  of  Nashville  views  as  an  autograph  album  for 
brothers  attending  Congress.  Some  of  the  collections  of  autographs, 
which  were  written  on  the  backs  of  the  views,  were  quite  complete. 
They  will  some  day  be  considered  invaluable  souvenirs  by  their 
owners.

an  entirely  laudable  one.     College    fraternities    are,  and  should  be 
maintained,  organizations  of    ..//.,.    men.     An  early  experience  o 
"ipha  Tau  Omega    with    "community    chapters."    we  believe,  will 
bear  out  the  wisdom  of  maintaining  this  principle^

President 
Hrris^n  it  will  be  remembered,  is  a  member  of  Phi  Delta  Theta, 
fs TsaUo  Vice-President-elecrAdlai  E.  Stevenson,  while  Whitelaw 
Reid,  the  Republican  candidate  for  vice-^president,  is  a  AKE. 

A  new  chapter  L  he.n   establi*shed   at   Tufts   College  since    the 
Columbian  Congress,  by  representatives  from   Colby  and  the  Univer 
sity  of  Vermont;   but  we  are  unable   to  give  particulars  in  the  present 
number.

HOW    CHICAGO    UNIVERSITY    STANDS. 

Chicago,  March  ist,  1893. 
L.  C.  Ehle, 

Editor  of  Palm. 

Dear  Brother: 

In  accordance  with  your  suggestion,  I  have  received  from  the 
authorities  of  the  University  of  Chicago  the  official  action  in  regard 
to  fraternities.  It  is  from  the  minutes  of  the  faculty  meeting  and  is 
as  follows. 

"The  Faculty  deems  the  establishment  of  Secret  Societies  in  the 
University  of  Chicago  to  be  undesirable.  In  its  judgment,  the  ends 
sought  by  these  societies  so  far  as  they  are  laudable,  may  be  secured 
by  other  means  which  shall  be  free  from  the  objection  of  secrecy,  of 
rigid  exclusiveness,  and  of  antagonism  to  the  democratic  spirit  which 
is  inherent  in  the  highest  scholarship  and  manhood,  and  the  most  ex- 
alted citizenship:  and  it  would  be  deeply  gratified  if  the  high  purposes 
and  lofty  feeling  of  the  body  of  students  should  lead  them  to  co-oper- 
ate with  it  by  voluntarily  excluding  everything  that  makes  against  a 
broadly  fraternal  spirit,  and  a  primary  concern  with  the  intellectual 
aims  for  which  the  University  of  Chicago  was  founded." 

I  shall  attempt  no  disscussion  of  the  reasons  or  conditions  which 
led  to  this  resolution.  It  is  understood  that  some  of  the  faculty  were 
very  much  opposed  to  fraternities,  while  others  favored  their  unre- 
stricted establishment.  The  action  taken  is  something  in  the  way 
of  a  compromise  and  sufficiently  explains  itself.  Whether  the  Uni- 
versity will  adhere  to  the  course  it  has  outlined  or  will  go  either  to  the 
extreme  of  exclusion  or  to  that  of  free  admittance  of  the  Greek  so- 
cieties, will  doubtless'depend,  to  a  considerable  degree,  upon  the  wishes 
of  the  students  and  upon  the  success  or  failure  of  those  open  societies 
which  are  designed  to  take  the  place  of  the  fraternities.  One  thing 
seems  certain;  the  fraternities  will  not  gain  favor  in  the  eyes  of 
President  Harper  and  his  colleagues  by  trying  to  force  an  entrance 
into  the  institution  in  spite  of  the  action  which  has  been  taken  and 
no  fraternity  with  proper  respect  for  the  great  body  of  thinkers  who 
are  fostering  the  youthful  fortunes  of  the  new  University  will  attempt 
to  found  a  chapter  there  without  the  consent  of  its  authorities.

Cleveland,   Ohio,  Dec.   12,   1892. 

My  Dear  Brothers  : — The  aesthetic  element  prevails  in  this  city. 
Its  citizens  are  wont  to  bedeck  themselves  in  purple  and  gold. 
Diamonds  flash  from  the  glossy  linen  of  millionaires  who  prome- 
nade Euclid  Avenue,  while  the  throngs  who  daily  frequent  Superior 
Street  and  other  prominent  thoroughfares  all  display  a  variety  of 
jewelled  pins,  insignia  and  badges.  Yet  amidst  this  pomp  and 
show,  the  gleam  of  the  Maltese  Cross  has  been  very  conspicuous 
during  the  past  fall.  Like  magnetism,  it  has  drawn  together  brothers 
who  otherwise  would  have  remained  unknown  to  one  another.  As 
a  consequence,  several  meetings  have  been  held,  at  one  of  which, 
on  the  evening  of  Dec.  9th,  the  Cleveland  Alumni  Chapter  of  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  was  organized.

CLIPPINGS. 

Washington  Alumni  Association. 


The  Evening  Star,  of  Washington,  of  December  i6th,  1892,  has 
the  following: 

"At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Washington  Association  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fra- 
ternity Dr.  Larkin  W.  Glazebrook  and  Mr.  Edward  I.  Renick  were  chosen  as  delegates 
to  the  next  congress,  which  assembles  at  Nashville,  Tenn,,  on  the  28th  instant.  There 
are  about  forty  members  of  this  fraternity  residing  or  doing  business  in  this  city  and 
at  their  late  meeting  they  determined  to  co-operate  with  the  resident  members  of 
other  Greek  letter  societies  to  secure  common  headquarters  to  be  used  for  meetings 
and  as  a  place  for  registering  names  and  addresses  of  members  for  the  convenience  of 
visiting  members.  Among  the  Alpha  Taus  now  in  the  city  are  representatives  Price 
of  Louisiana  and  Breckinridge  of  ^Arkansas.  The  former  sueceeded  Mr.  Wilkinson, 
who  was  also  a  member  of  this  Fraternity,  affording  a  parallel  to  the  case  from  the 
Memphis  district,  which  was  represented  successively  by  Mr.  Taylor,  a  republican, 
and  Mr.  Phelan,  a  democrat,  both  members  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  The  Wash- 
ington Association  does  not  at  present  know  how  many  of  their  members  will  appear 
in  the  new  congress,  but  they  are  certain  of  one  who,  they  say,  is  a  host  in  himself — 
"Cyclone  Jim"  Marshal  of  Virginia,  who  is  not  only  an  Alpha  Tau,  but  the  father  of 
an  Alpha  Tau  and  the  founder  of  a  chapter.  Among  other  members  residing  in  this 
city  may  be  mentioned  Mr.  R.  N.  Brook,  the  artist,  who  years  ago  designed  the  Fra- 
ternity's coat-of-arms;  Col.  Stofer,  the  well-known  corespondent  and  clerk  to  the  elec- 
tions committee  of  the  House;  Mr.  Pollock,  clerk  to  the  District  committee;  Mr.Pechin, 
clerk  to  the  committee  on  post  office  expenditures;  Mr.  Barrett,  clerk  to  the  Speaker 
and  correspondent  of  the  Atlanta  Constitution,  and  Col.  Turk,  general  passenger 
agent  of  the  Richmond  and  Danville  railroad.  Officers  of  other  college  fraternities 
having  associations  in  Washington  are  requested  to  communicate  with  Mr.  Geo.  H. 
Lamar,  344  D  street  northwest,  if  they  desire  to  co-operate  with  the  Alpha  Taus  in 
establishhing  permanent  headquarters  for  all  the  Greek  letter  societies  represented  in 
this  city." 

George  W.   Morris. 
The  Charlottesville  Daily  Progress,  mentioning  the  name  of  Geo.  W. 
Morris  (Va.  Delta  '78)  editorially   in   connection  with   the   senatorial 
representation  of  Albemarle  and  Greene  Counties,  Virginia,  says, 
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"We  do  not  know  whether  Mr.  Morris  will  decide  to  run  for  the  Senate  or  not,  but 
we  sincerely  hope  he  will.  He  would  make  an  admirable  Senator.  He  is  a  man  of 
high  character  and  fine  attainment.,  sound  judgment  and  in  every  way  well  equipped 
for  the  legislative  life.  His  services  at  the  head  of  the  committee  for  two  hot  cam- 
paigns have  resulted  in  largely  increased  majorities  each  time.  He  is  dignified  and 
courteous,  and  popular  with  all  classes  of  our  people.  Mr.  Morris  is  also  well  known 
in  other  portions  of  the  State,  and  would  command  an  influence  in  the  Senate  that 
few  new  members  could  have.  We  believe  that  if  he  will  consent  to  run  for  the  Sen- 
ate from  this  district,  there  will  be  certainly  no  opposition  to  his  nomination — and, 
of  course,  his  election  would  be  certain." 

Vice-Chancellor  Gailor. 
Speaking  of  the  possible  successors  of  Bishop  Phillips  Brooks,  the 
Boston  Morning  Herald  has  the  following  deservedly  complimentary 
notice  of  the  eloquent  orator  of  the  Columbian  Congress,  whom  it 
mentions  in  connection  with  Drs.  Greer  and  Huntington,  of  New 
York: 

"Dr.  Gailor  is  a  man  who  has  recently  made  a  remarkable  name  for  himself.  He 
is  a  man  of  consummate  scholarship,  a  very  able  extemporary  speaker  and  a  fine  ser- 
mon writer.  His  recent  correspondence  with  Canon  Lindon  of  England  won  for  him 
the  admiration  of  that  noted  preacher  of  the  Church  of  England. 

"Dr.  Gailor  is  also  a  wonderful  organizer.  He  has  raised  the  standing  of  the  Uni 
versity  of  the  South  since  he  was  called  to  take  charge  of  it  to  a  position  equalled  by 
none  among  the  Southern  colleges.    His  influence  over  men  is  rarely  surpassed. 

•  'Dr.  Gailor's  ability  as  a  parliamentary  debater  is  universally  acknowledged.  He 
has  made  himself  a  name  in  the  last  three  conventions,  having  met  in  debate  no  less 
personages  than  the  late  Bishop  Brooks  and  Dr. , Huntington  of  New  York,  and  that, 
too,  with  credit  to  himself. 

"To  Rev.  Dr.  Huntington, of  Concord,  Mass.,  is  due  the  credit  of  first  suggesting  the 
name  of  Dr.  Gailor.  Dr.  Hutchins  spoke  of  him  two  years  ago,  when  Bishop  Brooks 
was  elected,  as  a  possibility,  saying  that  in  his  own  mind  there  were  but  two  men  for 
the  office — Dr.  Brooks  and  Dr.  Gailor;  and  that  of  the  two,  since  Dr.  Brooks  was  a 
possibility,  he  naturally  preferred  him.  It  was  only  the  other  day  that  Dr.  Hutchin- 
son declared  his  belief  that  the  one  man  for  the  diocese  of  Massachusetts  now  was 
Rev.  Dr.  Gailor. 

"Dr.  Hutchins,  it  must  be  remembered,  has  been  for  several  years  the  secretary  of 
the  house  of  deputies  in  the  general  conventions  of  the  Episcopal  church.  While 
there  he  has  had  ample  opportunity  to  judge  of  the  qualifications  of  the  various  mem- 
bers of  that  body,  and,  in  view  of  this,  has  positively  expressed  his  convictions  that 
Dr.  Gailor  is  the  one  rare  man  for  Massachusetts. 
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"Dr.  Hutchins  is  also  a  man  thoroughly  imbued  with  the  New  England  spirit,  and, 
despite  the  fact  that  Dr.  Gailor  is  a  southerner,  he  has  no  objection  to  make  against 
him  on  that  point. 

"Dr. Gailor  received  his  education  at  Racine  (Wis.)  College,  and  at  the  Theological 
Seminary  of  New  York,  thus  having  more  than  seven  years'  experience  with  northern 
ways  and  manners  of  thought.  Dr.  Gailor  secured  his  degree  of  S.  T.  D.  from  Col- 
umbia College,  New  York.  He  has  already  refused  the  election  to  the  bishophric  of 
Georgia,  and  to  allow  his  name  to  be  used  in  other  elections  for  bishops.  He  also  de- 
clined the  call  to  Trinity  Church,  Chicago,  at  a  salary  of  $10,000,  and  a  like  call  to 
one  of  the  parishes  of  Trinity  Church,  New  York. 

"The  supporters  of  Dr.  Gailor  claim  for  him  all  the  admirable  qualifications  of  Dr. 
Greer,  many  of  them  in  a  higher  degree,  with  several  others  not  possessed  by    him. 

"Dr.  Gailor  is  a  man  of  superb  physique,  and  amply  able  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  work  of  the  diocese,  which  churchmen  claim  killed  Bishops  Paddock  and 
Brooks. 

"Dr.  Gailor,  it  is  asserted  by  his  supporters,  has  something  that  can  commend  itself 
to  each  one  of  three  schools  of  thoughts.  To  the  broad  churchmen  he  will  appeal  by 
his  rare  intellectual  abilities,  his  powers  as  a  preacher  and  his  magnetic  personality. 
To  the  conservative  churchmen  he  will  commend  himself  on  account  of  his  freedom 
from  extremes  in  either  direction,  while  to  the  high  church  party  he  cannot  fail  to 
appeal,  because  of  his  sound  churchmanship." 

Fraternity  in  Court. 
The  following  item   from  Des   Moines,  la.,  which   appeared   in  the 
Chicago  Tribune,  of  Feb.  15th,  will  interest  all  fraternity  men: 

"Judge  Conrad  decided  the  mandamus  case  of  Orvis  W.  Robe,  vs.  President  Beard- 
shear  of  the  State  Agricultural  College  yesterday.  Robe  was  a  student  at  the  college 
and,  contrary  to  its  rules,  belonged  to  a  Greek  letter  society.  For  this  reason  he  was 
expelled.  He  brought  action  to  compel  the  faculty  to  restore  him  to  his  class.  Pres- 
ident Beardshear  filed  an  answer  to  the  petition,  maintaining  the  rule  under  which 
Robe  was  suspended  was  necessary  to  the  preservation  of  harmony  in  the  college. 
Robe  demurred  to  this  answer  and  Judge  Conrad  overruled  the  demurrer,  thus  mak- 
ing it  necessary  to  try  the  case  on  an  issue  of  facts." 


The  Charms  of  Belmont. 
The  reporter  of  Xhe  Daily  Avierican  scarcely  exaggerates  the  impres- 
sions of  the  delegates  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  meet   the  flower 
of  Southern  beauty  at  Belmont  College,  when  he  says: 

"The  fraternity  brethren  from  the  far  North  who  hoped  to  receive  a  buoyant  inspir- 
ation from  the  famed  and  fabled  balmy  breezee  of  our  sunny  Southland,  but  found 
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themselves  chased  even  into  our  borders  by  their  own  shrilly  howling  Boreas,  were 
more  than  compensated  by  the  warm  and  hospitable  reception  of  our  fascinating 
Southern  ladies.  One  witnessing  the  charmed  delegates  could  fancy  he  heard  flowing 
from  his  rapt  soul  such  sentiments  as  "Look  about  you;  on  all  sides  you  see  them, 
whose  diamond  eyes  outshine  the  gems  of  Golconda  and  whose  roseate  lips  ever  meet 
you  with  an  irresistably  charming  smile."  The  Northern  brothers  can  now  fully  ap- 
preciate why  in  that  dear  Southland  the  ladies  are  the  uncrowned  queens  who  rule 
and  reign  in  this  vast  empire  of  hearts  and  love,  and  why  it  is  not  a  myth,  but  a  grand 
reality,  that  Southern  men  reverently  pay  court  at  their  shrine,  with  full  heart  and 
with  full  hand,  even  as  the  flower-worshipers  bear  flowers  to  the  setting  sun.

Beta  Beta  has  been  making  strenuous  efforts  to  become  a  model 
chapter.  She  has  gathered  strength  and  momentum  with  each  day's 
experience,  and,  as  a  result,  since  last  Congress  our  colors  have 
waved  triumphantly  after  many  a  hard  fought  battle.  As  an  evi- 
dence of  our  loyalty  to  Alha  Tau  we  discuss  weekly  such  measures  as 
will  advance  her  to  that  position  among  college  Fraternities  which 
she  merits. 

Beta  Beta  has  almost  come  up  to  the  most  sanguine  expectations 
of  her  noble  sons,  and  she  has  no  rival  who  does  not  admit  her 
superiority. 

Our  present  chapter  numbers  twenty-five  active  men.  We  have 
initiated  twenty-one  into  the  mysteries  of  ^  7^/2  since  last  Congress; 
nine  in  the  session  of  'gi  and  '92;  twelve  in  session  of  '92  and  '93. 
We  are  especially  proud  of  our  work  this  year,  securing  every  man 
invited.      The  total  enrollment  of  our  chapter  is  91. 

Since  last  congress  BB  has  suffered  the  loss  of  one  of  her 
most  ardent  supporters.  Bro.  J.  D.  Lockhart,  one  of  the  strongest 
links  in  BB'^  chain  has  been  taken  from  us.  He  was  a  brother 
good  and  true. 

We  regreted  very  much  being  forced  to  ^ive  up  Prof.  C.  L.  Mc- 
Cartha  who,  although  prohibited  from  meeting  with  us,  was  a  source 
of  strength  and  encouragement.  He  will  occupy  the  chair  of  science 
in  the  State  Normal  school,  Troy,  Ala.  We  still  have  Prof.  F.  M. 
Peterson  to  counsel  and  advise  us.  He  is  very  enthusiastic  and 
loves  our  order. 

We  have  instituted  a  system  of  correspondence  by  means  of 
which  each  of  our  alumni  is  informed  as  to  the  general  condition  of 
his  chapter,  and  urged  to  support  ATH  in  all  her  measures  and 
especially  our  Fraternity  organ,  the  Palm.  We  have  nothing  to 
fear  from  our  financial  condition,  the  W.  K.  E.  having  sufficient 
funds  to  defray  all  expenses. 
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On  account  of  the  stringency  of  money  matters  in  the  South, 
we  have  not  been  able  to  make  any  very  decided  move  in  regard 
to  our  chapter  house  scheme.  Notes  to  the  amount  of  $300  have 
been  returned  to  their  families  or  destroyed,  on  account  of  the 
death  of  brothers. 

At  present^  we  occupy  a  neatly  furnished  hall,  secured  from  the 
faculty.  It  is  there  that  we  discuss  the  cardinal  principles  of  our 
noble  order,   and  resolve  to  exemplify  them  in  our  lives.

ALABAMA     ALUMNI    ASSOCIATION. 

To  the  Columbian  National  Congress  of  the  atD,  Fraternity: 

The  Alumni  Association  of  Alabama  submits  the  following  re- 
port : 

Since  the  last  session  of  Congress  the  Alumni  Aassociation  of 
Alabama  has  held  two  conventions,  one  at  Birmingham  and  the 
other  at  Auburn.  The  First  convention,  held  at  Birmingham,  was 
attended  by  about  fifty  Alumni  and  was  in  session  for  two  days. 
At  this  convention  a  committee  was  appointed  to  prepare  a  complete 
catalogue  of  brothers  residing  in  this  state;  but  that  committee's 
work  is  unfinished.  During  this  convention  six  members  of  the 
Beta  Delta  fraternity  were  initiated  by  the  officers  of  Ala.BB,  AE  and 
BA  chapters.  These  initiates  are  prominent  citizens  of  the  state 
and  their  names  and  influence  have  added  strength  to  the  organiza- 
tion. The  second  convention  was  attended  by  about  thirty  mem- 
bers and  was  in  session  for  two  days.  At  this  convention  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  secure  excursion  rates  and  charter  a  special  car 
to  Nashville  to  this  Congress  ;  but  the  committee  failed  in  this  en- 
deavor. However,  every  Alabama  chapter  is  represented,  and  the 
state  has  a  total  representation  of  seven.  The  next  convention  will 
be  held  in  Montgomery,  at  a  time  to  be  fixed  by  the  executive 
committee.

Our  association  is  sadly  in  need  of  a  more  thorough 
organization  and  closer  contact  with  the  chapters  of  the  state  and 
the  governmental  department  of  the  Fraternity.

Founded  in  1887,  her  record  has  been  one  of  success  from  the 
start.  That  Spartan  Band  of  six  Charter  members  may  well  view  the 
present  flourishing  condition  of  the  Chapter  with  pride  and  rest 
content  with  the  outgrowth  of  their  early  labors. 

By  the  careful  selection  of  men,  never  resorting  to  questionable 
methods  to  procure  new  acquisitions,  ever  retaining  the  respect  of 
its  rivals  by  fair  and  open  warfare.  Beta  Epsilon  has  grown  from  a 
small  beginning  into  the  prosperous  and  worthy  chapter,  which  it 
is  to-day.  From  the  beginning,  its  members  have  stood  foremost 
in  the  ranks  of  recipients  of  honor,  both  in  the  class  room  and 
in  the  field  of  college  athletics,  whilst  the  Maltese  Cross  has  ever 
shone  conspicuously  in  the  highest  social  circles. 

In  our  report  to  the  Congress  of  1890,  there  was  shown  to  be 
twenty-nine  initiates  and  seven  affiliated  brothers  on  our  membership 
roll, since  the  birth  of  Chapter  in  1887,  who,  together  with  our  founder, 
Bro.

This  session  we  have  been  signally  triumphant  in  defeating  our 
rivals  in  the  competitive  race  for  men,  all  of  those  we  approached 
giving  us  the  preference,  though  each  one  of  them  had  been  eagerly 
sought  by  the  leading  fraternities  represented  at  Tulane. 

We  have  lost  but  two  men  since  the  founding  of  our  Chapter;  one 
from  death;  the  other  we  expelled.  At  present  we  number  twenty- 
one  active,  nine  affiliated  and  24  alumni,  many  of  whom  reside  in 
the  city  and  take  an  active  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  chapter. 

We  take  pride  in  submitting  this  report  and  wish  all  sister  Chapters 
like  prosperity.

CHAPTER  REPORTS 


MAINE    GAMMA    ALPHA. 


We  wish  here  to  assure  the  officers  of  the  fraternity  and  dele- 
gates assembled  that  we  are  beginning,  even  at  this  early  stage,  to 
feel  something  of  the  warm  glow  of  the  atD,  friendship.  We 
deeply  regret  the  fact  that  we  are  forced  to  send  only  a  written 
report,  instead  of  a  delegate  to  this  Congress.  When  first  the  idea 
of  sending  a  delegate  came  up  for  discussion,  it  seemed  a  privilege 
beyond  our  infant  grasp.  But  at  our  last  meeting  great  enthusiasm 
prevailed  in  regard  to  the  matter  and  our  W.S.,  Bro.  A.  H.  Berry, 
volunteered  to  incur  half  of  the  expense  of  the  trip.  At  once  the 
members  voted  to  furnish  the  other  half  of  the  funds.  He 
was  arranging  for  rates  on  the  railroads  when  he  received  intelli- 
gence of  sickness  at  home  which  made  it  impossible  for  him  to  go. 
No  other  brother  feels  able  to  incur  so  large  a  share  of  the  expense; 
with  the  bills  consequent  to  the  right  establishment  of  our  chap- 
ter's household,  we  all  feel  as  though  the  written  report  will  be  all 
that  we  can  afford  ;  although  we  know  that  we  must  be  the  losers 
by  not  sending  a  delegate. 

As  ours  is  a  new  chapter,  perhaps  a  few  words  descriptive  of 
the  college  in  which  it  has  been  founded  will  not  be  uninteresting. 
Colby  university,  the  home  of  PA,  is  situated  on  the  right  bank 
of  the  Kennebec  river,  near  the  Maine  Central  R.  R.  station,  at 
Waterville,  Maine.  The  college  is  seventy-four  years  old.  It  has 
a  cash  endowment  of  over  half  a  million  dollars,  and  has  seventy 
endowed  scholarships.  It  has  seven  stone  and  brick  buildings,  be- 
side a  number  of  wooden  ones.  The  university  has  a  library  of 
30,000  volumes  and  over  10,000  pamplets.  It  consists  of  two  co- 
ordinate colleges;  the  one  for  men,  the  other  for  young  women.  The 
courses  pursued  in  each  are  identical.  At  present  the  number  of 
students  is  215,  of  which  number  sixty-five  are  ladies.  Baseball, 
football  and  tennis  associations  are  supported  by  the  students.  In 
base-ball,  Colby  has  prided  herself  on  having  the  State  College  pen- 
nant a  very  large  share  of  the  time  since  the  New  England  colleges 
have  been  playing  the  game.  Although  field  sports  are  not  quite 
what  they  have  been  in  the  past,  there  is  a  marked  awakening  in 
special  lines  of  athletics.  ATfL  is  prominently  represented 
in  base-ball.  Bros.  G.  W.  Hoxie  and  F.  S.  Latlip  are  among  the 
first  players  on  the  team  ;  also  Bro.  W.  E.  Noble,  a  new  man  from 
'95.  Bro.  Hoxie  is,  without  doubt,  the  best  second  baseman  in. 
college  and  he  has  often  caught  on  the  team  with  success.  Bro. 
Latlip  plays  left  field,  and  Bro.  Noble  is  on  the  second  nine. 
Bro.  Hoxie  is  a  candidate  for  captaincy  next  season  and,  although 
there  are  several  candidates,  it  is  the  popular  college  opinion  that 
if  the  best  ]nan  is  selected,  Hoxie  will  be  elected.  A  reading 
room  well  supplied  with  current    literature  is    maintained  by    the 
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students.  Prizes  or  excellence  of  scholarship  are  offered  each  class. 
There  are  also  entrance  prizes;  and  Ex-Pres.  A.  W.  Small  has 
added    two   for   excellence    in  Sociology,    Psychology    and    Ethics. 

The  students  publish  two  periodicals,  the  Colby  Oracle,  published 
annually,  to  which  Alpha  Tau  Omega  has  been  admitted  on  an  equal 
footing  with  the  other  fraternities  ;  and  the  Echo  published  fort- 
nightly, whose  constitution  is  also  being  amended  so  as  to  admit  us. 

Colb}^  has  now  six  Greek  letter  fraternities,  as  follows:  AKE^ 
founded  in  1845,  having  a  membership  of  thirty  one  ;  Z¥^,  1850,  mem- 
bership, twenty;  AT,  founded  1850,  re-established  1878,  membership 
twenty-eight;  KK,  a  ladies  society  which  now  has  three  chapters, 
founded  in  1874,  membership  sixty;  ^AQ^  founded  1884,  member- 
ship twenty,  and  Alpha  Tan  Omega,  whose  membership  is  now  six- 
teen. We  owe  grateful  acknowledgement  to  all  the  older  fraterni- 
ties for  the  kindly  welcome  they  have  given  us. 

The  faculty,  numbering  fourteen  members,  has  this  year  been 
changed  as  to  its  president,  also  Prof,  of  Rhetoric.  Although  the 
college  suffered  a  great  loss  in  the  resignation  of  Pres.  A.  W.  Small, 
who  went  to  fill  a  chair  as  Prof. of  Sociology  at  Chicago  University, 
we  think  his  place  is  being  well  filled  by  our  new  President,  Rev. 
B.  L.  Whitman,  a  graduate  of  Brown,  and  formerly  a  popular  pas- 
tor of  one  of  the  first  churches  of  the  state. 

Colby  has  put  out  a  universit}^  extension  circular,  offering  to  the 
citizens  of  Maine  ten  sets  of  lectures  on  a  variety  of  subjects,  b}' 
members  of  the  faculty,  and  single  lectures  on  popular  topics  are 
also  offered. 

The  hall  in  which  we  meet  is  situated  in  one  of  the  new  blocks 
of  the  city,  and  is  therefore  a  ver}^  good  one.  In  furnishing  it, 
we  have  aimed  at  durability  as  well  as  beauty,  and  have  a  Brussels 
carpet  and  plush  chairs.  An  organ  has  recently  been  secured  and 
we  hope  in  time  to  have  our  walls  hung  with  pictures,  so  as  to  give 
it  a  homelike  appearance.  As  far  as  we  have  gone,  however,  we 
think  that  we  are  not  behind  any  of  the  fraternities  of  Colby.  We 
have  procured  the  paraphernalia  in  accordance  with  the  constitution. 
We  have  silk  baldrics  for  all  officers  and  broad-cloth  for  the  mem- 
bers. We  meet  every  Wednesday  evening.  Our  W.K.A.  is  at  work 
on  the  history  of  the  members. 

We  think  there  is  still  room  for  a  few  more  chapters  of  x\lpha 
Tau  Omega  in  the  Northern  states,  while  in  the  South  she  seems 
quite  well  represented. 

Chapter  Houses  seem  to  be  a  very  desirable  feature  of  fraternity 
life,  but  for  TA  it  would  be  a  luxury,  at  least  for  a  few  years. 
We  could  not  get  the  means  to  build  or  rent  a  Chapter  House. 
The  proposition  to  have  a  house  in  Chicago  at  the  disposal  of  Al'fL 
boys  seems    to    us  very  good.      It    would     give    the    boys     a    place 
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where  they  could  be  at  home  and  would  not  feel  that  those  around 
them  were  wholly  strangers  to  them,  though  they  came  from  the 
remotest  portion  of  this  great  nation  of  ours.  And,  by  all  means, 
let  us  have  a  directory. 

The  plan  for  a  separate  department  for  exhibits  at  Chicago  is  very 
good.  If  these  exhibits  are  scattered  around  with  no  definite  place 
they  will  be  lost  sight  of  among  the  myriads  of   interests  represented. 

About  a  year  ago  a  few  of  us  banded  together  to  form  a  debating 
club  and  to  get  a  chapter  of  some  fraternity.  At  about  the  same 
time  another  society  started  with  the  same  end  in  view.  After 
some  correspondence  with  fraternities  we  succeeded  in  getting  the 
chapter  of  A7' D,  and  our  rivals  were  forced  to  give  up  the  race. 
For,  although  there  was  clearly  room  for  one  new  fraternity,  all 
were  agreed  that  there  was  not  room  for  two.  At  first  we  numbered 
eleven,  but  at  our  initiation  we  had  increased  to  twelve.  We  were 
initiated  so  late  in  the  spring  that  we  could  not  get  things  ready 
so  that  we  could  go  to  work  to  good  advantage  this  term,  but  we 
have  now  got  well  under  way  and  feel  that  we  are  upon  our  feet. 
As  a  new  fraternity,  we  could  not  have  the  influence  upon  the  new 
candidates  that  we  hope  to  have  in  years  to  come  and  so  we  were 
forced  to  see  one  after  another  of  the  men  whom  we  had  deemed 
worthy  of  a  place  in  our  brotherhood,  taken  away  from  us  by  the 
older  fraternities.  We  did  not  wholly  despair,  however,  and  at  last 
succeeded  in  getting  five  new  members,  among  whom  are  men  of 
eminence  in  athletic  sports  and  scholarship,  and  none  of  whom  are 
of  a  character  to  lower  the  standing  of  our  chapter.  We  believe 
that  a  few  good  men  is  a  better  policy  than  greater  numbers  of 
inferior  quality  or  character.  Our  initiates  as  well  as  the  old 
brothers  are  wide  awake  enthusiastic  fellows,  full  of  interest  for 
our  chapter.  We  repeat  our  regrets  at  not  being  able  to  send  a 
delegate,  and  shall  try  to  do  all  else  we  can  to  build  our  chapter's 
foundation  wall.

Through  difficulties  and  hardship  is  the  way  to  brightest  success 
and  honor.  Michigan  Beta  Lambda  has  been  struggling  for  its  proper 
recognition  among  the  leading  fraternities  of  Ann  Arbor  ever  since 
she  was  established,  in  1888,  and  not  till  the  present  year  have  the 
efforts  of  her  members  been  rewarded  with  much  success.  With 
the  opening  of  this  college  year  however,  the  dark  clouds  began  to 
roll  away,  and  now  the  sunshine  of  prosperity  in  warming  us  up  to 
that  degree  which  is  most  conducive  to  fraternity  development. 
Our  strength  lies  not  in  numbers,  but  in  zeal  and  unity.  We  have 
only  nineteen  members  but,  they  are  all  active  and  pull  together 
with  one  purpose  in  view.

From  an  inside  point  of  view,  ATfl  in  Ann  Arbor,  is,  of  course, 
at  the  head  of  the  line  ;  a  finer  class  of  congenial  fellows  cannot 
be  found.  But,  from  an  exterior  point  of  view,  if  we  would  rival 
the  leading  fraternities,  then  we  must  live  in  our  own  chapter 
house.  But,  although  scheme  after  scheme  has  been  agitated,  and 
success  has  not  yet  crowned  our  efforts,  we  have  not  given  up  hope 
by  any  means.  One  thing  that  I  would  like  to  mention  here, 
though  perhaps  not  in  order,  is  the  Convention  of  Michigan  chap- 
ters for  it  has  been  a  source  of  great  benefit  to  Beta  Lambda.

AO  has  been  very  active  since  her  last  report.  Seeing  that  it 
was  necessary,  in  order  to  keep  abreast  of  the  times,  to  vacate  the 
rooms  which  she  occupied  in  College  Hall,  she  sought  a  place  larger 
and  more  suited  to  her  growing  needs,  and  now  occupies  rooms 
on  the  second  floor  of  a  large  business  block  on  the  principal  ave- 
nue of  the  village  of  Canton,  comprising  a  hall  20x75  feet,  which 
is  subdivided  into  three  rooms,  respectively,  twenty,  ten  and  forty- 
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five,  feet  in  length.  AO  has  neatly  furnished  these  rooms  ;  yet 
nothing  short  of  a  Chapter  House  will  satisfy  her  needs.  She  has 
during  the  last  year  seriously  contemplated  the  feasibility  of  erect- 
ing a  Chapter  House  ;  and  she  is  of  the  opinion  that  within  another 
year  she  will  consummate  such  arrangements.  Our  brothers  are  unan- 
imously in  favor  of  it;  the  only  question  which  confronts  us  is

NEW    YORK    BETA    THETA. 

Beta  Theta  chapter  sends  with  her  third  biennial  report  a  cor- 
dial greeting  to  every  brother  of  the  noble  brotherhood  to  which 
she  has  the  honor  to  belong,  and  the  generous  size  of  our  delegation 
here  to-day  is  ample  evidence  of  the  fact  that  every  member  of  the 
chapter  would  have  much  preferred  to  present  that  greeting  in  per- 
son and  to  have  reported  his  own  progress  in  love  and  loyalty  to 
the  dear  old  fraternity.  He  would  have  told  3^ou  that,  however 
little  progress  he  had  made  in  material  things  since  our  last  Con- 
gress he  is  clear  out  of  sight  now  of  where  he  stood  then  as  a  frater- 
nity man — that  every  success  the  fraternity  has  achieved  during  the 
last  two  years,  ever}^  advance  she  has  made  has  caused  him  to  con- 
gratulate himself  upon  his  own  good  judgement  in  joining  her. 
So  we  report  to  you  a  high  standard  of  fraternity  feeling  in  the  chap- 
ter.    Every  one  of  us  is  an  ATfL  clear  through,  and  proud  of  it. 

We  are  instructed  to  cast  our  vote  and  influence  in  favor  of  any 
measure  that  tends  toward  the  upbuilding  of  the  fraternit}'  and  her 
more  firm  establishment  in  every  desii-able  institution.  We  believe 
that  whenever  it  is  worth  while  to  extend  the  fraternity  at  all  it  is 
worth  while  to  establish  it  so  firmly  that  by  no  possible  chance 
can  it  ever  become  weak  or  extinct,  and  we  pledge  our  hearty  sup- 
port to  any  measure  that  will  give  to  her  a  more  real  and  material 
basis  and  in  that  degree  make  her  existence  and  position  dependent 
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less  upon  sentiment. 

During  the  last  two  years,  we  have  initiated  thirty-two  men,  ex- 
pelled one  and  twenty-one  have  gone  out  as  alumni  or  left  before 
their  course  was  completed.  Our  chapter  roll  now  contains  thirty- 
four  names,  and  we  expect  to  add  four  or  five  to  this  before  the 
year  ends. 

We  find  it  necessary  to  maintain  this  large  number  of  active 
members  because  the  expenses  of  running  a  large  house  are  heavy, 
and  because  our  importance  as  a  fraternity  among  the  students  to- 
day is  in  some  degree  proportionate  to  our  numbers. 

Within  the  last  two  years,  the  chapter  has  seen  both  serious  re- 
verses and  some  successes,  and  we  have  gained  confidence  from  the 
fact  that  one  crisis  that  threatened  to  put  an  end  to  us  altogether 
has  been  successfuly  passed.  That  one  experience  has  taught  us  a 
lesson  that  we  shall  be  several  years  in  forgetting.  As  a  result  of 
that  little  scare,  the  chapter  is  undoubtedly  now  in  a  more  substan- 
tially prosperous  condition  than  ever  before.  By  June  ist,  we  shall 
have  lifted  a  debt  of  $1,600, within  two  years.  We  have  become  the 
undoubted  leaders  in  university  politics.  Our  alumni  have  increased 
from  less  than  thirty  to  more  than  fifty.  Six  of  our  number  have 
taken  their  seats  among  the  faculty  and  we  are  proud  of  the  fact 
that  of  these  six  all  but  two  were  active  members  as  students,  and 
are  winning  their  way  from  the  first  rung  of  the  ladder.  In  what- 
ever department  of  university  life  honor  or  profit  is  to  be  gained 
BQ  is  heard  from,  whether  it  be  in  athletics  or  scholarship,  and 
this  present  condition  we  are  determined  shall  be  but  the  beginning 
of  our  prosperit}^,  as  it  is  but  the  beginning  of  our  existence  as  a 
chapter. 

But  all  this  progress  and  more  too  has  been  necessar}^,  if  we 
would  maintain  our  position  in  the  van,  where  new  fraternities  are 
continually  entering  the  field  and  where  the  rivalry  is  strong. 
There  are  now  twenty-eight  fraternities  represented  at  Cornell. 
Some  of  them  are  yet  weak  and  struggling  ;  others  have  erected 
fine  chapter  houses  during  the  first  year  of  their  existence  there, 
and  have  evidently  come  with  the  intention  of  disputing  honors 
with  the  foremost.  Since  our  Richmond  Congress,  six  new  chap- 
ter houses  have  made  their  appearance  and  ten  chapters  now  own 
the  houses  which  they  occupy.  The  rapid  growth  of  the  University 
has  brought  with  it  changes  in  the  conditions  of  fraternity  life. 
There  will  soon  be  but  two  classes, — the  sheep  and  the  goats  ;  and 
the  chapter  which  once  becomes  a  goat  will  find  it  as  difficult  to 
change  its  character  as  it  would  be  for  the  leopard  to  change  his 
spots.  Those  which  in  the  next  few  years  become  established  in 
chapter  houses  will,  without  a  doubt,  rem_ain  the  first  and,  in  fact, 
almost  the  onl}'    fraternities  worth    mentioning    in  the    institution. 
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Recognizing  this  to  be  the  case,  we  have  determined  that  ATD, 
shall  continue  to  be  represented  at  Cornell,  if  by  any  efforts  of  our 
own  we  can  bring  it  about.  As  a  first  step  toward  the  attainment 
of  this  end,  we  have  sent  out  the  circular  which  appeared  in  the 
Palm  of  a  recent  date.  The  chapter  is  ver}^  much  in  earnest  on 
this  subject  and  ere  many  years,  without  a  doubt,  the  new  house  will 
become  an  accomplished  fact. 

Among  the  fraternities  at  Cornell  we  acknowledge  no  superiors 
and  we  think  we  have  the  right  spirit.  We  are  determined  to 
place  BQ  in  the  front,  and  we  know  that  upon  our  efforts  for 
the  next  few  3^ears  depends  the  permanent  character  of  the  chapter. 
Now  is  the  transition  period  and,  before  the  5'ear  1,900, we  shall  be 
either  a  strong  and  vigorous  arm  of  the  mother  fraternity,  honoring 
her  and  honoring  ourselves,  bringing  her  strength  and  credit  year 
by  year,  or  extinct  altogether,  never  to  be  revived.  The  latter  calam- 
ity must  not  happen. 

We  rely  for  our  success  upon  the  enterprise  and  activity 
of  our  active  members,  the  loyality  of  our  alumni,  the 
encouragement  and  fostering  care  of  the  mother  fraternity  and,  most 
of  all,  upon  the  vigor  of  our  youth,  for,  as  has  been  said  of  the 
great  institution  from  which  our  chapter  draws  her  life,  "hers  is  the 
portion  of  youth — of  youth,  with  its  lofty  faith,  its  unquenchable 
hope,  its  superabounding  energy,  its  tingling  sense  of  activity, — of 
youth  that  counts  not  itself  to  have  attained,  that  lives  not  upon 
the  fading  record  of  the  past,  but  upon  the  promise  of  all  the  unre- 
vealed  and  splendid  future."

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  Congress  here  assembled  the  fol- 
lowing report  concerning  the  Ohio  Alpha  Nu  for  the  period  commenc- 
ing with  the  termination  of  the  last  Congress. 

During  the  past  year,  we  have  furnished  a  new  chapter  hall,  and 
have  a  comfortable  and  pleasant  suite  of  rooms  in  which  to  assemble. 
A  movement  is  on  foot  looking  to  the  erection  of  a  Chapter  House 
and  a  certain  sum  of  money  has  already  been  subscribed  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  preliminary  steps  taken  to  secure  a  site  for  the  building. 
The  fraternal  feeling  in  the  Chapter  is  strong  and  our  meetings  are 
always  well  attended.  It  is  our  endeavor  to  secure  the  best  men  in  the 
college,  and  we  look  to  this  rather  than  to  numbers. 

Since  the  last  Congress,  the  total  number  of  initiates  has  been 
twenty-nine  (29).  Amongst  this  number  were  Bishop  John  H.  Vin- 
cent of  the  M.  E.  Church;  Hon.  F.  M.  Atterholt,  of  Akron,  Ohio; 
T.R.Morgan,  Sr.  of  the  Morgan  Engineering  Works  of  Alliance,  Ohio; 
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and  S.  J.  Williams,  Treasurer  of  the  Solid   Steel  Works  of  Alliance, 
Ohio.      All  these  gentlemen  are  Trustees  of  the  Institution. 

In  regard  to  the  honors  obtained  at  College  by  members  of  the 
chapter:  In  the  class  of  1891  there  was  one  graduate  of  our  frater- 
nity, W.  S.  Robinson,  B.  S.  who  secured  the  following  honors:  (i) 
The  Vincent  Oratorical  Prize;  (2)  Senior  Captain  of  the  Cadet  Corps; 
(3)  Reported  to  the  Adjutant  General  U.  S.  Army  and  to  the  Adju- 
tant General  of  Ohio  as  standing  highest  in  military  science  during 
the  year. 

In  this  year  the  followmg  men,  not  graduating,  were  cadet  officers, 
W.  J.  Oby,  ist  lieutenant;  W.  M.  Webb,  ist  lieutenant;  W.  J. 
Monks,  2nd  lieutenant,  and  W.  M.  Ellett,  2nd  lieutenant. 

In  the  class  of  1892,  seven  members  of  the  fraternity  graduated, tak- 
ing various  degrees.  The  following  honors  were  secured:  E.  F.  El- 
dredge,  A.  B;  (i)  The  Vincent  Oratorical  Prize;  (2)  Cadet  Sergeant 
Major  and  class  Valedictorian;  W.  J.  Ob}^  A.  B.;  (i)  Gold  Medal  for 
best  Military  Essay;  (2)  graded  first  in  oratory  on  senior  addresses 
during  the  year;  (3)  Reported  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  U.  S. 
Arm}^  and  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State  as  standing  second  in 
Military  Science  during  the  year;   (4)  2nd  Cadet  Captain. 

The  following  were,  in  addition,  cadet  officers  and  non-commis- 
sioned officers:  W.  J.  Monks,  Ph.  B.  ist  lieutenant;  L.  B.  Mathias, 
ist  lieuteant  and  adjutant;  J.  B.  Bowman,  A.  B.,  2nd  lieutenant;  W. 
M.  Ellett,  2nd  lieutenant;  C.  A.  Betts,  ist  sergeant;  F.  L.  Oesch, 
sergeant,  and  J.  V.  Haskell,   sergeant. 

Of  the  present  class,  1893,  there  are  thirteen  AJll's.  Of  these, 
Brother  Newkirk  is  Editor  in  Chief  of  the  College  Dynamo,  Brother 
Mathias,  senior  Captain,  Brother  Betts,  second  Captain  and  Secretary 
of  the  Ohio  State  Association  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega;  Brother  Raley 
is  President  of  the  Oratorical  Association,  and  Brothers  Oesch  and 
Haskell,  lieutenants.  The  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of 
the  Athletic  Association  are  Alpha  Tau  Omegas. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  announce  the  loss  by  death  of  Brothers  Tol- 
lerton,  Douglass  and  Clement.  This  brief  report  will  show,  without 
other  words,  the  standing  of  the  Chapter  in  the  College  and,  neces- 
sarily, in  the  community.

OHIO     BETA    ETA. 

Since  the  last  Biennial  Congress,  Ohio  BTI  has  enjoyed  a  goodly 
measure  of  prosperity.  We  have  not  only  held  our  own  among  our 
sister  fraternities,  but  have  also  made  material  advancemont  in  several 
directions.      Being  next  to  the  youngest  fraternity  in  the    University, 
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it  is  only  natural  that  we  should  be  subject  to  some,  at  least,  of  the 
disadvantages  incident  to  the  founding  of  any  new  chapter  where 
other  fraternities  have  previously  existed.  But  our  chapter  has  been 
singularly  free  from  such  disadvantages.  At  the  beginning  she  took 
high  rank  among  the  other  fraternities  of  the  school,  and,  during  the 
last  biennium,  we  have  completely  overcome  any  prejudice  which 
may  have  existed  against  us  as  a  new  arrival. 

We  have  been  eminently  successful  in  securing  the  men  whom  we 
have  endeavored  to  secure.  We  do  not  boast  of  the  great  numbers 
that  we  have  initiated;  for  our  motto  has  ever  been,  "Quality  rather 
than  quantity."  Since  December,  1890,  we  have  initiated  ten  men, 
and  graduated  eleven.  We  now  have  twelve  active  members,  and 
four  good  men  pledged.  The  membership  of  the  various  fraternities 
in  the  school  ranges  from  six  to  fifteen.  We  are,  therefore,  well  to- 
wards the  top  in  point  of  numbers,  only  one,  $^©,  surpassing 
us. 

Four  of  our  alumni  are  in  Boston  Theological  school,  one  is  taking 
a  post-graduate  course  at  Harvard,  and  another  is  preparing  himself 
to  take  a  course  in  Johns  Hopkins  University.  This  year  we  have 
three  Seniors  and  five  Juniors.  Two  of  the  former  were  elected  to 
represent  their  literary  societies  in  the  local  oratorical  contest.  One 
of  our  Juniors  was  elected  editor-in-chief  of  the  Bijou,  which  is  being 
published  by  the  Junior  class.  One  of  our  Sophomores  is  treasurer  of 
the  Athletic  Association,  which  is  quite  an  important  office. 

We  have  a  good  and  commodious  rented  hall,  whose  furnishings 
equal  those  of  any  of  the  eight  fraternities.  No  fraternity  in  school 
owns    its   hall. 

The  financial  condition  of  our  chapter  is  good,  but  not  flattering. 
At  present,  we  are  out  of  debt.  Last  year,  the  various  organizations 
in  the  school  made  subscriptions  towards  the  erection  of  a  new 
chapel.  Our  chapter  had  the  honor  of  heading  the  list  of  the 
various  fraternities  in  amount  subscribed. 

We  have  discussed  at  length  the  chapter  house  question,  but  so  far 
we  have  reached  no  practical  solution  of  the  problem.  There  are  no 
chapter  houses  at  present  in  our  University,  and  the  faculty,  for  the 
most  part,  are  radically  opposed  to  the  chapter  houses.  So  long  as 
no  other  fraternity  has  a  chapter  house,  we  feel  perfectly  able  to  cope 
with  any  of  them.  So,  for  the  present,  at  least,  we  are  letting  the 
subject  rest.

Omega  was  the  last  and  seventh  fraternity  to  enter  our  Institution, 
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Ohio  Beta  Mu  was  founded  in  1888,  and,  ever  since  that  time,  has 
struggled  manfully  toward  the  goal  of  the  high  calling  of  fraternal 
life.  Though  often  hampered  by  apparently  unsurmountable  diffi- 
culties and  sometimes  slightly  discouraged,  she  has  by  this  time 
gained  a  standing  in  all  phases  of  college  life  at  our  institution,  of 
which  she  is  justly  proud. 

Since  our  last  Congress  we  have  initiated  and  affiliated  twenty-four 
members,  bringing  our  entire  enrollment  up  to  thirty-nine,  of  whom 
twenty-five  have  gone  out  of  Beta  Mu's  fostering  care,  and  fourteen 
now  still  gather  together  in  our  temple  of  friendship,  to  hold 
sweet  communion  with  one  another. 

We  have  our  headquarters  in  the  very  heart  and  center  of  our 
city,  a  hall  beautifully  located  on  the  public  square,  which  is  mod- 
erately well  furnished  ;  carpet  on  the  floors,  upholstered  chairs, 
lounge,  tables  and  piano  ;  and  the  wails  are  adorned  with  pictures 
and  paintings  of  various  descriptions. 

We  are  by  no  means  a  wealth}^  chapter,  3^et  we  have  made  all  the 
necessary  arrangements,  so  that,  when  we  close  our  present  collegiate 
year's  work,  we  hope  also  to  close  all  of  Ohio  Beta  Mu's    account. 

Ohio  Beta  Mu  would  be  conservative  in  chapter  extension, 
and  greatly  applauds  the  chapter  house  movement. 

She  sounds  her  bugle  for  World's  Fair  Exhibits,  and  pleads  for 
greater  promptness  in  the  issuing  of  the  Palm. 

In  the  class  of  92,  we  graduated  eleven  men,  all  of  whom  stood 
well  in  their  class.  In  the  class  of  93,  we  have  men  who  will,  by 
all  indications,  stand  at  the  head  of  their  class.

PENNSYLVANIA     TAU. 

Pennsylvania  Tau  Chapter  asks  your  indulgence  in  submitting  the 
following  report  : 

As  this  is  the  first  Congress  at  which  Penna.  Tau  has  been  repre- 
sented by  an  active  chapter  member  since  her  reorganization  in 
the  fall  of  '90,  an  abridged  history  of  her  new  birth  and  growth 
may  be  of  interest  to  our  Congress. 

At  the  opening  of  the  college  year  of  1890,  Bro.  A.  J.  Yost,  of 
Pa  Alpha  lota,  and  Bro.  R._R._  Ho^ue^  of_Georgia_Alpha  T]ieta,  both 
entered  the  U.  of  P/^n^  soonTcTiscovered  thei'r  brothership.  They 
met  daily  in  the  leqture-rooms,  and,  as  both  had  been  active  mem- 
bers at  their  former  colleges,  they  longed  for  their  past  companion- 
ship in  Alpha  Tau  Omega  and  soon  began  to  consider  the  founding 
of  a  chapter  at  the  university.  Their  task  was  an  unusually  hard  one 
for  several  reasons.  Both  were  Freshmen  and  had  a  limited  ac- 
quaintance and,  besides  this,  the  Univ.  of  Pa.  is  considered  one 
of  the  busiest  schools  in  the  country,  and  many  of  her  students  can- 
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not  see  that  they  can  give  their  time  to  fraternity  life.  But,  in  the 
face  of  these  disadvantages,  these  two  brothers  determined  to  have  a 
chapter  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  at  the  university  and  began  looking 
around  for  desirable  material.  You  all  know  of  their  success.  In 
Nov.  of  '90,  we  had  seven  members.  Our  first  year  was  a  rough  one. 
We  had  no  chapter  house,  and  were  working  at  a  decided  disad- 
vantage, which  the  other  fraternities  were  quick  to  take  advantage 
of.  But  untiring  efforts  on  the  part  of  our  charter  members  re- 
salted  in  the  bringing  together  of  a  good  set  of  fraternity  men — 
men  who  were  recognized  in  the  lecture  rooms  and  on  the  athletic 
field. 

In  October  of  '91,  we  moved  into  our  chapter  house  at  3305  Wal- 
nut St.,  and  our  success  was  assured  from  that  date.  During  our 
entire  first  year,  Bro.  York  was  the  pillar  of  strength  at  Penna. 
T,  and  held  the  office  of  W.  M.  until  last  spring,  when  Bro.  Jump 
was  elected  to  succeed  him. 

In  a  college  of  eighteen  hundred  students,  we  have  attained  a 
position  that  is  remarkable  as  well  as  enviable.  In  cur  two  years 
we  have  had  men  who  are  the  most  popular  in  the  whole  university. 

Bro.  Jump  was  guard  on  the  foot  ball  team  of  '91,  and  this  year 
coached  the  team  at  Gettysburg,  Pa.  Last  spring,  during  the 
base-ball  season,  our  men  held  the  positions  of  manager  and  assist- 
ant manager  of  the  ball  team,  while  Bro.  Bayne  was  captain  and 
pitcher  of  the  team  that  defeated  Harvard,  Yale  and  Princeton  all 
within  a  month,  Bayne  pitching  all  of  the  games. 

Bro.  Royer  was  leader  of  our  Glee  club,  Bro.  Casey  was  manager 
and  Bro.  Haskell  was  assistant  leader.  Bro.  Cooper  was  on  last 
year's  crew. 

With  such  men  In  our  ranks,  the  other  fraternities  soon  saw  that 
we  were  going  to  be  a  dangerous  rival  and  they  were  right,  for  now 
we  hold  a  foremost  position  in  one  of  the  largest,  oldest  and  grand- 
est universities  in  the  countr}'. 

Every  man  at  Penna.  Tau  appreciates  the  advantages  of  a  chap- 
ter house  as  a  factor  toward  promoting  the  true  fraternity  spirit. 
Our  present  house  Is  a  three  story  brown  stone  front  on  Walnut 
Street,  having  three  rooms  on  each  floor,  but  we  find  this  too  small 
and  have  another  house  in  view  now,  which  I  think  we  will  move 
Into  shortly  after  New  Years.  It  is  a  four  story  marble  front  house 
on   Chestnut  Street,  which  is  ^/le  street  of  Philadelphia. 

We  cannot  see  how  any  chapter  can  get  along  without  a  chapter 
house, for  our  experience  has  been  that  a  chapter  house  and  success 
are  inseperable. 

We  would  like  to  see  fraternity  headquarters  at  Chicago 
during  the  World's  Fair,  for  it  would  be  one  continual  congress, 
and  it  is  doubtful  if  such  a  cliance  as  this  will  ever  be  given  us 
again. 
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Penna.  Tau  sends  her  warmest  greetings  to  the  delegations  at 
Congress  and  wishes  them  all     a  happy  and  prosperous  New  Year.

As  far  as  honors  are  concerned,  Alpha  Iota  has  held  her  own. 
Brother  Bieber  was  the  first  honor  man  and  valedictorian  of  the 
class  of  '91,  Brother  Merkle  received  second  honor  of  the  class  of  '91 ; 
Brother  Sieger  secured  the  botany  prize  for  the  year  of  '91;  Brother 
Yetter  received  the  prize  for  oratory  in  the  contest  of  the  class  of 
'93;  Brother  Mosser  carried  awa}^  the  German  prize  for  the  year  of 
'91,  and  Brother  Heyl,  the  Botany  prize  of  the  year  '92.  In  college 
politics,  the  chapter  has  more  than  held  its  own,  gaining  the 
approbation  of  the  students  and  the  faculty. 

The  chapter  has  made  several  additions  to  the  furnishing  of  the 
hall,  having  placed  therein  a  parlor  suit,  piano  and  numerous  arti- 
cles of  decoration. 

A  chapter  house  fund  has  assumed  shape,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
by  the  time  we  need  a  chapter  house  we  will  be  able  to  own  a 
home  of  our  own. 

Since  the  chapter  has  been  founded,  in  1881,  we  have  initiated 
fifty  men,  three  of  whom  we  were  compelled  to  expel;  but  the  rest 
are  true  and  loyal  Alpha  Tau  Omegas,  devoted  to  the  fraternity  and 
her  interests  and  gradually  achieving  distinction  in  their  various 
walks  of  life. 

The  chapter  is  in  a  good  financial    condition     and     has  complied 

with  all  the  various  rules  and    enactments    of    the    fraternity.      The 

future  appears  bright  to  us,  and  we  hope    that    the  fraternity    as  a 

whole  has  prospered  as  has  Pa.  Alpha  Iota  Chapter.

PENNSYLVANIA    ALPHA    UPSILON. 

Pa.  A2"is,  on  the  whole,    in  a  flourishing    condition,  all   the  while 
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carrying  out  to  her  best  ability  the  principles  of  Alpha  Tauism. 

We   have  many    needs,  however,  of  which  we  shall  speak  in  turn. 

Since  the  last  '^Biennial  Congress"  of  Alpha  Tau  Omeg,a  A  T  has 
added  her  share  to  the  general  good  of  the  fraternity  at  large.  She 
takes  to  her  credit  the  founding  of  a  chapter  at  Haverford  College, 
where  Pa.,  her  representatives  initiated  the  founders  of  anew  chap, 
ter, — men  as    worthy  as  any  that  ever  wore  the  "Maltese    Cross." 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  Congress,  we  have  mustered  into  the 
noble  ranks  six  honest,  hearty  supporters  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  men 
stalwart  in  frame  and  heart  on  whom  the  future  of  Alpha  Tau  might 
well  be  builded,  as  pillars  stout  and  strong  that  can  stand  under  the 
beauty  and  grandeur  of  the  edifice  of  true  fraternal  principles,  as 
represented  by  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  and  add  only  to  the  sublimity  of 
the  structure. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  Congress,  Alpha  Upsilon  has  lost  by 
graduation  four  noble  fellows,  and  we  recall  with  pleasure  and  pride 
the  name  of  Bro.  Harry  H.Jones, our  delegate  to  Congress  two  5^ears  ago 
who  took  two  degrees,  at  the  same  time,  viz:  A.  B.  and  B.  S.,  an 
unprecedented  occurrence  at  this  old  seat  of  learning.  Two  of  these 
four  brother  are  yet  near  us,  being  students  at  the  Theological  'fl 
Seminar)'-,  and  often  gladden  our  hearts  with  their  presence  in  our  * 
temple  of  friendship. 

We  have  suffered  an  almost  irremediable  loss  in  numbers  in  the 
meantime,  by  three  of  our  brothers  leaving  college.  Their  unnatural 
taking  off  has  caused  us  much  regret,  but  we  often  call  them  to  mind, 
and  think  of  the  joy  and  gladness  they  shed  upon  Alpha  Upsilon 
while  among  us. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  Congress,  we  have  been  honored  by  visits 
from  brethren  of  various  institutions,  notably  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania aud  Muhlenberg  College,  as  well  as  of  our  own  alumni  The 
greatest  attention,  however,  that  has  ever  been  shown  Alpha  Upsilon 
was  in  the  visit  of  our  honored  "brother  and  father"  Otis  A.  Glaze- 
brook  last  June,  during  commencement  week.  All  those  who  were 
present  then  will  never  cease  to  remember  the  hours  of  unalloyed 
happiness  and  joy  that  marked  a  new  era  in  the  life  of  Alpha  Upsilon. 
Each  brother  left  the  banquet  hall  with  renewed  energy  and  deter- 
mination to  carry  out  the  principles  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  and  each 
felt  that  he  had  learned  what  he  never  knew  before. 

This  is  what  Alpha  Upsilon  has  done.  She  has  done  her  duty  as 
she  was  best  able,  and  hopes  that  in  doing  this  she  has  put  her 
shoulder  to  the  work  and  has  performed  her  mite  in  the  great  work 
Alpha  Tau  has  to  accomplish,  viz:  to  plant  her  standard  high  above 
the  college  fraternities  of  the  world.  The  highest,  the  most  distingu- 
ished, the  noblest  seat  belongs  to  Alpha  Tau. 

Penna.    Alpha  Upsilon  now  numbers  ten  men,    not  a   great    number 
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surely,  but  all  well  selected,  and  with  a  view  to  the  greatest  compat- 
ability.  We  hold  that  quality,  not  quantity,  should  characterize  the 
selections  of  all  chapters.  Man}^  men  at  Penn.  College  would  will- 
ingly, nay,  zealously  throw  themselves  at  the  feet  of  Alpha  Upsilon, 
and  worship  at  her  shrine,  but  we  are  exclusive,  very  exclusive.  We 
aim  at  enjoyment,  peace,  good-will,  good-fellowship  within  the  sacred 
precincts  of  brotherhood,  and  not  the  splendid  show  of  finery  and 
grand  array  without, and  within  disruption  and  discontent.  The  Palm 
of  August  mentions  some  of  the  more  important  questions  which  are 
to  be  discussed  at  Nashville,  and  at  the  same  time  invites  chapters  to 
express  their  sentiments  through  their  delegates. 

On  the  question  of  Provincial  Systems  aad  Visiting  Secretaries, 
Alpha  Upsilon  says,  she  is  anxious,  desirous  that  either  one  or  the 
other  may  be  adopted,  believing  that  it  is  a  crying  need.  It  is  a  con- 
trivance suited  to  bring  the  Chapters  closer  together,  and  promote  a 
healthy  growth  and  accumulation  of  strength,  for  each  chapter  will 
struggle  to  give  the  best  possible  account. 

On  Extension,  we  are  reticent,  but  believe  that  all  further  extension 
should  be  confined  to  the  larger    and  more  promising  institutions. 

As  to  the  Palm,  we  will  make  bold,  during  the  sessions  of  Congress, 
to  offer  a  scheme  of  our  own,  which  we  hope  may  in  some  way  be  of 
use  in  attaining  a  betterment  in  the  support  of  the  Palm,  and  work 
for  its  good  in  general. 

The  Chapter  favors  an  exhibit  at  the  World's  Fair,  and  will 
endeavor  to  do  her  part. 

Alpha  Upsilon  opposes  the  publication  of  a  Catalogue  or  Directory. 
We  think  the  cost  is  exorbitant  and  see  no  real  good  from  it, 
when  done.  The  fraternity  at  large  has  a  record  of  all  who  have 
become  Alpha  Taus,  and,  surely,  they  don't  have  any  need  of  it. 
Again,  the  catalogue  would  not  be  complete,  unless  edited  every 
year,  and  this  would  be  a  constant  and  enormous  drain  on  the  frater- 
nity and  the  chapters,  as  parts  of  it.  We  do  not  propose  to  dictate: 
we  only  wish  to  give  our  ideas  and  beliefs  for  what  they  are 
worth. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  say  that  Penn.  Alpha  Upsilon  has  some 
pressing  needs,  but  after  the  one  great  difficulty  of  a  chapter  house 
is  overcome,  all  troubles  will  vanish  like  the  mist  before  the  sun. 
During  the  sessions  of  Congress,  we  have  a  request  to  make,  and,  if 
we  shall  be  successful  in  obtaining  the  boon,  our  salvation  is  assured. 
Congress  can  do  much  towards  taking  from  our  neck  this  burden 
of  securing  a  chapter  house.  We  have  done  much  and  now,  with  a 
little  help,  such  as  others  have  obtained,  we  will  in  a  few  weeks 
occupy  a  cozy  little  house,  where  we  will  be  happy  to  entertain  any 
and  all  Alpha  Taus  that  happen  our  way,  in  a  manner  truly  befit- 
ting Alpha  Tau  Omega.

Alpha  Tau  Omega  held  with  high  honor  her  position  in 
the  Lehigh  fraternit}^  world;  but  there  was  a  lack  of  interest  and  work 
among  the  members  and,  when  the  majority  of  them  graduated  with 
the  classes  of  '89  and  '90,  the  chapter  was  left  almost  in  its  death 
throes  From  this  deplorable  condition  the  chapter  was  rescued  by 
Brothers  Glazebrook  and  Jandon,  who,  in  September,  '91,  were 
the  only  Alpha  Tau  OmegaTTeTtaFTTehigh.  They  were  strengthened 
by  the  affiliation  of  Brother  E.  B.  Clark,  of  South  Carolina  Alpha  Phi. 
Soon  the  signing  of  applications  by  Worthy  Grand  Chief  Shives  be- 
came a  more  frequent  occurrence  and,  on  April  ist,  1892,  almost  upon 
its  tenth  anniversar}^,  the  chapter  moved  into  a  house,  for  which  it 
pays  a  rent  of  $600  per  annum. 

Our  financial  condition  is  health3^  The  chapter  can  boast  of  but  a 
small  bank  account,  but  it  is  not  troubled  with   debt. 

At  Lehigh,  such  well  known  fraternities  are  represented  as, Chi  Phi, 
Delta  Phi,  Psi  Upsilon,  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  Phi  Delta  Theta,  Sigma 
Phi,  Delta  Tau  Delta,  Theta  Delta  Chi,  Sigma  Nu  and  Beta  Theta  Pi 
and,  when  it  is  considered  that  there  are  only  six  hundred  men  in  col- 
lege, it  is  easily  seen  that  the  rivalry  between  the  fraternities  is  vigor- 
ous. 

The  present  members  believe  that  the  chapter  is  again  restored  to 
its  former  strength,  and  will  earnestly  endeavor  in  the  future,  whether 
undergraduates  or  alumni,  to  make  it  one  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega's 
strongholds.

D.     C.     ALUMNI    ASSOCIATION. 

Dear  Palm: — 

In  the  absence  from  the  city  of  our  correspondent.  Brother  E. 
M.  Gadsden,  I  was  requested  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Alumni  As- 
sociation to  give  to  the  Fraternity  at  large  an  insight  into  our  fra- 
ternity life  here  through  the  medium  of  our  official  organ. 

Though  most  of  us  have  been  out  of  college  for  a  long  time  we 
have  not  lost  interest  in  the  fraternity,  and,  while  we  are  requient 
to    many    duties    which    we    owe    to    our   fraternity,  we  are  doing 
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some  things  which  we  think  are  of  value  to  ourselves  and  the    fra- 
ternity at  large. 

In  October  last,  the  chapter  had  a  dinner  at  the  Corcoran  Hotel. 
Our  revered  founder,  Brother  Otis  A.  Glazebrook,  was  with  us  and 
constituted  us  an  advisory  body  and  discussed  with  us  many  ques- 
tios  of  great  importance  to  the  fraternity.  We  heartily  endorse 
his  plans  with  regard  to  our  fraternity  exhibit  at  Chicago.

Literary  society,  if  you  will  allow  us  to  anticipate.  Your  humble 
correspondent  served  in  debate  a  few  days  ago  at  the  public  cele- 
bration of  the  Graham  Lee  Literary  Society,  is  on  the  editorial  staff 
of  the  ''Southern  Collegian, "  and  is  treasurer  of  the  Inter-collegiate 
Oratorical  Association  of  Virginia,  having  also  served  as  represent- 
ative in  that  body  for  two  successive  years.

Robertson 
is  also  a  late  initiate  into  the  very  limited  membership  of  the  lit- 
erary club  of  the  O.  W.  L.  S.  and  he  and  Hampson  Gary,  represent 
us  in  the  "Thirteen  club."

He  is  instructor  in  Mathematics,  Organist  ot  the 
University  Chapel,  and  Director  of  the  Glee  Club.  His  various 
duties  consume  so  much  of  his  time  that  he  has  resigned  the  posi- 
tion of  Editor  in  Chief  of  ''College  Topics.''

We  hear  with  pleasure  of  the  strong  foothold  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
is  gaining  in  the  North  and  extend  hearty  congratulations  to  Cor- 
nell, Ann  Arbor,  Stevens,  Lehigh  and  University  of  Penn.  In  the 
language  of  Rip  Van  Winkle,  "Here's  your  good  health  and  may 
you  live  long  and  prosper."

Having  undertaken  the  task  of  writing  a  short  sketch  of  Alpha 
Tau  Chapter,  I  wrote  to  one  of  the  charter  members  a  letter  of 
inquiry  in  regard  to  the  founding  of  the  chapter,  and  such  other 
matters  of  interest  as  he  might  be  able  to  give  me.  So  full  of 
fire  and  characteristic  vigor  is  the  reply,  that  I  feel  I  can  do  no 
less  than  give  it  to  the  fraternity  just  as  I  received  it  from  his 
pen:

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:— In  reply  to  yours  of  recent  date,  I  ta^e 
the  first  opportunity  of  giving  you  a  brief  account  of  the  founding 
of  Tennessee  Alpha  Tau  Chapter  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega. 

I  entered  the  S.  W.  P.  U.  as  a  student  in  the  fall  of  1881; 
there  were  then  two  fraternities  in  the  institution,  Alpha  Gamma, 
Pi  Kappa  Alpha.  Soon  after  my  arrival  I  was  initiated  into  Alpha  and 
Gamma,  which  had  at  one  time  been  a  very  flourishing  organiza- 
tion, but  anti-fraternal  regulations  and  other  misfortunes  had  re- 
duced the  number  of  its  chapers  to  two,  the  one  at  Clarksville,  and 
one  in  Pennsylvania.  My  impression  is  that  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  also 
had  but  one  other  chapter,  which  was  located  at  the  University  of 
Virginia.  A  very  abl-ebodied  feud  between  the  two  fraternities, 
which  were  about  equal  in  members  and  strength,  had  sprung  up 
in  the  dim  past,  and  was  then  in  full  force  and  effect,  and  continued 
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with  unabated  vigor  so  long  as  I  was  connected  with  the  university. 
What  the  original  "casus  belli"  was  I  have  never  known,  never 
stopped  to  inquire,  and  would  probably  not  have  found-out  if  I  had. 
Though  there  were  in  1881  only  two  fraternities  in  the  field, 
neither  had  over  eight  or  ten  members,  and  both  were  extremely 
conservative.  In  the  spring  of  1882,  however,  the  Greek  spirit 
took  a  sudden  impetus;  efforts  were  made  by  various  fraternities  to 
absorb  Alpha  Gamma's  two  chapters.  My  recollection  is  that  we 
had  propositions  from  as  many  as  six  and,  after  considerable  delay, 
much  correspondence  with  our  sister  chapter  in  Pennsylvania, 
and  due  deliberation  over  all  invitations  received,  the  proposition 
of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  was  accepted  by  both  chapters.  Our  charter 
and  copy  of  the  work,  etc.,  was  received  a  few  days  before  com- 
mencement, and  too  late  for  even  perfect  organization  during  that 
collegiate  year.  No  one  came  to  put  us  through  the  mill,  and  the 
goat  was  hitched  up  by  the  men  who  rode  him.  T.  W.  Gregory 
was  elected  W.  M.,  the  organization,  so  far  as  possible,  was  per- 
fected in  "Stewart  Hall,"  and  a  few  days  after,  with  a  unanimous 
agreement  to  return  the  following  fall  and  go  to  work  in  earnest, 
we  separated.  Two  of  the  members  of  Alpha  Gamma  had  gone 
home  on  account  of  sickness  before  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  charter 
was  received,  and  so  only  six  men  were  present  at  the  organization 
of  Tenn.  Alpha  Tau  Chapter.  Those  six  men  were  R.  E.  McAlpine, 
of  Talledega,  Ala.,  G.  W.  Nash  and  John  Anthony,  of  Brownsville, 
Tenn.,  C.  W.  Trawick,  of  Crystal  Springs,  Miss.,  D.  C.  Kennedy, 
of  Cornersville,  Tenn.,  and  T.  W.  Gregory,  of  West  Point,  Miss. 
I  have  never  seen  but  two  of  these  congenial  spirits  since.  Poor 
Nash  died  some  two  years  later,  McAlpine  went  to  China  as  a  mis- 
sionary long  years  ago,  Kennedy  is  merchandising  at  Cornersville, 
Tenn.,  Anthony  is  I  think,  living  in  West  Tennessee.,  Trawick  is  pas- 
tor of  Canal  Street  Persbyterian  church  in  New  Orleans,  and  Greg- 
ory is  an  attorney  in  Austin,  Texas.  Only  the  two  last  mentioned 
returned  to  the  university  in  the  fall.  Meanwhile  Kappa  Sigma 
had  organized  a  chapter,  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon,  followed  suit  soon 
afterward,  and  an  era  of  great  activity  among    the  Greeks   ensued..

Alpha  Tau  Omega  initiated  James  Smiser,  of  Culleoka,  Tenn., 
Ernest  Elder,  of  Clarksville,  Tenn.,  Lee  Richardson,  of  Vicksburg, 
Miss.,  C.  W.  Fitts,  of  Clarksville,  Tenn.,  Patty,  of  Macon,  Miss., 
and  Maytubby,  of  Caddo  Station,  Ind.  Ter. 

The  collegiate  year  of  1882-3  was  remarkable  for  bitter  feeling 
and  partisan  strife;  the  faculty  was,  as  a  general  thing,  opposed 
to  the  fraternity  idea,  and  while  no  official  action  was  taken  to  pro- 
hibit the  movement,  it  was  looked  upon  with  distinct  disfavor. 
Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  immediately  after  its  organization,  combined 
with  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  in  the  fight  against  Alpha  Tau  Omega  as 
the  successor  of  Alpha  Gamma.  Kappa  Sigma  had  an  independent 
fight  of  its  own  on  hand  with  various  opposing  elements  in  the 
Washington  Irving  Literary  Society,  and  took  little  part  in  the 
war  between  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  and  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  on  one  side 
and  Alpha  Tau  Omega  on  the  other.  This  war  was  waged  in  the 
class  room,  on  the  athletic  field,  in  fact,  wherever  an  issue  could 
be  raised,  and  sometimes  resulted  in  black  and  sombre  mugs;  but 
the  floor  of  the  old  Stewart  Literary  Society  was  usually  the  field 
where  the  battle  was  pitched  and  the  contest  raged.  Looking 
back  over  a  cooling  period  of  more  than  ten  years,  with  no  bitter- 
ness toward  those  schoolboy  enemies,  several  of  whom  are  now  my 
warm  personal  friends,  I  can  truthfully  say  that  no  act  of  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  during  that  stormy  period  meets  with  my  disapproval. 
The  war  upon  us  was  unprovoked,  but  the  gage  of  battle  was 
promptly  accepted,  and  a  more  heroic  fight  against  overwhelming 
odds  was  never  fought  in  the  history  of  the  Greek  brotherhood. 
We  were  repeatedly  worsted,  though  sometimes  victorious,  in  elec- 
tions, but  in  the  contests  based  on  merit  our  flag  was  never  low- 
ered. Six  gold  medals  were  given  in  the  University  that  year,  of 
which  Alpha  Tau  Omega  captured  three,  which  were  all  she  con- 
tended for,  one  being  the  "First  Orator's  Medal,"  given  by  the 
University,  another  being  the  "Stewart  Society  Medal,''  and  the 
third  being  the  only  medal  given  in  athletic  sports.  Kappa  Sigma 
took  the  "Second  Orator's  Medal,"  and  the  one  given  by  the  Wash- 
ington Irving  Literary  Society,  in  which  Alpha  Tau  Omega  had  no

members.     Pi  Kappa  Alpha  took  the  medal   given  in    the  Biblical 
department,  and  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  came  out  minus. 

So  ended  the  first  year  of  Tenn.  Alpha  Tau,  and  my  connection 
with  the  chapter  and  University,  as  the  following  fall  saw  me  a 
student  at  the  University  of  Virginia  and  a  member  of  old  Va.  Delta. 
The  history  of  the  chapter  from  this  time  on  must  be  written  by 
other  hands  ;  it  is  a  history  not  unknown  to  me  and  has  many  bril- 
liant pages,  but  Tenn.  Alpha  Tau  can  alwaj^s  look  back  with  pride 
to  her  earliest  days  and  remember  with  maternal  love  the  men  who 
first  flung  her  crusader's  banner  to  the  breeze,  and  fought  all  comers 
beneath  its  historic  folds.  "Haec  olim  meminisse  juvabit. "

Such  was  the  infancy  of  the  Chapter,  and  in  the  years  that  have 
passed,  many  have  been  the  conflicts  in  which  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
has  figured,  after  bearing  off  the  trophies  of  honorable  warfare. 

The  years  immediately  following  these  recorded  by  Brother  Greg- 
ory were  not  marked  by  any  especial  incidents  of  interest,  but  the 
session  of  '88-g  was  one  so  stormy  and  rife  with  episode  that  it  is 
a  sweet  morsel  under  the  tongue  of  the  "oldest  inhabitant."  A 
series  of  troubles  at  length  caused  the  issue  to  be  drawn,  and  it  found 
on  the  one  side  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  Kappa  Alpha  and  Kappa  Epsi- 
lon, and  on  the  other  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  and  the  "Barbs,"  or,  to 
quote  from  one  of  our  familiar  college  songs,  "The  Barbarous  Jays.  " 

Never  in  the  annals  of  the  University  was  such  a  war  waged, 
but  at  Commencement,  when  the  smoke  of  battle  cleared  away. 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  was  seen  marching  off  with  more  scholastic  hon- 
ors than  have  ever  been  captured  by  any  one  fraternity  in  the  in- 
stitution. Brother  Johnson  had  gone  to  Nashville  and  returned 
with  the  "gold"  from  the  State  Oratorical  Contest,  and  then  at  the 
Inter-Society  Contest  he  was  declared  the  victor.  Brother  Orr  won 
the  three  gold  medals  which  are  given  for  proficiency  in  Greek, 
Bible  and  Chemistry.  At  this  Commencement,  Brother  Gregory 
was  the  Alumni  Orator,  and  he  also  acted  as  Master  of  Ceremonies 
at  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  banquet. 
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The  fall  of  i88g  found  all  the  fraternities  very  weak  in  numbers 
except  the  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon.  We  had  but  three  brothers  to 
return,  and,  as  there  was  lack  of  suitable  material,;;  with  sad  hearts 
these  brothers  disrobed  our  pretty  hall,  and  stored  the  furniture 
away,  prefering  to  permit  the  chapter  to  die  rather  than  to  initiate 
undesirable  men.  However,  before  the  year  had  passed,  three  new 
men  were  chosen,  who  proved  valiant  brothers. 

In  '90-91  we  came  to  the  front  by  adding  four  new  men  to  our 
ranks,  three  of  whom  are  now  active  members  of  the  chapter.  In 
this  term  we  also  returned  to  our  hall  and  added  to  its  beauty  by 
much  in  the  way  of  bric-a-brac  and  paraphernalia. 

To-day  Alpha  Tau  Chapter  is  composed  of  nine  active  men. 
She  is  at  peace  with  all  the  world,  and  owes  no  man  anything — 
not  even  the  Palm.  We  believe  that  there  are  other  excellent 
chapters  in  our  institution,  but  we  do  think  we  have,  in  point  of 
congeniality,  a  model  chapter.

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BROTHER  GREEN'S  TOAST  AT  NASHVILLE. 

We  are  glad  to  be'  able  to  present  herewith  Brother  James  B. 
Green's  witty  toast  on  "Alpha  Tau  Omega  Lawyers,"  which  was 
so  well  received  at  the  Congress  banquet  at  Nashville.  It  was  as 
follows: 

"Brothers  All. — I  have  met  with  some  surprises  in  my  career, 
and,  when  I  was  asked  by  your  committee  to  respond  to  the  toast 
to  the  legal  fraternity,  another  was  added  to  the  list. 

"When  I  began  practice,  my  first  jury  case  obliged  me  to  repre- 
sent a  plaintiff  who  claimed  damages  for  injuries  to  his  property, 
resulting  from  the  bursting  of  defendant's  dam.  While  we  were 
waiting  for  the  call  of  the  docket,  my  client  went  out  of  the  court 
house  frequently  "to  see  his  friends,"  and  when  I  placed  him  on 
the  stand  as  my  first  witness,  German  courage  dominated  his  astute 
mind.  With  all  the  importance  pertaining  to  a  young  practi- 
tioner, I  said,  "Mr.  Blank,  are  you  acquainted  with  the  defendant 
in  this  case?"  "Yes,"  he  replied,  "he  is  a  d — d  leather-headed 
Dutchman."  "What  is  that?"  said  the  judge,  and  I  replied  that 
Mr.  Blank  had  been  suddenly  taken  ill,  and  whispered  to  my 
brother  to  take  him  down  and  out.     This  was  a  surprise. 

"Shortly  afterward,  a  divorce  case  came  to  me.  The  bill  was 
very  strong  on  the  part  of  the  injured  wife — cruelt}^  non-support, 
infidelity,  etc.  I  got  an  order  for  alimony  pendente  lite  and  coun- 
sel tees.  Then  business  called  me  to  California,  and  I  asked  a 
friend  to  have  an  eye  on  the  suit.  In  a  year  I  returned  and  asked 
what  of  Ernsberger  vs.  Ernsberger.  "They  are  reconciled  and 
have  twins,"  was  the  reply.     This  was  another  surprise. 

"I  am  addicted  to  fishing,  not  only  in  the  troubled  waters  of  lit- 
igation, but  where  the  streams    purl  down  under  shady  arches    and 
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birds  sing  sweet  ditties,  and  once  I  was  in  a  camp  in  West  Virginia 
amid  such  scenes.  A  tall  mountaineer,  called  'Big  George,'  made 
himself  useful  to  the  party,  catching  bait,  etc.,  and  one  night,  be- 
fore we  turned  in,  he  remarked  in  his  peculiar  nasal  style,  "I  am 
going  to  take  Jimmie  up  to  Buck  Ford  in  the  morning  to  catch 
some  bass  at  four  o'clock. "  "I  am  with  you,"  said  I,  "have  the 
boat  and  bait  ready." 

"By  dint  of  poling  and  pulling,  of  both  of  which  he  was  master, 
we  reached  the  spot,  just  as  the  eye  of  day  was  opening,  and  got 
out  of  the  boat  to  wade  and  fish  at  the  head  of  a  brawling  cascade, 
or  'riddle,  as  it  is'  called  in  that  country,  he  taking  one  side  and 
I  the  other.  One  could  hear  nothing  but  the  noise  of  the  water, 
and  I  went  down  cautiously,  feeling  the  way  with  my  feet  among 
the  rocks  and  keeping  out  of  the  swiftest  current.  Presently  I  had 
a  rise,  as  I  supposed,  and  striking,  began  playing  the  best  fish  of 
the  season,  reeling  in  or  giving  him  line,  as  seemed  expedient. 
I  was  in  a  fisherman's  transport,  when,  above  the  noise  of  the 
stream  a  human  voice  reached  me,  shouting,  ''Hold  on,  Jimmie, 
you've  got  me."  My  hook  had  been  carried  around  against  my 
companion  and  fastened  in  his  trousers  close  enough  to  the  flesh 
to  be  uncomfortable,  and  he  was  coming  with  the  turns  of  the  reel 
for  all  he  was  worth.  This  was  a  surprise  and  a  disappointment. 
But  if  I  keep  on  telling  stories,  the  night  will  wane  before  I  get 
to  the  marrow  of  the  discussion. 

"Adopting  the  style  of  Lord  Coke,  I  ma}'  say:  Two  manner  of 
lawyers  there  be,  the  one  making  his  living  by  his  practice,  and  the 
other  by  his  practices.  The  one  turns  back  from  crooked  paths ;  the 
other  plunges  ino  them.  Conservation  of  the  good  in  legislation 
is  the  aim  of  the  first;  promoting  the  bad,  of  the  other.  Deceit, 
betrayal,  desertion  as  to  clients  are  unknown  to  the  first,  and,  for 
a  consideration,  not  shunned  by  the  latter.  Hamlet  said,  'The 
play's  the  thing;  he,  the  fee!'  Well  knowing  he  could  not  get 
service  on  the  defendant,  he  would  take  a  retainer  to  enjoin  the 
devil  from  carrying  on  business,  on  the  ground  of  irreparable  in- 
jury to  many  pious  and  worthy  people,  and    perhaps  he  might  find 
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a  judge  to  sign  the  order.  The  profession,  in  the  abstract,  is  sec- 
ond only  to  that  which  justifies  the  wa3'S  of  God  to  man,  justifying 
those  of  man  to  his  fellow;  but  what  sad  work  the  best  make  of 
it  in  the  concrete! 

"A  merry  night  is  what  we  want  now,  however.  It  is  true  'the 
times  are  out  of  joint,'  but,  thank  heaven,  we  are  not  obliged  'to 
set  them  right.'  We  may  long  for  the  day  when  the  Farmer's 
Alliance  will  consider  us  eligible;  when  the  laboring  man,  content 
with  his  twenty-five  dollars  a  day,  will  gather  his  rosy  family 
around  his  board  in  the  evening  and  be  served  by  an  electric  au- 
tomaton on  hand-painted  china;  when  the  walking  delegate  shall 
be  no  more,  and  the  advisory  board  be  made  to  cease  in  the  land; 
when,  in  gathering  his  semi-annual  coupon  crop,  the  bloated  cap- 
italist will  leave  something  for  the  gleaners,  or,  at  least,  lend  at 
two  per  cent.

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JAPAN  FROM  A  MISSIONARY  STANDPOINT. 

Brothers  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  are  you  astonished  to  find 
one  of  your  number  belonging  to  that  order  of  "cranks"  known  as 
missionaries?  Inasmuch  as  a  crank  turns  something,  and  as  it  is 
well-nigh  true  that  "cranks  turn  the  world,"  I  might  cheerfully 
accept  the  appellation.  But  then,  my  brothers,  if  you  will  study 
the  origin  and  ground  principles  of  our  order,  you  will  see  that  you 
should  all  be  missionaries,  actually  or  in  spirit.  But  I  don't  want 
to  preach  at  you — only  have  a  little  friendly 

COLLOQUY    ON    MISSIONS, 

and  give  you  some  of  our  experiences  there.  The  first  thing  which 
calls  for  attention  is  the  language.  Let  me  assure  you  that  it  fully 
occupies  our  time  too,  and  gives  plenty  of  opportunity  to  "whet 
our  mental  tusks."  Yet  it  is  nothing  like  those  regular  languages 
we  studied  at  college,  which  reward  patient  investigation  by  prov- 
ing to  be  according  to  rule.  Japanese  has  no  rules  much,  but  mean- 
ders along  with  childish  heedlessness.  When  the  college-bred 
man  chases  an  idiom  till  he  is  breathless  and  heated,  trying  to  find 
"the  reason  of  it,"  that  aforesaid  idiom  turns  upon  him  and  sweetly 
says  that  it  is  so  just  because  it  is  so!  Red  and  wrathy,  the  poor 
missionary  has  to  cool  down  and  remember  his  position,  although 
he  would  delight  to  make  a  meal  of  his  imperturbable  native  teach- 
er. The  language  seems  easy  to  new-comers;  and  tourists  are 
often  heard  exclaiming  how  easy  and  delightful  this  language  is 
But  the  laconic  remark  of  an  old  missionary  often  rings  in  my 
ears:  "My  brother,  you  are  not  to  expect  to  learn  this  language  in 
twenty  minutes. " 

It  is  a  good  thing,  however,  that  we  are  thus  compelled  to  stop 
and  learn  something   of  the    people    before    plunging    blindly  into 
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trying  to  teach  them.  It  keeps  us  from  many  a  mistake,  no  doubt. 
By  daily  use  of  eyes  and  ears,  we  learn  of  their  manner  of  life 
many  things  which  are  very  useful  to  illustrate  our  sermons  later 
on.  We  also  gain  some  insight  into  their  habits  of  thought  which 
enables  us  to  speak  more  directly  to  their  hearts  when  we  do  be- 
gin to  preach.  As  we  learn  more  words  we  launch  out  more  in 
conversation  with  visitors.  They  never  tire  of  asking  questions 
about  America,  for  they  think  it  must  be  a  Mohammedan  heaven. 
Nobody  could  possibly  be  poor  in  such  a  land  of  wealth,  they 
think,  and  if  all  are  rich,  all  of  course  must  be  supremely  happy. 
Sometimes  they  ask  very  queer  questions  about  our  country,  but 
as  a  rule  the  questions  are  quite  intelligent.  In  fact  the  Japanese 
are  much  better  informed  about  our  country  than  we  are  about 
theirs.  Some  most  absurd  questions  have  been  asked  me  by  my 
fellow-countrymen  since  my  return.  In  California,  a  business  man 
asked  me  if  the  seasons  of  the  year  were  the  same  in  Japan  as  in 
America  "Yes,"  said  I,  "seeing  it  is  in  the  Northern  Hemisphere. " 
"Oh,"  he  replied,  "I  didn't  know  it  was!"  Such  stupid  ignorance 
of  geography  is  beyond  condemnation. 

As  our  tongues  get  more  and  more  free  in  conversation,  we  learn 
to  turn  the  subject  into  religious  channels.  These  private  conver- 
sations, I  think,  do  more  good  than  public  preaching  to  multitudes; 
and  yet  we  must  also  preach.  This  is  the  public  announcement  of 
the  gospel,  the  proclamation  of  its  existence  to  the  multitudes 
passing  the  doors  of  our  street  chapels.  Thus  their  attention  is 
attracted,  their  interest  aroused,  and  they  begin  to  think,  to  read 
the  tracts  and  finally  to  come  to  the  Christian  services  at  the 
churches.  Then  the  native  preachers  and  private  Christians  take 
hold  and  help  to  talk  in  private  to  all  who  can  be  reached.  Thus 
they  come  within  the  circle  of  our  influence,  visit  at  our  homes  and 
invite  us  to  visit  them. 

But  it  is  a  long  road  any  Japanese  has  to  travel  to  come  out  of 
the  Egyptian  darkness  of  idolatry  into  the  full  light  and  liberty  of 
the  gospel.  There  are  so  many  things  he  must  unlearn,  and  so 
much  prejudice  he  must  throw  away  before  he  can    learn  the  truth 
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or  form  a  correct  moral  judgment.  The  very  concepts,  God, 
heaven,  home,  mother,  salvation,  holiness,  purity,  integrity,  are 
"not  in  all  his  thoughts."  The  words  by  which  we  try  to  trans- 
late these  ideas  have  no  sacred  sound,  no  blessed  aroma,  as  they 
have  to  us.  Blessed  are  you,  my  brothers,  who  have  godly  parents 
and  a  Christian  home  in  this  land  of  the  Bible  and  the  Sabbath 
day.  Count  yourselves  happy  and  prize  these  things  above  all 
earthly  gifts. 

After  a  Japanese  has  learned  the  truth,  he  must  be  incited  to 
obey  it,  and  then  exhorted  to  stand  firm  in  the  face  of  trials  and 
temptations  many  and  mighty.  Looking  back  at  this  happy  land 
of  America  from  the  standpoint  of  Japan,  there  is  absolutely  no 
trial  to  a  young  man  here  in  declaring  for  Christ.  Everything  is 
in  his  favor.  And  as  for  temptations,  those  here  are  not  worthy 
to  be  compared  with  what  the  young  man  in  Japan  'must  resist. 
How  Sir  Edwin  Arnold  could  write  as  he  did  of  Japan,  I  cannot 
understand.  It  is  all  very  well  for  him  to  laud  the  beauty  of  the 
landscape,  the  charming  manners  of  the  people,  and  the  beauty  of 
the  women — though  even  in  these  things  there  is  room  for  some 
difference  of  opinion — but  when  he  goes  on  to  speak  in  praise  of 
the  moral  purity  of  the  people,  I  catch  my  breath.  Either  the  man 
has  no  eyes  to  see  facts,  or  he  deliberately  shuts  his  eyes  and  then 
makes  statements  which  prove  him  to  be  a — well,  poet. 

But  I  must  not  tire  you  with  my  "naga  dangi"  (long  talk)  about 
Japan.  Suffice  it  to  say,  it  is  a  beautiful  land,  except  in  men's 
hearts  and  lives,  and,  by  the  power  of  God,  many  even  of  these 
are  now  being  beautified  and  made  meet  for  the  Master's  use.

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"College  marks,  college  honors,  college  courses,  college  degrees 
— all  these  things  belong,  with  the  college  cap  and  gown  and 
wreath  of  laurel  berries,  to  the  babyhood  of  culture.  They  are 
part  of  our  inheritance  from  the  past,  from  the  time  scholarship 
was  not  manhood,  when  the  life  of  the  student  had  no  relation  to 
the  life  of  the  world."  These  words  of  President  David  Starr 
Jordan,  of  Leland  Stanford,  Jr.,  University,  are  noteworthy  and 
true.  The  cap  and  gown  is  a  survival  of  the  time  when  ecclesiastics 
were  the  only  scholars.  We  believe  that  the  wearing  of  such  dis- 
tinctive dress  is  ill-advised.  The  custom  is  certainly  un-American, 
and  its  introduction  was  strongly  opposed  at  Chicago  University. 
The  man  who  needs  to  be  tagged  "gentleman"  or  "scholar"  is 
neither.  Some  colleges  persist  in  maintaining  customs  which  might 
better  be  consigned  to  the  perparatory  schools. 

******** 

Princeton  is  the  only  college  of  much  importance  opposed  to  col- 
lege fraternities,  certain  pledges  being  required  from  students 
some  of  which  are  generally  regarded  as  merely  formal,  and  dis- 
regarded by  the  pledgors  on  the  ground  that  they  are  obtained  un- 
der duress. 

The  University    of    Chicago    may    be    classed    as    non-fraternity 
rather  than  anti-fraternity.      An  interesting  comment  was  made  on 
President  Harper's  remarks  on    the  fraternity   system  by  Dr.  Mac 
Cracken,  of    the    New    York    University,     at    the    annnual    college 
dinner: 

"The  president  of  Chicago  University  took  occasion  in  a  recent 
address,  which  has  been  published,  to  state  his  objections  to  the 
existence  of  Greek    college  societies  in    the  university  at  Chicago.

Not  long  ago  the  ex-president  of  Cornell,  Andrew  D.  White,  in 
an  extended  article,  stated  at  length  all  the  objections  advanced 
against  these  bodies  and  the  arguments  in  their  favor.  He  more 
than  anticipated  the  objections  of  President  Harper.  For  myself, 
I  am  unwilling  to  say  whether  Greek  letter  fraternities  will  be 
good  for  Chicago  or  whether  they  have  been  good  for  Yale  or  Har- 
vard, but  now  that  I  have  for  nearly  nine  years  observed  their 
working  in  New  York  University,  I  record  my  vote  in  their  favor 
as  good  for  us  here.  The  objections  which  President  Harper  names 
have  not  proved  serious  in  our  experience.  His  objections  are 
three  in  number:  secrecy,  rigid  exclusiveness  and  non-democratic 
spirit.  I  may  say,  however,  that  after  urging  these  objections 
President  Harper  closes  by  announcing  that  fraternities  will  bead 
mitted  to  the  University  of  Chicago  under  certain  regulations. 

"The  secrecy  of  the  sensible  fraternity  is  to  my  mind  little  more 
than  the  secrecy  which  the  family  enjoins  upon  what  is  said  at  the 
family  table  or  the  family  fireside.  Fraternities  do  involve  rigid 
exclusiveness,  but  this  is  incidental  to  strict  classifications  always. 
Every  species  must  rigidly  exclude  every  other  species.  I  don't 
see,  however,  that  anybody  is  rigidly  excluded  by  fraternities  as 
a  whole  Any  student  is  at  liberty  to  form  a  fraternity  of  his  own, 
if  he  chooses.  I  hear  that  a  new  chapter  has  been  founded  in  our 
own  college  very  recently. 

"I  hardly  know  what  Dr.  Harper  means  by  the  non-democracy 
of  fraternities,  but  perhaps  he  refers  to  these  societies  choosing 
members  often  on  the  ground  of  accidental  characteristics  of  stu- 
dents. But  democracy  does  not  mean  dead  level,  but  only  equal 
rights  of  citizens  in  the  state.  Men  always  will  divide  themselves 
socially  upon  some  point  which  they  emphasize. 

"There  is  real  force  in  such  arguments  as  President  White  urges, 
that  the  ambition  of  students  to  maintain  the  reputation  of  their 
fraternity  makes  them  watchful  as  to  their  behavior;  that  this  also 
leads  older  members  to  look  after  the  wayward ;  that  older  and  5'ounger 
students,  and  also  graduate  members  and  students  are  brought  into 
contact  like  the  fellows  and  students  of  English    universities;  that 
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the  proprietorship  of  chapter  houses  cultivates  a  sense  of  business 
responsibility  and  habits  of  care  and  neatness;  that  their  conven- 
tions help  to  bind  together  the  widely  separated  universities  and 
colleges  through  the  country;  that  mutual  courtesies  between  fra- 
ternities broaden  the  lives  of  the  students. 

"But  I  join  both  the  eminent  college  presidents  whom  I  have 
named  in  believing  that  the  university  should  have  a  friendly 
understanding  with  the  fraternities  through  their  representatives, 
and  especially  through  their  graduate  members.  No  university 
should  relinquish  its  rights  to  forbid  its  under-graduate  students 
maintaining  connection  with  a  vicious  and  corrupting  organization. 
In  m}^  work  in  New  York  for  nine  years.,  in  all  the  serious  cases  of 
disciplining  with  which  I  have  had  to  do,  I  have  found  that  the 
student  was  vicious  in  spite  of  friendly  efforts  on  behalf  of  his 
fraternity,  when  it  so  chanced  that  he  was  a  member  of  one." 


Considerable  excitement  has  been  caused  in  Greek-letter  frater- 
nit}^  circles,  and  among  college  men  generally,  by  the  report  of  a 
case  of  hazing  at  the  Ohio  Wesleyan  University,  located  at  Dela- 
ware, Ohio,  which  seems  to  be  almost  unparalleled  in  the  thought- 
lessness exhibited  on  the  part  of  those  participating.  The  most 
sensational  reports  of  the  affair  appeared  in  the  newspapers  and 
it  must  be  confessed  that  it  was  an  unusually  good  opportunity  for 
the  sensational  reporter  to  display  his  talents.  The  following  is 
a  moderate  report  of  the  affair,  clipped  from  the  Chicago  Herald 
of  recent  date: 


CRUEL  FREAK  OF  COLLEGE  STUDENT  SENDS  IN  PERMANENT  DISFIGUREMENT. 

"Delaware,  Ohio,  April  20. — A  sensational  prank  of  college  stu- 
dents was  played  last  night  by  the  sophomore  fraternity  of  the 
Delta  Omikron  Alphas  upon  the  Sigma  Zeta  Nus,  a  Greek  letter 
fraternity  of  the  junior  class.  The  latter  is  composed  of  O.  C. 
Harn,  of  Springfield.  Bert  Rogers,  of  Coshocton,  Albert  Austin, 
of  Chattanooga,  and  W.  Bert  Brown,  of  this  city.  They  were 
in    the    act  of    initiating    Percy  Wilson,   of    Chattanooga,    Tenn., 
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in  the  secrets  of  their  order,  and  were  going  through  the 
ceremonies  in  the  Chi  Phi  hall,  when  a  delegation  of  the  D.  O.  A., 
twelve  in  number,  broke  into  the  hall,  overpowered  the  Sigma 
Nus,  bound  them  hand  and  foot  and  proceeded  to  brand  them 
on  their  faces.  The  branding  iron  was  a  stick  of  lunar  caus- 
tic, or  nitrate  of  silver.  The  letters  D.  O.  A  were  made  on  each 
cheek  and  chin  respectively  and  marks  imitating  horns  were  made 
on  the  forehead.  Mr.  Wilson,  the  new  initiate,  was  given  a  light 
dose,  only  one  cheek  being  marked.  The  branded  persons  made 
themselves  scarce  at  recitations  this  morning  but  were  required  to 
visit  physicians.  All  the  men  were  good  looking  and  stand  high 
in  society,  but  the  black  tattooing  of  the  D.  O.  A.  makes  them 
look  like  Fijis  ready  for  battle.  The  five  students  branded  have 
suffered  internal  pain  and  have  bled  freely  from  the  wounds.  Phy- 
sicians say  they  are  all  branded  for  life.  This  evening  the  victims 
swore  out  warrents  for  the  offenders.  The  penalty  in  this  state  is 
from  one  to  twenty  years.  The  best  attorneys  in  the  city  have 
been  retained  by  both  sides." 

Having  some  knowledge  of  the  improbability  of  such  an  affair 
being  fairly  reported  in  the  press,  we  took  occasion  to  investigate 
and  are  indebted  to  Brother  Manchester,  of  Oho  Beta  Eta,  for  the 
following  report  on  the  hazing  by  the  faculty  of  the  University: 

STATEMENT   BY   THE    FACULTY. 

On  Thursday  evening,  April  20th,  the  President  of  the  Ohio  Wes- 
leyan  University  was  informed  that  several  Sophomores  had  been 
guilty  of  hazing  certain  Juniors  on  the  preceding  night.  He  im- 
mediately called  upon  one  of  the  students  reported  most  severely 
injured,  but  the  young  man  was  not  at  home.  At  a  reception 
given  by  the  Junior  class  to  the  Senior  class  that  evening  at  Mon- 
nett  Hall  all  the  injured  Juniors  were  present;  and  the  President 
succeeded  in  learning  some  facts  from  them  in  regard  to  the  affair. 
On  Friday  morning  the  guilty  parties  were  summoned  and  their 
statements  were  compared  with  the  fuller  statements  made  on  Fri- 
day by  the  injured  students.  The  Faculty  met  on  Friday  at  5  p. 
m.  and  both  the  injured  and  the  hazers  were  called  in  separately. 
They  agreed  substantially  upon  the  following  statement  of  the 
case: 

"Five  members  of  the  Junior  class  recently  elected  a  classmate 
to  membership  in  an  irregular  fraternity  which  the  boys  had  formed 
among  themselves.  These  five  members  met  at  one  of  the  frater- 
nity halls  on  Wednesday  evening,  April  19,  for  the  purpose  of 
initiating  the  recently  elected  candidate.  A  Sophomore  from  the 
outside  saw  that  some  meeting  was  taking  place  among  the  Juniors. 
He  mentioned  the  fact  to  another  Sophomore;  and  the  news  spread 
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until  six  Sophomores,  two  under  classmen,  and  one  young  man  not 
a  member  of  the  university  met  and  planned  to  visit  the  hall  and 
interfere  with  the  initiation.  In  the  meantime  the  Juniors  had  sent 
one  of  their  number  to  his  room  for  a  copy  of  a  ritual  which  this 
member  had  prepared  for  the  fraternity.  The  Sophomores  saw  him 
leave  the  hall;  and  when  he  was  out  on  the  street,  they  sprang 
out  of  a  doorway,  caught  him  by  the  arms,  hurried  him  to  a  barn 
near  by,  tied  his  hands  together,  then  tied  his  feet  together,  and 
then  tied  him  into  a  chair  which  they  found  in  the  barn  and  left 
him  sitting  there.  This  student  testified  that  he  was  not  put  into 
a  stall  with  a  cow,  was  not  injured,  but  was  naturally  frightened 
by  his  sudden  capture.  As  the  Sophomores  stepped  out  of  the 
barn  the  captured  student  heard  one  of  them  say,  "I  will  stop  and 
keep  guard."  He  says  that  he  therefore  remained  sitting  in  the 
chair  for  perhaps  twenty  or  thirty  minutes.  Hearing  no  noise  out- 
side the  barn  he  concluded  that  the  student  had  made  the  remark 
to  frighten  him  and  had  then  gone  on  with  the  others.  So  he  un- 
tied himself  in  a  few  minutes,  walked  out  of  the  barn  and  went 
home.  The  hazers  testified  that  before  returning  to  their  rooms 
they  went  back  to  the  barn  expecting  the  student  had  escaped;  but 
with  the  intention  of  releasing  him  in  case  he  had  not  already  un- 
tied himself. 

"The  boys  at  the  fraternity  hall  did  not  escape  so  well.  The 
injured  boys  testified  that  there  were  two  doors  between  them- 
selves and  the  street,  one  of  which  was  open.  They  intended  to 
shut  the  other  door,  and  think  it  was  shut,  but  are  sure  that  it 
was  not  locked.  The  hazers  testified  that  the  street  door  was  ajar 
and  that  the  door  into  the  room  where  the  Juniors  were  sitting  was 
open.  The  nine  hazers,  therefore,  ran  into  the  room  and  soon 
overpowered  the  Juniors.  One  Junior  resisted;  but  after  a  strug- 
gle he  was  overcome  by  superior  force  and  the  other  Juniors  sub- 
mited  to  be  bound  without  a  struggle.  The  Sophomores  had  made 
no  plans  as  to  what  they  would  do  after  capturing  the  boys.  They 
soon  decided  that  they  would  initiate  all  the  Juniors  into  a  similar 
organiaztion  existing  among  themselves.  They  sent  one  of  their 
members  for  some  nitrate  of  silver.  He  went  to  a  physician  and 
procured  the  chemical.  The  Sophomores  then  carried  the  Juniors 
one  by  one  into  an  inner  hall  and  struck  the  body  of  each  candidate 
with  a  shovel  which  had  been  heated  and  blackened  in  a  fire.  In 
two  cases  they  burned  the  students  whom  thy  struck  quite  severely. 
They  then  marked  the  face  of  each  Junior  with  the  nitrate  of  sliver. 
The  Sophomores  testified  that  they  thought  the  nitrate  of  silver 
would  blacken  the  boys'  faces  for  two  or  three  days,  but  did  not 
dream  that  it  would  permanently  disfigure  the  faces.  The  injured 
boys  testified  that  there  had  been  no  quarrel ;  that  they  did  not 
think  the  Sophomores  were  moved  by  anger  or  revenge.    The  Junior 
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who  was  injured  most  severely  by  the  nitrate  of  silver  testified  that 
he  did  not  know  that  he  had  an  enemy  among  the  hazers.  The 
Faculty  began  the  investigation  believing  that  the  hazers  mali- 
ciously and  intentionally  tried  to  injure  their  fellow  students.  The 
testimony  on  both  sides,  however,  led  the  Faculty  to  dismiss  the 
charge  of  malicious  purpose.  The  marks  upon  the  faces  have  almost 
disappeared  and  the  faces  now  look  as  if  the  marks  would  disap- 
pear entirely.  The  statement  that  the  Juniors  were  knocked  down, 
that  after  they  were  bound  they  were  whipped  with  ropes,  were 
gagged,  and  were  left  bound  by  their  fellow  students  were  all  de- 
nied by  both  parties.  In  fact  both  parties  testified  that  they  parted 
on  friendly  terms.  It  was  not  until  the  next  day,  when  the  Juniors 
saw  that  the  joke  had  been  carried  too  far  and  feared  that  their 
faces  had  been  disfigured,  that  they  decided  to  bring  suit  for  dam- 
ages. 

"The  Faculty  concluded,  however,  that  the  thoughtlessness  which 
led  students  to  mark  the  faces  of  their  fellows  with  a  chemical 
which  might  have  permanently  disfigured  them  was  brutal.  They 
also  held  that  hazing,  i.  e. ,  overpowering  students  by  superior 
force  for  the  purpose  of  frightening  or  tormenting  them,  in  itself 
is  cowardly  and  wicked.  This  was  the  first  case  of  hazing  which 
had  come  to  their  knowledge  in  the  history  of  the  University.  They 
determined  that  it  should  be  the  last  so  far  as  their  influence  could 
check  the  evil.  The  members  of  the  Faculty,  therefore,  voted 
unanimously  to  dismiss  the  hazers  from  the  Ohio  Wesleyan  Uni- 
versity. 

"The  report  that  the  young  ladies  have  engaged  in  hazing  is  not 
true.  There  has  never  been  a  single  case  of  hazing  among  the 
girls  of  the  college.  One  evening  some  girls  foolishl}',  but  in  sport, 
marked  themslves  and  three  or  four  of  their  schoolmates  with  burnt 
cork  and  chalk.  One  of  the  girls  had  a  two  per  cent,  solution  of 
nitrate  of  silver  which  had  been  procured  at  a  drug  store.  She 
tested  it  on  her  own  arm  and  found  that  it  left  a  slight  stain,  but  was 
perfectly  harmless.  Four  of  the  girls  were  slightly  marked  in  the 
plams  of  their  hands  and  on  their  wrists  with  this  solution.  This, 
however,  was  not  done  against  the  will  of  any  one.  Two  of  the 
girls  washed  off  the  solution  that  night,  and  it  did  not  leave  the 
slightest  mark.  The  other  two  left  the  solution  on  over  night  and 
were  unable  to  wash  it  off  the  next  morning  before  breakfast.  On 
their  way  to  the  college  grounds  to  recite  they  stopped  at  a  drug 
store  and  asked  the  druggist  to  remove  the  nitrate,  which  he  did 
without  any  pain  and  without  leaving  any  mark.  No  young  woman 
at  the  college  has  ever  received  any  bodily  injury  from  another  stu- 
dent; nor  has  any  young  woman  in  connection  with  this  matter 
been  guilt}^  of  conduct  toward  another  student  which  the  parents  of 
either  party  would  disapprove.

This  fair  statement  of  the  case  by  the  Faculty  is  approved  by 
more  than  a  dozen  representative  citizens  of  Delaware,  and  is, 
doubtless,  full  and  accurate. 
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It  was  the  wise  saying  of  Sir  Edmund  Burke,  that  laws  which 
do  not  express  the  will  of  the  people  are  not  binding.  The  statute 
books  of  every  state  are  encumbered  with  laws  which  are  dead  let- 
ters; there  are  ordinances  unrepealed  in  every  city  which  are 
never  enforced.  This  is,  in  its  truest  sense,  a  government  of  the 
people.  It  is  idle  to  pass  a  law  contrary  to  the  popular  will  ;  it 
will  not  be  obeyed.  So,  in  the  narrower  sphere  of  our  fraternity 
life,  there  are  rules  and  enactments  to  which  neither  chapters  nor 
officers  conform.  This  is  lamentable,  but  it  is  simply  the  result 
of  the  principle,  which  is  of  supreme  force,  that  reform  must  come 
from  within.  It  is  a  waste  of  time  to  pass  a  rule  requiring  every 
member  of  the  fraternity  to  subscribe  for  the  Palm.  If  the  Palm  is 
not  worthy  of  support,  if  there  is  no  enthusiasm  in  and  for  the 
fraternity,  penal  legislation  will  not  bring  it  support.  These  are 
the  two  things  which  are  essential  to  the  prosperity  of  our  frater- 
nity journal,  viz.:  Improvement  of  the  Palm  itself,  and  the  culti- 
vation of  an  enthusiastic  esprit  de  corps.  It  is  a  work  which  de- 
mands the  cooperation  of  all.  A  man  who  isn't  interested  in  his 
fraternity,  who  isn't  willing  to  work  for  it,  has  no  right  to  belong 

to  it.     Such  an  offense  ought  to  be  a  ground  for  expulsion.

We  have  received  complimentary  words  from  many  sources  in 
regard  to  the  appearance  and  makeup  of  the  Congress  Palm,  and 
are  grateful  for  such  generous  appreciation  of  our  humble  efforts. 
We  are  far  from  satisfied  ourselves.  There  is  a  chance  for  im- 
provement in  every  direction,  and  we  must  again  insist  on  the 
the  absolute  necessity  of  a  more  enthusiastic  cooperation  on  the 
part  of  chapters  and  alumni.  We  desire  to  make  the  Palm  ade- 
quately representative  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity,  not  too 
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deeply  impressed  with  an  individuality.  Will  you  lend  a  hand? 
Make  it  a  matter  of  course  to  do  everything  you  can  to  help  along. 
Make  suggestions  before  you  forget  them;  give  us  personals,  let- 
ters, general  articles,  verses,  whatever  and  whenever  you  can.  We 
want  the  best  that  is  in  you  for  the  good  of  Alpha  Tau.  The  work 
will  do  you  good,  and  it  will  do  your  fraternity  good.  If  you  are 
unable  to  do  anything  else,  give  financial  support,  for  that  is 
always  welcome  and  efficient.  By  all  means,  let  every  one  do 
something. 

The  matter  of  making  a  fraternities,  exhibit  at  the  Columbian 
Exposition  was  beset  with  discouraging  difficulties  from  the  first. 
Fraternity  enmities  and  jealousies  soon  reduced  the  number  of  par- 
ticipants considerably,  until  toward  the  last  there  were  scarcely  more 
than  a  half  dozen  fraternities  represented  at  committee  meetings. 
Narrowmindedness  on  the  part  of  individuals  perplexed  those  hav- 
ing the  project  at  heart,  and  caused  the  loss  of  much  valuable 
time.  It  did  seem,  however,  that  the  Spartan  band,  to  which  the 
committee  was  finally  reduced,  would  carry  the  exhibit  through  suc- 
cessfully. A  discouraging  feature  was  the  extreme  slowness  with 
which  materials  for  the  exhibit  were  collected.  It  is  doubtful 
whether,  for  this  reason,  Alpha  Tau  Omega  could  have  made  a 
creditable  showing,  had  the  plan  not  been  abandoned. 

While,  however,  the  plans  of  the  committee  have  not  been  car- 
ried out  as  originally  intended,  we  are  not  prepared  to  say  that  the 
efforts  and  labor  of  those  interested  were  without  fruits.  The 
bringing  together  of  the  representatives  of  so  many  different  frater- 
nities must  certainly  result  in  a  better  understanding  of  the  frater- 
nity system  as  a  whole  and  the  recognition  of  common  interests. 
It  has  certainly  brought  about  a  rough  classification  of  fraternities 
into  Liberals  and  Conservatives,  or  those  who  are  willing  to  cooper- 
ate with  others  in  certain  directions,  and  those  who  draw  about 
their  order  a  line  of  rigid  exclusiveness,  and  decline  to  recognize 
the  claims  of  cheir  rivals.  Therefore,  while  we  are  inclined  to 
regret    the    failure    of     the    purpose   of  the   committee,  we  do  not 
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regret  the  fact  that  an  attempt  was  made  to  impress  the  visitors  at 
the  Cohmibian  Exposition  with  the  importance  of  the  American 
college  fraternity  system. 

The  material  which  has  been  forwarded  by  the  different  chapters 
to  the  Chicago  committee  of  our  fraternity  will  certainly  be  put  to 
good  use,  as  it  will  be  used  to  decorate  the  rooms  secured  for 
World's  Fair  Headquarters  at  the  Hotel  Clermont,  Chicago,  which 
will,  doubtless,  be  visited  by  the  majority  of  brothers  who  come  to 
the  Exposition  this  summer. 

We  regret  that  we  must  now  announce  the  abandonment 
of  the  exhibit  by  Greek  letter  fraternities  at  the  World's  Fair. 
This  action  was  quite  a  surprise  to  us  at  the  time  it  was  announced, 
as  at  the  last  meeting  which  we  attended,  at  the  Grand  Pacific 
Hotel,  Chicago,  on  March  25th,  it  seemed  certain  that  a  collective 
exhibit  would  be  made,  as  described  in  the  March  number  of  the 
Palm.  At  this  meeting,  as  chairman,  we  headed  a  subscription 
list  to  meet  necessary  expenses  with  a  subscription  of  one  hundred 
dollars  for  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  Kappa  Alpha  Theta,  Phi  Kappa 
Psi,  Sigma  Chi  and  Delta  Upsilon  followed  suit,  and  it  was 
thought  certain  that  the  representatives  of  Beta  Theta  Pi  and  Phi 
Delta  Theta  would  subscribe  like  amounts,  so  that  the  financial 
difficulties  seemed  removed.  Many  details  of  a  practical  nature 
were  settled  at  this  time,  and  committees  were  authorized  to  make 
necessary  arrangements  for  the  installation  of  the  exhibit.  We 
were  unable  to  attend  the  next  and  final  meeting,  which  was  held 
in  the  Administration  Building,  at  Jackson  Park,  on  the  following 
Saturday,  but  were  apprised  of  its  transactions  by  the  following 
notice,  which  is  self-explanatory: 

THE   COLLEGE    FRATERNITIES    EXHIBIT   COMMITTEE. 

"A  Special  meeting  of  the  College  Fraternities"  Exhibit  Commit- 
tee was  held  at  the  Administration  Building,  Jackson  Park,  Satur- 
day,  April  I,   1893,  at  3  P.   M. 

"Present:  Chairman,  representing  Beta  Theta  Pi ;  Secretary,  rep- 
resenting Kappa  Alpha  Theta:  Dr.  J.  H.  Coulter,  representing  Phi 
Gamma  Delta;    Mr.  Charles    Ailing,  Jr.,  representing    Sigma  Chi; 
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Mr.  Henry  R.  Gillispie,  representing    Sigma    Nu,  and  Mr.    E.    M. 
Winston,  representing  Delta  Upsilon. 

The  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted: 
"Resolved:  That  the  College  Fraternities'  Exhibit  Committee  hereby  decides  that, 
for  various  reasons,  an  exhibit  by  the  college  fraternities  at  the  World's  Columbian 
Exposition  is  not  at  this  time  feasible,  the  chief  reasons  being  that  the  space  was  not 
allotted  until  the  time  remaining  was  too  short  to  make  a  characteristic  exhibit,  and 
the  consequent  inexpediency  of  collecting  exhibits  while  this  important  matter  was 
undetermined,  as  well  as  the  difficulties  placed  in  the  way  by  the  Exposition  manage- 
ment of  carrying  out  the  decorative  design,  after  it  had  been  selected  by  the  commit- 
tee and  approved  by  said  management,  and  that  the  committee  therefore  surrenders 
the  space  allotted  to  it."

Sigma  Chi,  Beta  Theta  Pi  and  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  publish, 
in  addition  to  their  regular  fraternity  magazines,  a  secret  journal, 
for  circulation  exclusively  among  members  of  the  respective  fra- 
ternities. This  is  certainly  an  evidence  of  life,  activity  and  frater- 
nity enthusiasm,  if  nothing  else;  but  we  are  not  prepared  to  ad- 
vocate the  adoption  of  this  plan  for  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  For  the 
present  we  believe  it  best  to  concentrate  all  efforts  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  Patm. 

We  believe,  however,  that  this  subject  might  well  be  considered 
at  the  next  Congress.  There  are  certainly  matters  of  vital  import- 
ance to  the  fraternity  which  should  not  be  given  out  to  the  general 
public,  but  which  should  be  known  to  all  members  of  the  fraterni- 
ty. Such  are  questions  of  finance,  extension  and  discussions  of 
policy  involving  the  unfavorable  criticism  of  officers.  We  do  not 
belive  that  there  is  a  crying  demand  for  the  frequent  appearance 
of  a  formidable  journal  of  this  kind  in  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fra- 
ternity. The  occasions  which  would,  in  our  judgment,  render  its 
appearance  necessary  are  few  and  far  between,  although,  if  the 
publication  of  a  secret  journal  should  be  deemed  advisable,  several 
numbers  might  well  appear  in  the  space  of  two  years  between  Con- 
gresses. It  is  always  to  be  borne  in  mind,  in  this  connection,  that 
a  publication  of  this  kind  is  quite  likely  to  reach  the  wrong  hands, 
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and,  in  many  cases,  fraternity  relations  are  such  that  the  secret 
publications  of  a  rival  would  be  considered  lawful  prizes.  Their 
necessity  being  proved,  they  should  appear  in  cipher.  One  of  the 
best  examples  of  this  class  of  journals  was  sent  to  us  a  short  time 
since,  and  we  really  see  little  occasion  for  its  existence.  Almost 
ail  of  the  matter  might  well  appear  in  the  regular  fraternity 
journal.  We  are  inclined  to  agree  with  the  opponents  of  the  secret 
fraternity  system  to  the  extent  that  unnecessary  and  exaggerated 
secrecy,  if  we  may  use  the  terms  thus,  is  objectionable  and  puerile. 
This  feature  of  fraternity  life  should  be  minimized,  rather  than 
emphasized. 

We  must  give  up  the  rose.  This  is,  doubtless,  an  awful  blow 
to  the  chapters  which  have  depleted  their  exchequers  to  invest  in 
rosebushes,  in  order  to  be  in  style  at  Commencement  time.  It  is 
humiliating  to  be  assured  that  the  official  adoption  of  the  white 
tea  rose  as  the  flower  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  was  all  a  mistake.  But 
such  seems,  nevertheless,  to  be  the  fact,  and  this  is  the  way  of  it. 
Those  who  are  fortunate  enough  to  have  access  to  No.  5  of  Vol. 
XX  of  the  Beta  Theta  Fi,2L  fraternity  journal  noticed  in  our  ex- 
change department,  will  find,  on  page  226,  the  heading  Editor- 
ials," a  sub-head  "Conventions"  and  under  this  another  sub-head, 
too  long  to  quote,  in  regard  to  the  54th  annual  convention  of  the 
fraternity.  Under  these  various  headings  one  would  naturally  ex- 
pect to  find  something  in  keeping  with  them;  but  he  is  doomed  to 
disappointment  at  first,  for  there  is  still  another  startling  sub- 
head, reading  "In  Confidence — A  Surprise  from  Alpha  Tau 
Omega,  '  and  it  is  this  which  calls  for  remark.  The  article  is  over 
the  initials  "C.  M.  H.,"  presumably  those  of  a  Cincinnatian,  but, 
as  noted,  it  comes  under  the  head  "Editorials."  We  should  like 
to  give  this  article  at  length,  as  an  interesting  curiosity,  but  con- 
sideration for  the  feelings  of  our  readers  and  the  value  of  our  space 
leads  us  to  summarize. 

After  commenting  at  some  length  on  the  poor  work  of  our  prin- 
ter, as  exhibited  on  the  covers  of  some  of  the  Congress  Palms,  this 
presumable  Cincinnatian  goes  on  to  say: 
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"On  the  first  page  we  discover  that  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega's  have 
just  adopted  the  "white  tea  rose"  as  their  fraternity  flower.  We 
admire  the  taste  shown  by  the  Alpha  Tau's  in  this  selection.  But 
in  all  pan-hellenic  courtesy  we  feel  that  we  must  make  a  protest, 
in  behalf  of  the  rose.  Four  years  ago  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  fraternity 
suggested  the  idea  of  a  fraternity  flower,  and  formally  adopted  the 
rose  as  the  fraternit}^  flower  of  Beta  Theta  Pi.  Public  notice  of 
this  action  was  promptly  given,  and  at  the  same  time  it  was  clearly 
stated  that  no  one  variety  of  the  rose  was  adopted  by  the  frater- 
nity as  such.  Every  chapter  of  Beta  Theta  Pi  was  publicly  "re- 
quested to  select  some  special  variety  of  rose  for  its  own  exculsive 
use. "  The  flower  of  the  general  fraternity  was  to  be  simply — the 
rose.  The  species  should  indicate  the  chapter  ;  the  rose  without 
distinction  of  species  became  the  flower  of  Beta  Theta  Pi." 

And  then  the  writer  goes  on  to  substantiate  his  statements  by 
quotations  from  an  old  Beta  Theta  Pi;  but  we  are  willing  to  admit 
his  historical  claims  without  reference  to  authorities.  We  are  still, 
however,  in  need  of  enlightenment  in  the  premises.  Is  the  period 
fixed  by  the  Statute  of  Limitations  in  force  at  Cincinnati  four 
years?  Does  the  fact  that  "public  notice"  (in  the  Beta  Theta  Pi, 
we  presume,)  of  this  selection  was  given,  forever  bar  the  claims  of 
all  other  fraternities  to  adopt  the  rose  or  any  variet}^  of  that  beau- 
tiful flower,  to  which  the  adjective  "lovely"  seems  to  have  been 
appropriated  ever  since  the  time  of  courtly  Edmund  Waller?  Are 
there  labels  on  the  roses  since  this  alleged  appropriation  of  Beta 
Theta  Pi?  We  must  confess  that  the  benighted  florists  of  Chicago 
seem  to  be  deplorably  ignorant  of  all  this,  and  sell  the  beauties 
to  all  comers,  without  requiring  the  purchaser  to  exhibit  the  badge 
of  Beta  Theta  Pi. 

To  continue,  the  writer  makes  this  pertinent  inquiry,  "By  what 
right  then,  can  Alpha  Tau  Omega  now  appropriate  (?)  to  herself  the 
fraternity  flower  of  Beta  Theta  Pi?"  We  confess  that  this  is  ut- 
terly perplexing.  We  feel  quite  as  embarrassed  as  the  historic  Mr. 
McGinty.  But  let  us  go  on,  for  all  this  is  interesting,  if  not  pro- 
found : 

"Besides,  the  particular  kind  of  rose  selected  by  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
had  already  been  selected  by  one  of  our  chapters  as  its  chapter 
flower  in  Beta  Theta  Pi.  By  what  right  can  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
now  appropriate  this  flower?     Or    are    we    to    understand    that    in 
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choosing  a  rose  as  her  fraternity  flower  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  frater- 
nity desires  to  suggest,  in  the  most  delicate  way  imaginable,  that 
she  is  anxious  to  become  incorporate  in  Beta  Theta  Pi?  We  say 
frankly  that  we  never  suspected  this.  We  can  hardly  believe  it, 
even  now.  f!!)  We  do  not  venture  to  say  that  it  is  so.  We  speak 
of  it  only  in  the  strictest  confidence.  It  is  the  harder  onus  as  leap 
year  has  long  since  ended.  We  are  taken  off  our  guard.  The 
question  is  of  so  delicate  a  nature  that  we  cannot  press  it  in  pub- 
lic. We  hardly  dare  whisper  it  to  our  most  intimate  friends.  But 
what  course  is  open  to  us?  We  must  either  assume  that  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  has  been  guilty  of  stealing  our  rose,  or  that  she  has 
come  newly  arrayed  in  sky  blue  and  old  gold  to  ask  that  Beta 
Theta  Pi  will  permit  her  to  join  her  fate  to  ours.       (!  !!  !)" 

We  believe  that  there  would  not  be  much  difference  of  opinion 
in  the  mind  of  our  readers  in  regard  to  this  remarkable  production 
were  we  to  leave  it  entirely  without  comment.  But  such  a  piece 
of  superlative  asininity  is  deserving  of  notice,  simply  for  its  very 
superlativeness  in  this  regard.  Does  the  writer  of  this  interesting 
article  think  for  an  instant  that,  simply  because  a  convention  of 
Beta  Theta  Pi  determined  four  years  ago,  that  the  rose  (not  any 
particular  kind  of  rose,  but  the  genus  rose)  should  be  the  flower  of 
that  fraternity,  therefore  every  other  frraternity  (perhaps  fifty  in  all) 
must  be  forever  barred  from  adopting  any  flower  of  this  kind  for 
its  use,  and  have  their  choice  limited  to  the  few  remaining  suitable 
flowers.  What  a  predicament  would  result  for  those  who  were  late 
in  the  field,  after  the  lily,  the  violet,  the  pansy  and  others  had 
been  adopted!  We  must  demur  to  the  jurisdiction  of  that  historical 
convention  of  Beta  Theta  Pi. 

No,  dear  C.  M.  H.,  spare  us  only  the  beautiful  white  tea  rose. 
Out  of  your  abundance,  you  can  afford  to  be  generous.  We  know 
one  of  your  chapters  has  adopted  it,  but  this  would  not  lessen  our 
appreciation  of  its  beauty,  its  splendid  suggestiveness,  its  sweet 
perfume  or  the  pleasure  of  contrasting  its  pale  loveliness  with  the 
warm  glow  on  the  lovelier  cheeks  of  the  dear  girls  of  Alpha  Tau. 
It  is  easier  for  your  chapter  to  change  than  for  our  great  fraternity. 
Our  laws  in  this  regard  are  as  rigidly  enforced  as  those  of  the  an- 
cient Medes  and  Persians.  Pardon  us  for  suggesting  it,  but  we 
must  confess    that    your    attitude   reminds   us    very  forcibly  of  the 
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arrogant  and  magnificently  bombastic  pretensions  of  the  navigators 
of  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth  centuries.  The  chance  discovery  of 
an  island  in  the  sea  or  the  slight  exploration  of  a  coastline  was  deemed 
sufficient  to  establish  the  right  of  their  monarch  to  the  dominion  of  a 
continent.  We  believe  that  we  are  violating  no  justifiable  prin- 
ciple of  inter-fraternity  courtesy  in  increasing  your  "surprise"  by 
continuing  to  announce  the  adoption  by  Alpha  Tau  Omega  of  the 
white  tea  rose  as  its  fraternity  flower.  Our  sufficient  reply  to  your 
numerous  queries  is  the  counterquery,  By  what  conceivable  right 
can  Beta  Theta  Pi  object  to  this  action? 
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We  present  herewith  certain  letters  which  have  been  very  gratify- 
ing to  us,  and  which  we  believe  are  worthy  of  a  place  in  the 
Palm:

— It  is  some  eight  years  now  since  I  was  a  college 
boy,  and,  when  the  Congress  number  of  the  Palm  reached  me  a 
few  days  ago,  it  made  me  rejoice,  as  it  showed  such  growth  of  old 
Alpha  Tau  Omega,  and  the  chapter  reports  all  seemed  so  good.

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TO  ALUMNI  NEW  AND  OLD. 

We  desire  in  this  number  to  deliver  something  in  the  nature  of 
a  baccalaureate  address  in  the  interest  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
Fraternity.  In  the  course  of  a  few  weeks  the  colleges  of  the  land 
will  have  closed,  and  an  army  of  young  men  and  women  will  have 
finished  their  school  life,  and  have  weakened  or  severed  many  of 
the  ties  which  bound  and  drew  them  under  the  fostering  care  of 
their  alma  mater.  Among  these  there  will  be  many  wearers  of  the 
Maltese  Cross,  and  our  chapter  correspondents  assure  us  that  they 
will  carry  off  some  of  the  most  desirable  honors  attainable  in  col- 
lege life.  It  is  to  them  we  speak,  and,  incidentally,  to  those 
alumni  who  have  preceded  them,  just  as  the  baccalaureate  orator  is 
wont  to  address  his  remarks  quite  as  much  to  the  graduates  who 
have  returned  at  commencement  time,  as  to  those  who  are  just 
about  to  have  a  Latin  addition  made  to  their  names.  We  desire  to 
say  something  on  the  subject  of  "Loyalty." 

It  is  a  word  that  has  a  sweet  ring  to  it — Loyalty — as  true  as  that 
which  sounds  from  the  anvil  struck  by  the  heavy  hammer  of  the 
smith,  or  from  a  trusty  shield  smitten  by  a  fine  Damascus  blade. 
It  is  a  certain  "iviness  of  character,"  if  we  may  venture  to  coin  the 
expression.  It  is  of  the  essence  of  poetry  and  romance  and  the 
best  history — a  characteristic  which  has  been  held  admirable  from 
the  earliest  times.  From  Job  down  through  Judges,  flowering  into 
sublimity  in  the  beauty  and  sacrifice  of  the  New  Testament,  it  was 
a  distinguishing  trait  of  the  Jewish  race.  It  is  glorified  in  Homer 
and  Vergil,  and  none  need  to  be  told  of  the  imperishable  renown  of 
the  loyal  Spartan  band  which  held  at  bay  the  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  the  Persian  tyrant,  nor  how  Damon  and  Pythias  have  come 
to  be  models  for  the  emulation  of    modern    brothers.      Loyalty    is 
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the  bright  star  of  chivalry — loyalty  to  lord,  loyalty  to  brother  in 
arms,  loyalty  to  lady-love  and  loyalty  to  God.  It  is  that  which  is 
the  charm  of  "The  Idyls  of  the  King,"  and  which  makes  Arthur 
and  his  knights  epic  types  for  emulation.  It  is  often  but  another 
name  for  patriotism,  and  then  it  seems  most  commendable.  Loy- 
alty to  his  country's  flag  is  the  noblest  quality  of  soldier  or  sailor. 
It  is  that  which  paints  the  halo  of  saintliness  about  the  devoted 
head  of  the  heroine  of  Domremy,  the  wondrous  Maid  of  Orleans; 
it  breathes  in  those  brave  words  of  the  dying  Lawrence,  "Don't 
give  up  the  ship,"  in  the  fiery  eloquence  of  Patrick  Henry,  and  the 
steadfastness  of  Abraham  Lincoln.  It  is  the  quality  which  drew 
from  blue  and  gray  alike  a  chivalric  admiration  for  his  opponent. 
It  may  be  called  a  manly  quality  for  its  strength,  its  nobleness  and 
its  endurance,  not  intending,  however,  thereby  to  exclude  the 
beautiful  and  touching  loyalty  of  woman,  which  develops  among 
such  trying  scenes,  and  which  causes  Scott's  dying  soldier  to  ex- 
claim : 

"Oh  woman,  in  our  hours  of  ease, 

Uncertain,  •  coy  and  hard  to  please. 

When  pain  and  anguish  wring  the  brow, 

A  ministering  angel  thou." 

There  is,  of  course,  a  mistaken  loyalty,  which  is  fanaticism  or 
bigotry,  which  shuns  reason  and  makes  the  mind  a  prey  to  credulity 
and  superstition,  but  even  this  may  often  command  our  admiration, 
as  in  the  case  of  the  Crusaders,  who  were  dismayed  by  no  obstacle 
or  danger  in  their  zeal  to  rescue  the  Holy  Sepulcher  from  the 
Infidels.  Even  a  villain  is  commended  for  his  loyalty.  But  the 
only  loyalty  which  is  truly  deserving  of  admiration  is  that  which  is 
given  to  a  good  and  noble  cause.  It  is  that  which  has  made  mar- 
tyrdom holy.  It  is  the  teaching  which  has  come  down  to  us,  em- 
phasized and  sanctified  by  the  blood  of  patriot,  saint  and  philoso- 
pher, suffering  on  rack  or  at  stake,  by  fire  or  sword.  It  is  the 
patent  right  to  an  eternity  of  veneration  of  the  sublime  characters 
of  the  Hebrew  Scriptures,  of  Socrates,  Bruno,  and  all  the  long  line 
of  martyrs,  canonized  or  uncanonized,  who  willingly  testified  their 
faith  to  an  ignorant  and  unbelieving  generation,  and  sealed  it  with 
their  life  blood. 
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Every  man  must  have  a  flag;  every  one  who  is  worth  anything 
must  stand  for  a  principle.  That  is  the  true  test  of  the  worth  of  a 
man.  Imagine  your  friend,  for  a  moment,  stripped  of  all  the  acci- 
dents of  modern  civilization;  take  away  the  clothing,  whereby  the 
skillful  tailor  makes  the  weakling  assume  the  proportions  of  the 
finished  athlete;  forget  for  a  moment  his  rank  and  wealth;  get  at 
his  very  soul — and  what  have  you?  Is  it  something  lovable  or 
something  hateful?  How  will  you  stand  the  test  yourself?  Would 
any  show  fairer  in  this  skeleton  state  than  he  who  is  faithful  to  the 
principles  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega? 

We  grow  like  what  we  love.  The  thoughts  that  sway  our  minds, 
the  ideals  that  thrill  us,  leave  their  traces  in  our  countenances, 
modulate  our  voices  and  shape  our  lives.  Spirit  moulds  matter  as 
the  sculptor  shapes  his  model.  There  is  a  sublime  truth  in  those 
words  of  Emerson:  "Beauty  is  the  stamp  which  God  sets  on  vir- 
tue," not  the  sensuous  beauty  which  is  manifest  in  regularity  of 
contour  and  delicate  coloring,  but  that  beauty  which  artist  and 
poet  call  "spiritual,"  and  to  which  all  may  attain.  Faithfulness  to 
those  eternal  principles  of  right,  which  are  the  life  of  our  glorious 
order,  cannot  fail  to  produce  a  true  man.  We  therefore  exhort  each 
to  call  to  mind,  at  this  "commencement"  season  of  the  year,  the 
memorable  night  when  he  was  initiated  into  the  beautiful  mys- 
teries of  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  the  teachings  then  inculcated  and  the 
vows  he  then  made,  and  ask  himself  how  nearly  he  has  lived  up  to 
them,  and  whether  he  has  not  profited  thereby.  It  is  a  foolish  but 
natural  custom  to  regard  the  first  day  of  the  year  as  the  one  fitting 
time  for  making  good  resolutions.  Every  day  should  be  an  occa- 
sion for  noble  resolves.  At  his  college  commencement  a  young 
man  can  do  no  better  than  to  formulate  a  firm  purpose  to  live  up 
to  the  highest  capacity  of  his  character  for  good,  and  an  Alpha 
Tau  will  realize  how  beautifully  this  has  been  expressed  for  him  by 
those  who  moulded  his  fraternity. 

But  it  is  not  our  province  to  preach.  As  a  layman  we  have  de- 
sired to  say  something  which  would  impress  and  help  those  who  are 
about  to  leave  forever  chapter  halls  and  the  associations  they  have 
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there  known,  for  a  world  which  will  sometimes  seem  to  them  to  be 
entirely  engrossed  in  fine  distinctions  of  mine  and  thine^  and  utterly 
indifferent  to  the  beauties  of  thought  which,  under  peculiarly  fav- 
orable circumstances,  absorb  the  attention  of  the  college  student. 
We  desire  to  urge  on  them  the  truth  of  those  words  of  England's 
lamented  laureate: 

"Howe'er  it  be,  it  seems  to  me. 
'Tis  only  noble  to  be  good; 
Kind  hearts  are  more  than  coronets, 
And  simple  faith,  than  Norman  blood." 

We  desire  to  say  to  you  who  are  about  to  leave  the  active  scenes 
of  college  life,  that  you  enjoy  a  high  privilege  in  being  a  member 
of  our  glorious  brotherhood.  You  must  have  profited  by  your 
rhembership;  it  cannot  be  otherwise.

No  Alpha  Tau  dare,  for  a 
moment,  meditate  faithlessness  to  his  noblest  ideal.  No,  you  will 
be  true  to  her,  you  will  not  forget  her  favors,  you  will  support  her 
interests  and  maintain  her  prestige.  Already  she  has  many  strong 
organizations  in  our  great  cities,  and  you  who  are  about  to  become 
alumni  will  bring  to  them  the  fresh  vigor  of  your  youthful  enthu- 
siasm, and  you  will  found  new  strongholds  for  her.  We  have 
great  faith  in  you,  and,  in  the  name  of  our  common  fraternity, 
wish  you  "God  speed."

The  subject  of  this  sketch,  whose  earnest,  manly  countenance 
adorns  the  pages  of  the  Palm,  Alvin  Enoch  Ewing,MS  one  of  the 
most  popular  and  most  widely  known  young  men  in  the  State  of 
Michigan,  having  developed  from  a  leader  in  college  circles  into 
the  leader  of  a  political  party. 

He  was  born  at  Jackson,  O.,  November  lo,  1864,  while  his  pa- 
triotic father  was  serving  before  Petersburg.  The  following  year 
the  family  removed  to  Woodbridge,  Hillsdale  Co.,  Mich.  Here 
Brother  Ewing  attended  the  country  schools,  and  afterward  the 
High  Schools  at  Reading  and  Hillsdale  and  was  in  Hillsdale  Col- 
lege from  '87  to  '89.  While  at  Hillsdale,  he  won  the  Freshman 
Oratorical  Prize.  He  was  a  charter  member  of  Beta  Kappa  Chap- 
ter, choosing  to  cast  his  lot  with  Alpha  Tau  Omega  rather  than 
with  an  old  established  chapter  of  another  fraternity,  which  he  was 
invited  to  join.  While  there,  he  was  a  delegate  to  the  Springfield 
Congress,  and  will  be  remembered  as  one  of  the  chief  opponents 
of  the  so-called  "chapter  house"  scheme,  and  one  of  the  most  elo- 
quent speakers  of  the  occasion 

Leaving  Hillsdale  in  his  Sophomore  year,  he  entered  the  Law 
Department  of  the  University  of  Michigan,  and  became  at  once 
an  active  affiliate  of  Beta  Lambda  chapter,  setting  an  example 
which  all  others  who  move  from  college  to  college  would  do  well 
to  imitate.  While  in  the  University  he  was  known  as  one  of  its 
best  orators  and  was  prominent  in  the  organization  of  the  Inter- 
collegiate Republican  League.  He  was  graduated  with  the  class 
of  '92. 

On  leaving  college,  Brother  Ewing  carried  his  enthusiasm  and 
fearless  resolution    into    public    life.      His  excellent  qualities    and 
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capabilities  attracted  public  attention,  and  in  November  last  he 
was  elected  on  the  Republican  ticket  to  represent  Hillsdale 
County  in  the  State  legislature,  running  well  ahead  of  his  ticket. 
At  Lansing  he  immediately  came  into  prominence  as  the  leader  of 
those  who  opposed  the  re-election  of  U.  S.  Senator  Stockbridge. 
Although  in  the  minority.  Brother  Ewing  made  a  stubborn  fight 
and  gained  many  friends  by  the  fearless  honesty  of  his  conduct, 
and  was  generally  commended  by  the  press  of  the  State. 

Speaking  of  Brother  Ewing's  legislative  work,  Brother.  J.  E. 
Hammond,  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  of  Mich- 
igan, says:  "He  has  introduced,  I  think,  seventeen  bills;  and  only  one 
of  the  seventeen  has  failed  to  pass,  ahd  that  was  one  he  himself  did 
not  favor,  having  introduced  it  simply  to  accommodate  a  consti- 
uent.  As  member  of  the  committee  on  education,  he  has  done 
excellent  service  for  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  and  the 
educational  interests  of  the  State.  About  half  of  his  bills  were  on 
educational  subjects." 

Brother  Ewing  was  married  in  April  last,  and  an  account  of  the 
happy  event  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  number.  A  splendid 
reception  was  tendered  him  and  his  bride  by  his  fellow  legislators. 
All  Alpha  Taus  join  in  wishing  Brother  and  "Sister"  Ewing  suc- 
cess, happiness  and  long  life. 

After  June  15th,  Brother  Ewing  will  be  found  at  Grand  Rapids, 
Mich.,  where  he  will  practice  law  in  partnership  with  Ex-Senator 
Wesselins. 

As  a  fraternity  man,  Brother  Ewing's  whole-souled,  enthusiastic 
nature  has  endeared  him  to  all  brothers  who  have  come  in  con- 
tact with  him.  Two  chapters  claim  him,  for  in  both  he  was  ever 
loyal,  as  he  is  still,  to  his  vows  to  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  It  is  this 
which  will  cause  a  host  of  friends  to  take  a  lively  interest  in  his 
every  movement.  His  has  been  a  brilliant  past,  and  the  future 
which  opens  before  him  is  bright  with  promise.

CLARENCE      S.     BAYNE. 
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AN  ATHLETIC  BROTHER. 

Clarence  S.  Bayne  was  born  on  the  14th  of  June,  1873.  When 
but  a  mere  child  he  lost  both  his  parents,  and  at  the  age  of  eight 
entered  Girard  College,  of  Philadelphia.  Here  he  passed  nine 
very  pleasant  and  very  valuable  years  under  strict  military  disci- 
pline, attaining  the  office  of  Captain  before  leaving.  He  graduated 
with  honors  from  Girard  in  December,  1891,  and  the  writer  has 
seen  specimens  of  his  work  on  exhibition  at  that  institution  as 
models  of  excellence. 

In  the  fall  of  '91,  he  entered  the  College  Department  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania  and  prepared  himself  for  the  Dental  De- 
partment, which  he  entered  last  fall.  He  has  now  completed  his 
first  year  in  dentistry,  very  satisfactorily  both  to  himself  and  his 
professors. 

While  he  was  at  Girard  College,  he  pla57ed  on  the  base-ball  team 
for  three  years,  during  which  time  he  played  at  every  position  on 
the  field,  the  last  place  he  filled  being  the  pitcher's  box.  Here  he 
made  such  a  success  that  he  was  installed  regular  pitcher  from 
that  time  until  he  graduated. 

^  He  pitched]  his  first  game  on  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
grounds  early  in  April,  1892,  against  the  Amherst  nine.  It  was 
on  a  Saturday,  and  was  the  opening  game  of  the  season.  Without 
entering  into  details,  Bayne  won  the  game.  On  the  following  Mon- 
day, he  pitched  against  Harvard  and  won,  and  on  Saturday  of  the 
same  week,  he  pitched  against  Yale  and  defeated  them.  It  was  about 
this  time  that  he  began  to  be  known.  During  the  season  of  '92,  he 
pitched  for  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  every  college  game  but 
one,  and  ended  the  season  at  Ithaca,  by  defeating  Cornell. 

During  the  summer  months  he  played  with  the   Champion    Cape 
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May  team,  pitching  thirteen  games,  including  the  hardest  games 
they  played.  He  won  ten,  and  two  of  his  defeats  were  at  the  hands 
of  professionals,  one  being  the  champion  Boston  team.  This  sea- 
son he  started  off  by  defeating  Yale,  but  in  this  game  he  hurt  his 
arm  and  has  not  been  pitching  since.  He  is  now  almost  well  and 
will  give  a  good  account  of  himself  ever)^  time  he  pitches. 

He  was  initiated  into  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity  in  Febru- 
ary, 1892,  and  has  proved  an  earnest  and  enthusiastic  worker  in 
her  cause.     At  present,  he  holds  the  office  of  Worthy  Scribe.

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THE  FRATERNITY  DIRECTORY. 


r  There  is  one  point  which  the  Directory  Committee  desires  to 
firmly  impress  upon  the  minds  of  all  members  of  the  fraternity, 
and  that  is  this:  No  appropriation  was  made  by  the  Congress 
which  appointed  the  committee  of  a  fund  to  aid  in  compiling  and 
publishing  the  directory.  The  committee  must  therefore  depend 
altogether  upon  subscriptions,  to  reimburse  themselves.  A  sub- 
scription blank  was  circulated  at  Nashville,  but  a  large  number  of 
the  delegates  did  not  feel  authorized  to  subscribe  for  their  chapters. 
At  any  rate,  the  subscription  list  obtained  was  mislaid  and  has 
not  come  into  the  possession  of  the  committee. 

In  the  last  Palm,  a  perforated  leaf  was  inserted,  which  contained 
a  list  of  questions  to  be  answered,  and  also  a  subscription  blank. 
It  was  expected  that  every  brother  who  received  a  copy  of  the 
Palm  would  not  only  fill  out  and  return  the  data  desired,  but 
would  also  endeavor  to  aid  the  committee  by  sending  in  informa- 
tion concerning  other  brothers  of  their  acquaintance,  together 
with  a  goodly  number  of  subscriptions.  At  the  present  writing, 
several  complete  chapter  reports,  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  sheets 
with  data,  and  but  twenty-eight  subscriptions  have  been  received. 
A  very  few  have  remitted  their  subscriptions.  Brother  W.  H. 
Jones,  of  Berlin,  Germany,  setting  a  noble  example  by  sending 
five  dollars  to  help  the  cause  along. 

The  proposed  price,  $1.50  per  copy,  was  based  upon  an  edition 
of  not  less  than  five  hundred  copies,  not  taking  into  account  the 
cost  of  correspondence  and  other  expenses  connected  with  the 
gathering  of  material,  and  which  must  be  made  up  from  future 
sales.  Consequently,  we  need  about  five  hundred  more  subscrip- 
tions. 
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The  committee  is  further  handicapped  by  not  yet  having  the 
records  of  the  fraternity.  Although  the  present  W.  G.  K.  A.  has 
been  in  office  over  five  months,  he  is  not  in  possession  of  the 
records,  etc.,  which  should  have  been  turned  over  to  him  by  his 
predecessor  at  the  time  he  was  elected.  The  committee  are  also 
ignorant  of  the  amount  of  work  already  done,  and  the  amount  of 
material  collected. 

We  must  urge  all  brothers  to  attend  to  this  matter  at  once. 
Send  in  your  subscriptions  accompanied  by  the  money,  if  possible, 
and,  above  all,  send  in  data  concerning  yourself  and  all  brothers 
whose  addresses  you  know.  Do  not  wait  for  your  chapter  to  do  this, 
or  think  that  some  one  has  done  it  for  you.  Give  particular  at- 
tention to  the  "Remarks  concerning  important  facts  in  life,  etc." 
In  quite  a  number  of  cases  this  space  has  been  left  blank.  It  is 
well  not  to  be  too  modest.  The  data  furnished  under  this  head 
will,  doubtless,  be  among  the  most  interesting  in  the  compilation. 

We  wish  to  have  as  complete  a  directory  as  it  is  in  our  power 
to  make,  but  can  not  do  very  satisfactory  work,  unless  we  have  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  every  brother.  A  directory  is  made  up  of 
data,  and,  manifestly,  if  the  data  are  not  furnished,  a  directory  is 
out  of  the  question.  Let  each  chapter  and  each  individual  brother 
act  with  the  committee  and  give  them  all  the  assistance  in  his 
power.

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SHOULD  SUB-FRESHMAN  BE  INITIATED. 

At  the  recent  convention  of  the  Ohio  chapters  held  at  Columbus, 
May  5th,  the  question  of  initiating  sub-freshmen  or  "preps"  was 
brought  forward,  and  at  the  time,  on  account  of  more  important 
business,  received  but  little  attention.  I  trust  the  day  will  come 
— before  our  next  Congress — when  this  will  be  one  of  the  questions 
settled  in  the  minds  of  all  active  Alpha  Taus.  Although  initiated 
myself  while  in  the  rank  of  "prepdom,"  yet  with  years  and  experi- 
ence I  have  come  to  believe  in  the  old  fraternity  idea,  that  the  active 
chapter  body  should  be  composed  of  matriculated  college  students. 
It  is  a  practice  rigidly  maintained  by  many  leading  fraternities  to-day 
claimingthat  thereby  they  secure  a  more  congenial  fellowship,  wider 
and  more  fundamental  basic  principles  upon  which  to  build  the  true 
American  college  fraternity.  I  do  not  claim  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
should  pass  laws  abolishing  entirely  the  custom  of  initiating  pre- 
paratory students  in  full  standing  with  collegiates,  but  more  re- 
striction should  be  placed  on  chapters.  I  am  aware  that  some  in- 
stitutions forbid  the  initiation  of  sub-freshmen  under  penalty  of 
expulsion  of  the  chapter;  in  others  the  custom  runs  riot  even  into 
the  kindergarten.  At  such  inshtutions  the  argument  is  "other  fra- 
ternities initiate  sub-freshmen;  we  have  to  or  lose  good  men." 
True.  Good  "preps"  make  good  collegiates,  and  so  desirable  fra- 
ternity men.  When  I  read  of  chapters  carrying  on  this  method,  it 
seems  to  me  one  of  two  things  must  be  true — that  the  chapter  is 
weak  or  the  number  of  students  from  which  to  select  proper  ma- 
terial is  small.  As  a  member  of  a  Pan  Hellenic  committee  two 
years  ago,  I  advocated  that  the  practice  of  initiating  preparatory 
students  at  Wooster  be  abolished  by  all  fraternities.  The  question 
was  submitted  and  adopted  by  two  or  three  but  the  majority  went

against  us.  Do  not  understand  me  to  speak  disparagingly  of  the 
"prep."  Far  from  it.  When  taken  into  full  membership  he  be- 
comes strong  and  often  proves  most  active ;  on  the  other  hand, 
I  have  seen  it  prove  most  harmful  to  the  student;  it  makes  him 
vain,  conceited,  and  he  looks  down  on  his  mates  with  a  haughty 
air  that  he  has  been  so  honored  and  they  not  worth  considering. 
He  loses  interest  in  his  work  and  does  so  on  the  supposition  that  be- 
cause he  is  a  fraternity  man  he  will  get  along.  I  firmly  believe 
that  the  practice  not  only  lowers  the  standard  of  the  organization 
but  the  institution  as  well.      But  how  to  discontinuue  it? 

Some  chapters,  on  account  of  rivals,  feel  compelled  to  take  in 
sub-freshmen  in  order  to  get  desirable  men,  and  desirable  men  are 
what  we  want.  The  preparatory  school  is  the  feeder  of  the  college. 
Can't  the  man  be  pledged  and  held?  Would  it  not  add  more  dig- 
nity to  the  fraternity?

Brother  P.  R.  Wilson,  a  member  of  Maine  Beta  Upsilon,  was 
at  this  time  a  student  at  Tufts,  and  formed  a  local  club  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  a  charter  from  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  This  ha

Tufts  College  is  situated  at  College  Hill,  Mass.,  the  line  between 
Medford  and  Somerville  crossing  the  grounds.  The  college  is  com- 
paratively young,  having  been  founded  in  1854.  Tufts,  being  very 
heavily  endowed,  offers  many  inducements  to  students,  in  the  way 
of  scholarships,  there  being  one  to  every  three  students.  There  are 
now  on  the  "Hill"  ten  buildings,  which  are  the  library,  the  chapel, 
the  museum,  the  gymnasium,  two  recitation  buildings  and  four 
dormitories.  These  buildings  are  all  large  brick  and  stone  struc- 
tures, standing  on  a  high  hill,  and  can  be  seen  for  miles  around. 
The  professors'  houses  are  all  on  the  college  grounds.  In  addition 
to  the  buildings  already  in  use,  six  are  to  be  built  during  the  com- 
ing summer.  The  library  building  is  one  of  the  oldest  and  con- 
tains about  thirty  thousand  volumes.  This  building  also  contains 
a  reading-room,  in  which  are  all  the  leading  daily  papers  of  the 
country,  also  the  best  illustrated  weeklies.  During  the  past  year 
the  trustees  of  the  college  have  voted  to  open  all  its  departments 
to  women.  At  the  present  time  there  are  seven  "co-eds,"  two  of 
whom  are  pursuing  the  course  in  Theology.  Beside  these  there  are 
about  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  lesser  lights.  The  number  of 
students  is  constantly  increasing.  Among  the  new  buildings  are 
to  be  two  dormitories,  which  are  badly  needed,  since  there  is  not 
room  now  to  accommodate  all  those  who  wish  to  enter  Tufts. 

In  athletics,  Tufts  stands  well  among  the  smaller  colleges.  Her 
football  team  is  acknowledged  to  be  second  only  of  those  of  Harvard 
and  Yale.  The  base  ball  team  is  equal  to  those  sent  out  by  the 
majority  of  colleges,  and  every  year  shows  a  decided  improvement 
in  this  sport.  Tufts  claims  no  superiority  in  track  athletics.  On 
the  foot-ball  eleven  are  five  Alpha  Taus,  viz:  Brothers  Johnston, 
Byrne,  Wilson,  Strong  and  Foss.  On  the  base-ball  team,  there 
are  also  five  men,  viz:  Brothers  Johnston,  Wilson,  Corridan,  Ma- 
guire  and  Foss,  while  on  the  athletic  teams  there  are  six  Alpha 
Taus,  viz:  Brothers  Johnston,  Corridan,  Homer,  Page,  Byrne  and 
Foss. 

Brother  Hathaway,  who  was  initiated  April  18,  has  the  honor  of 
singing  first  tenor  in  the  far  famed  Tufts  College  Glee  Club.  All  the 
Alpha  Taus  stand  well  in  their  classes,  and  some  of  them  are  winning 
many  honors  by  their  work  in  the  class-room. 

There  are  two  periodicals  published  by  the  students,  the  Tufts- 
ionian,  which  is  a  bi-weekly  magazine,  and  the  Brown  and  Blue, 
which  is  published  annually  by  the  Junior  class.  Brother  Wren 
is  assistant  business  manager  of  the  Annual^  while  Brother  Strong 
was  one  of  the  editors  of  that  of  '93. 

Tufts  has  at  present    four    other  Greek    letter    fraternities,  Zeta 
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Psi,  Theta  Delta  Chi,  Delta  Upsilon  and  Delta  Tau  Delta,  and  also 
the  honorary  society  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa.

Those 
who  have  watched  the  progress  of  our  city  schools  during  the  past 
year,  a  progress  which  in  some  directions  at  least  has  amounted  to 
a  reformation,  will  recognize  not  only  the  wisdom  of  the  board  in 
securing  Prof.  Shives'  services  for  a  longer  period,  but  the  justice 
of  the  compliment  paid  to  him.  A  gentleman  of  advanced  schol- 
arly attainments,  who  dignifies  his  office  by  his  culture,  he  is  do- 
ing a  splendid  work  and  supplemented  as  it  is  by  a  corps  of  effi- 
cient and  devoted  principals  and  teachers,  the  Sandusky  schools 
have  made  during  the  year  a  marked  advance.  A  higher  standard 
and  better  results  from  the  pupils,  which  is  quite  as  much  an  index 
of  the  quality  of  work  being  done  by  the  teachers,  as  by  the  pu- 
pils, are  already  observable.  The  board  of  education  in  its  recent 
action  relative  to  teachers'  salaries  and  now  in  re-electing  Prof. 
Shives  at  the  maximum  salary  have  fittingly  expressed  the  general 
appreciation  parents  and  friends  of  our  schools  feel  toward  those 
entrusted  with  the  sacred  charge  of  training  our  youth."

"Washington,  D.  C,  April  18,  1893. — Secretary  Gresham,  in 
pursuance  of  his  determniation  to  improve  the  State  department 
by  surrounding  himself  with  brilliant  and  accomplished  young 
men,  to-day  appointed  Edward  I.  Renick,  of  Georgia,  a  young  law- 
yer, whose  ability  and  attainments  Secretary  Gresham  personally 
knew  to  be  unusal,  to  be  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  and  Ed- 
itor of  the  Consular  Reports. 

"Mr.  Renick  has  been  for  several  years  one  of  the  most  valuable 
assistants  in  the  office  of  the  second  comptroller.  It  was  under- 
stood that  Secretary  Gresham  referred  him  for  third  assistant  sec- 
retary of  state,  but  the  Georgia  delegation  was  commited  to  Sen- 
ator Gordon's  son,  and,  while  praising  Mr.  Renick,  insisted  that, 
if  any  Georgian  was  appointed  to  that  particular  office,  it  must  be 
Mr.  Frank  Gordon. 

"As  a  consequence,  no  Georgian  was  appointed,  the  office  being 
given  to  Mr.  Strobel,  of  New  York.  Mr.  Michael  Scanlan,  Mr. 
Renick's  predecessor  as  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  the 
State  Department,  will  be  given  another  place  in  the  department, 
which  Secretary  Gresham  regards  as  more  suitable  to  his  qualifica- 
tions. Under  Mr.  Renick's  management  the  work  of  his  bureau 
will  doubtless  improve."

THE    PALM'S   EXCHANGES. 

"Tros  Tyriusque  mihi  nullo  discrimine  agetur. " 
.^neas  spoke  to  the  Carthaginian  queen,  if  we  are  to  believe  the 
great  Roman  poet,  in  the  true  Pan-Hellenic  spirit,  and  his  words, 
which  stand  as  the  motto  of  a  leading  American  review,  may  well 
figure  in  the  same  way  for  us  in  this  department.  There  is  no  more 
fitting  place  for  the  exercise  of  the  liberal  spirit  for  which  the  high- 
sounding  expression  "Pan-Hellenism"  stands  than  in  the  exchange 
department  of  a  fraternity  journal.  Fraternities  have  too  often 
been  Greek  in  a  wrong  spirit,  exhibiting  the  deplorable  spectacle 
of  a  state  of  internecine  warfare  such  as  disfigured  the  fair  classical 
archipelago  and  made  its  history  one  of  constant  strife  and  blood- 
shed. The  struggle,  which  was  there  an  evidence  of  energetic 
life,  does  not  seem  to  the  student  of  history  to  have  resulted  in 
the  survival  of  the  fittest.  It  is  trite  to  remark,  however,  that 
there  was  a  feeling  of  brotherhood  among  the  states  and  principal- 
ities of  Hell  as,  which  induced  their  citizens  to  dub  all  others  who 
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were  not  Greeks  "barbarians,"  and  it  is  rather  this  spirit  of  union 
and  fraternalism  which  is  deserving  of  imitation  and  emulation  by 
modern  Greeks. 

There  are  many  ways  in  which  rival  fraternities  may  be  of  serv- 
ice and  assistance  to  each  other  without  injury  to  themselves. 
Most  of  all  will  they  do  this,  and  at  the  same  time  commend  theircon- 
duct  to  all  thinking  people  by  the  cultivation  of  a  spirit  of  fairness 
which  may  be  called  Pan-Hellenism,  if  you  will,  just  as  the  critical 
spirit  may  be  called  agnosticism.  It  has  been  one  of  the  flaws  in 
our  national  character  that  everything  American  has  been  regarded 
as  superlative,  and  the  great  mass  of  our  people  are  only  now  be- 
ginning to  realize  and  concede  the  real  superiority  of  other  nations 
in  certain  respects,  limited  it  is  true,  but  still  demanding  recog- 
nition. So  the  true  map  of  the  world  which  the  Jesuit  mission- 
ary made  at  the  request  of  the  Chinese  emperor,  caused  a  popular 
tumult,  and  the  artist  was  forced  to  make  another,  showing  the 
"Flowery  Kindgora"  at  the  centre  of  the  world.  College  men  should 
be  freest  from  such  insular  prejudices  and  narrow-minededness, 
and  we  are  glad  to  note  a  liberal  spirit  manifesting  itself  in  the  col- 
umns of  our  exchanges.  We  need  to  broaden,  rather  than  narrow 
our  views,  and,  while  not  abating  our  pride  in  our  beloved  frater- 
nity, to  be  just  to  others.  Nothing  is  more  apt  to  cultivate  this 
spirit  than  a  perusal  of  the  different  fraternity  journals,  which, 
while  differing  greatly  in  merit  and  pretentiousness,  constitute, 
taken  together,  a  splendid  exhibit  of  the  possibilities  of  amateur 
journalism.  We  make  therefore,  no  apology  for  devoting  consid- 
erable space  to  the  exchanges  which  have  come  to  our  desk,  and 
while  we  do  not  desire  to  seem  to  speak  ex  cathedra  in  judgment 
of  our  contemporaries,  shall  endeavor  to  give  our  true  impressions 
of  them. 

We  shall  begin  with  the  monthly  College  Fraternity  published 
in  New  York,  which  aims  to  make  itself  of  interest  to  all  frater- 
nity and  college  men,  and  comes  nearest  of  all  fraternity  journals 
to  being  a  professional  magazine.  The  magazine  is  neatly  printed 
and  fully  illustrated,  and  seems  to  be  conducted  in  a  spirit  of 
fairness,  and  liberality,  although  Alpha  Tau  Omega  has  received 
very  little  attention  in  its  pages. 

The  Februar}^  number  of  the  Coelege  Fraternity  contains  a  well 
written  and  finely  illustrated  article  on  "Syracuse  University  and 
her  Fraternities."  We  are  familiar  with  the  beauties  of  Crouse 
Memorial  Hall,  built  at  a  cost  of  ^500,000,  but  believe  that  the 
statement  that,  "This,  by  all  odds,  is  the  finest  college  structure 
on  the  continent,"  is  a  little  strong.  The  fraternities  represented 
at  Syracuse,  which  is  not  a  model  fraternity  city,  are  treated  at 
ength  and  cuts  of  the  different  chapter  houses  are  shown.  They 
are  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,     Delta    Upsilon,     Phi     Kappa  Psi,     Psi 
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Upsilon,  Phi  Delta  Theta,  Beta  Theta  Pi,  Alpha  Phi,  Gamma  Phi 
Beta,  Kappa  Kappa  Gamma  and  Kappa  Alpha  Theta.  In  the  arti- 
cle entitled  the  "Span  of  a  Lifetime,"  on  Charles  Clark  Young, 
whom  Fraternity  names  as  "the  first  initiate  into  a  college  secret 
society  in  this  country,"  Kappa  Alpha  is  conceded  the  disputed 
honor  of  being  the  first  organization  of  its  kind.  The  initiation 
is  said  to  have  taken  place  November  26,  1825,  making  the  fra- 
ternity system  about  the  Scriptural  three  score  years  and  ten.  We 
should  be  surprised  to  learn  that  there  were  no  other  "first  ini- 
tiates." Clippings  from  fraternity  journals  are  made  with  much 
good  judgment  by  the  editor.  A  chess  department  is  a  feature  of 
the  magazine,  and  there  is  some  college  correspondence. 

The  March  number  of  College  Fraternity  contains  a  leading  illus- 
trated article  on  Union  College,  the  cradle  of  college  fraternities. 
Considerable  space  is  given  in  this  number  to  excerpts  from  fra- 
ternity journals,  but  there  is  much  original  matter  of  general  in- 
terest. 

The  April  number  of  Fraternity  is  one  of  the  best  that  has  yet 
appeared.  The  leading  article  is  on  "Fraternities  at  Cornell  Uni- 
versit}^, "  by  Willard  Austin,  of  Beta  Theta  Pi.  It  is  well  known 
that  Cornell  is  the  stronghold  of  the  fraternity  system,  and  Mr. 
Austin  has  given  a  very  good  idea  of  its  extent  and  development 
there.  Among  the  fine  collection  of  cuts  is  one  of  Beta  Theta 
chapter  house  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  The  fraternity  houses  at  Cornell 
represent  an  investment  of  over  ^250,000.  Lafayette  College, 
Pennsylvania,  is    also  well  written  up  in  this  number. 

We  believe  that  every  fraternity  man  should  be  interested  in 
this  magazine,  and  we  understand  that  it  has  proved  a  successful 
financial  venture.  Advertisers  certainly  seem  to  favor  this  maga- 
zine. Of  course  the  subscribers  to  Fraternity  are  those  who  can 
afford  to  take  more  than  one  magazine  devoted  to  the  fraternity 
system. 


The  Sigma  Chi  Quarterly  stands  in  the  front  rank  of  college 
fraternity  publications,  and  we  are  not  surprised  at  this,  having  a 
personal  acquaintance  with  the  able  gentleman  who  cares  for  the 
publication  of  this  magazine.  A  lengthy  and  interesting  article 
might  be  written  on  the  covers  of  fraternity  magazines.  They  are 
of  all  grades,  good,  bad  and  indifferent.  The  Sigma  Chi  Quar- 
terly appears  in  the  prettiest  of  all.  The  color  is  terra  cotta,  and 
it  is  printed  in  a  brown  ink  in  a  very  tasty  design.  The  conven- 
tion number  was  of  unusual  interest,  giving  a  very  full  and  inter- 
esting account  of  business  transacted  and  "incidentals."  The  Feb- 
ruary number  is  embellished    with  three    fine  half-tones    of  promi- 
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nent  alumni,  one  accompanied  by  an  obituary  notice.  Considerable 
verse,  distinguished  by  extreme  loyalty  to  Sigma  Chi  and  occa- 
sional "offensive  partisanism"  and  wild-west  exuberance,  is  given. 
Referring  to  the  initiation  of  President  Cleveland,  the  conservative 
editor  says,  "The  sentiment  of  the  Sigma  Chi  Fraternity,  like  that 
of  almost  all  other  fraternities,  is  opposed  to  honorary  member- 
ship. And  yet,  when  one  of  our  chapters,  in  a  misinterpretation  of 
our  law  against  honorary  membership,  invited  Mr.  Cleveland  to 
join,  his  personal  popularity  throughout  the  entire  fraternity  was 
so  great  that  special  legislation  was  finally  passed  so  as  to  authorize 
his  initiation.  There  never  has  been  the  slightest  objection  to 
Mr.  Cleveland's  initiation  on  personal  or  political  grounds,  and 
therefore,  since  the  question  of  fraternity  policy  in  this  instance 
was  settled  in  favor  of  such  initiation  at  a  special  Grand  Chapter 
held  in  New  York  City,  January  24th,  the  warm  regard  for  Mr.  Cleve- 
lad  throughout  the  entire  fraternity  now    gladly    asserts    itself    in 

^-)-this  public  manner.  Mr.  Cleveland  will  stand  as  the  honorary 
member  of  Sigma  Chi  in  recent  years,  and  the  only  one  for  the  fut- 
ure, a  distinction  in  our  order  which  we  believe  that  no  other  man 

,  in  the  United  States  could  have  secured."  It  is  our  impression 
that  this  is  unnecessarily  cold.  While  we  believe  the  sentiment 
of  the  writer  entirely  commendable  we  think  it  would  have  been 
pardonable,  to  say  the  least,  to  devote  a  leading  article  to  the 
prominent  new  initiate,  whose  election  as  a  Greek-letter  man  ex- 
cited such  general  interest.  The  stand  of  the  fraternity  having 
once  been  taken  in  this  matter,  the  time  was  past  for  faltering  and 
hesitancy.  The  February  number  has  few  general  articles  of  inter- 
est, but  contains  a  large  amount  of  personal  news  and  well  written 
correspondence,  which  must  make  it  of  particular  interest  to  all 
wearers  of  the  white  cross  of  Sigma  Chi.  The  magazine  is  pub- 
lished in  Chicago. 


The  Kappa  Alpha  Jour7ial  m  its  dress  of  white  and  gold,  is  a 
very  presentable  magazine,  now  in  it  tenth  volume.  It  is  published 
at  Nashville,  Tenn.,  and  is  the  journal  of  the  southern  order  of 
Kappa  Alpha.  It  is  not  illustrated,  and  unlike  the  Sigma  Chi 
Quarterly,  is  made  up  largely  of  articles  on  general  topics.  John 
Bell  Keeble  is  editor  and  manager,  and  there  are  four  associate  ed- 
itors. The  Journal  is  a  bi-monthly.  It  is  a  very  well  proportioned 
magazine,  and'  gives  evidence  of  careful  editing.  The  editorials 
are  quite  caustic  and  the  exchange  comments  are  of  a  similar  na- 
ture, although  both  are  generally  just.  The  verse  is  of  a  high 
standard,  and  the  general  articles  show  careful  thought. 
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The  Record  of  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  is  not  as  neat  in  appeerance 
as  the  Quarterly  or  the  Journal.  The  cover  is  too  crowded  to  be 
tasty.  It  is  in  its  thirteenth  volume  and  is  edited  by  H.  H.  Cowan, 
of  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  and  published  at  Elgin,  Ills.  The  March  number 
gives  an  account  of  the  National  Convention  at  Chattanooga,  which, 
it  will  be  remembered,  sent  a  congratulatory  telegram  to  the  Co- 
lumbian Congress,  to  which  W.  G.  C.  Shives  responded  tor  the 
fraternity.  The  cut  of  the  convention  shows  that  it  was  largely 
attended.  A  large  number  of  chapter  letters  and  considerable  per- 
sonal news  is  given.  The  May  number  contains  an  article  on 
Adrian  College,  where  Sigma  Alpha  Epislon  and  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
are  rival  fraternities.  The  illustrations  and  typography  of  the 
Record  are  not  equal  to  those  of  the  Quarterly  and  Journal.  It  is  a 
quarterly. 


The  Beta  Theta  Pi  is  the  monthly  organ  of  the  fraternity  of  that 
name,  published  at  Cincinnati,  O.,  and  now  in  its  twentieth  vol- 
ume. It  is  a  magazine  of  about  fifty  pages,  and  is  not  very  pre- 
tentious in  appearance.  We  have  never  been  able  to  convince 
ourselves  that  the  cut  which  figures  on  the  cover  of  the  Beta  Theta 
Pi,  and  which  is  sometimes  used  in  annuals,  is  admirable.  The 
magazine  is  well  edited,  the  chapter  letters  are  well  prepared  and 
the  personal  department  is  properly  cared  for.  The  illustrations 
are  generally  good,  but  small.  The  March  number  contains  an 
article  on  Leipsig  University  and  also  one  on  Colgate.  The  April 
number  contains  an  account  of  the  Barnard  Banquet  at  Nashville, 
given  to.  Dr.  Barnard,  of  the  Lick  Observatory,  and  some  interest- 
ing personal  sketches. 


There  are  two  journals  known  as  the  Shield,  published  by  Phi 
Kappa  Psi  and  Theta  Delta  Chi.  That  of  the  latter  has  a  rather 
poor  design  for  the  cover  and  that  of  the  former  has  no  design  at 
all.  The  Shield  of  Theta  Delta  Chi  for  March  contains  a  fine  cur 
and  sketch  of  Duncan  Campbell  Lee,  who  is  to  succeed  Prof. 
Brainard  G.  Smith  as  professor  of  oratory  at  Cornell  Universit}-. 
The  matter  of  this  number  shows  careful  editing  and  judicious  se- 
lection. It  is  an  admirable  fraternity  magazine,  the  typograph}'  be- 
ing especially  good.  It  is  published  quarterly  at  Elmira,  N.  Y., 
under  the  editorship  of  Clayton  W.  Holmes,  a  well  known  journ- 
alist of  that  city. 

The  Shield  of  Phi  Kappa  Psi  is  a  monthly,  published  at  Dayton, 
O. ,  now  giving  special  attention    to    the    matter    of  chapter    house 
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building.  The  articles  on  this  subject  are  accompanied  by  neat 
cuts  of  houses,  together  with  plans  of  same,  and  contain  valuable 
suggestions  on  the  subject.  Like  the  Quarterly,  it  contains  few 
articles  on  abstract  subjects.  The  March  number  contains  a  well 
prepared  report  of  the  fraternity,  showing  a  total  mem.bership  last 
December  of  5,949.  In  this  number  the  defection  of  Wisconsin 
Alpha  is  reported  and  discussed.  The  Shield  is  in  its  thirteenth 
volume. 


The  Delta  of  Sigma  Nu,  is  in  its  tenth  volume  and  edited  by 
Grant  W.  Harrington  at  Hiawatha,  Kansas,  and  is  published  bi- 
monthly. In  the  March  number  two  cuts  of  rather  young  alumni 
are  given  and  there  is  a  department  of  alumni  letters  as  well  as  of 
chapter  letters.  The  number  contains  little  of  general  interest, 
but  should  be  interesting  to  all  Sigma  Nus  on  account  of  the  large 
amount  of  personal  matter  presented.  The  cover  is  not  as  good 
as  some  we  have  noticed. 


The  Scroll  of  Phi  Delta  Theta  for  April  is  well  illustrated  and 
well  balanced  as  to  matter,  the  leading  article  being  biographical. 
An  interesting  symposium  is  also  given  on  "The  Policy  of  Phi  Delta 
Theta  as  a  Training  for  good  Citizenship."  The  correspondence 
and  personal  departments  are  well  edited.  The  cover  of  the  Scroll 
is  not  entirely  to  our  taste,  but  is  better  balanced  than  that  of  the 
Delta.  It  does  not  appear  how  often  the  Scroll  is  published.  The 
editor  is  John  Edwin  Brown,  of  Columbus,  Ohio. 


The  group  of  magazines  formed  by  the  Alpha  Phi  Quarterly, 
the  Delta  Gamma  Anchora  and  the  Pi  Beta  Phi  Arrow  is  an  in- 
teresting oner  i  It  is  noticeable  that  all  of  them  refer  to  ladies 
)^  societies  as  fraternities,  not  as  sororities.  They  are  less  preten- 
tious in  appearance  than  the  magazines  noticed  above  and  are 
quite  distinctive,  containing  more  in  the  way  of  essays  proper. 
The  Arrow  presents  the  best  external  appearance.  It  is  in  its 
ninth  volume  and  is  published  at  Ann  Arbor,  Mich.,  as  a  quarter- 
ly, by  the  University  of  Michigan  Chapter.  The  March  number 
contains  several  cuts  of  distinguished  alumnae,  accompanied  by  bio- 
graphical notices,  a  Leipsig  letter  and  chapter  letters  and  personals. 
The  April  number  is  not  illustrated,  but  contains  interesting  per- 
sonal notes. 
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A  DISTINGUISHED  ALUMNUS. 

The  New  York  World  of  recent  date  contained  an  extended  and  highly  compli- 
mentary article  on  the  distinguished  editor  of  the  Forutn,  Walter  H.  Paige.  Brother 
Paige  is  one  of  the  most  prominent  members  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity, 
being  a  member  of  N.  C.  Algha  Chi,  at  Trinity  College,  and  we  take  great  pleasure 
in  presenting  the  article  referred  to  above,  together  with  a  cnt  of  our  distinguiseed 
brother: 

The  question  being  recently  put  to  Walter  H.  Page  as  to  what  was 
the  purpose  underlying  the  policy  of  the  Forum,  he  promptly  re- 
plied:— "To  provoke  discussion  about  questions  of  contempora- 
neous interest,  in  which  the  magazine  is  not  a  partisan  but  merely 
the  instrument."  This  terse  and  decisive  phrase  not  only  defines 
the  scope  and  character  of  a  periodical  which  occupies  a  unique 
field  among  American  magazines,  but  it  throws  almost  a  descrip- 
tive light  upon  the  young  and  wide  awake  man  who  brought  it  to 
a  comfortable  and  influential   success. 

For  not  only  is  the  Forum  no  competitor  of  the  great  literary 
magazines,  whose  objects  are  entertainment  and  instruction,  but 
its  editor,  in  his  capacity  as  such,  is  not  nearly  so  much  a  man  of 
letters  as  he  is  a  man  of  affairs.  His  object  is  not  public  instruct- 
tion  in  the  usual  meaning  of  the  phrase,  nor  do  his  efforts  tend 
directly  to  the  fostering  of  literature  and  art. 

Public  enlightenment  is  the  goal  at  which  he  aims,  but  this  he 
accomplishes  not  so  much  by  instruction  as  by  discussion.  He 
deals  with  events  and  broad  social  and  political  topics,  rather  than 
characters  and  things.  His  problems  are  the  problems  of  the  day, 
and  his  field  is  as  broad  as  contemporaneous  thought  and   activity. 

The  Forum  is  thus  a  review  rather  than  a  literary  magazine,  but 
it  is  peculiar  among  reviews.  It  does  not  go  to  press  until  a  week 
before  its  day  of  issue,  thus  holding  open  its  forms  for  the  very 
latest  subjects  of  public  interest.  In  this  respect  it  occupies  a 
field  half  way  between  the  daily  newspaper  and  the  reviews.  The 
editor  defines  its  position  in  this  way : — "The  newspaper  deals 
with  the  day,  the  Forum,   v/ith  the  period." 

In  fact,  there  is  much  in  common  between  the  atmosphere  of 
the  newspaper  office  and  that  of  the  Forum.  Mr.  Page  was  a 
newspaper  man  himself  before  taking  hold  of  the  Forum,  and 
filled  in  turn  every  position  in  newspaper  work  from  correspond- 
ent to  proprietor.*  Every  person  who  has  to  do  with  the  editorial 
making  of  the  magazine  received  his  education  in  newspaper  offices. 

The  questions  discussed  in  its  pages  are  frequently  those  brought 
before  the  public  through  the  daily  press  at  the  time;  and  the 
editor  in  the  preparation  of  its  features  not  infrequently  utilizes 
his  newspaper  training  in  making  his  investigations. 
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A    SOUTHERNER. 


Mr.  Page  is  a  Southerner.  He  was  born  in  the  viliage  of  Gary, 
N.  C,  thirty-seven  years  ago.  He  was  educated  at  Johns  Hopkins 
University,  where  he  was  one  of  the  first  fellows  when  it  opened 
in  1876,  having  won  the  fellowship  in  Greek  under  Professor  B. 
L.  Gildersleeve.  He  is  now  the  president  of  the  New  York  Alumni 
Association  of  Johns  Hopkins  University. 

Having  chosen  a  literary  career,  he  fell  naturally  into  journalism 
and  magazine  work.  He  wrote  for  the  Atlantic  Mo77t]ily  a  social 
study  of  an  old  Southern  borough,  which  led  to  engagements  to 
travel  much  through  the  South  as  a  correspondent  of  the  Boston 
Post,  the  SprtJts^field  Republican,  the  New  York  World  and  other 
newspapers.  The  social  and  sociological  problems  of  the  South 
especially  engaged  his  attention,  and  he  at  one  time  delivered  lec- 
tures on  these  topics  in  Boston,  before  Harvard  University  and 
elsewhere. 

His  special  studies  have  always  been  in  the  direction  of  the  large 
social  problems  of  the  day. 

He  had  a  regular  connection  with  the  World  for  two  years  as  a 
special  correspondent,  and  in  this  capacity  visited  Utah  for  the 
purpose  of  investigating  the  Mormon  problem.  This  was  in  the 
old  days    of    the     World,  before  Mr.   Pulitzer  purchased  it. 

Mr.  Page  then  engaged  in  several  enterprises  of  his  own.  He 
founded  a  country  paper  and  was  its  editor  and  proprietor  for  a 
time.  Finally  he  returned  to  New  York  and  connected  himself 
with  the  Evening  Post.  From  here  he  went  to  the  Foru7n.  This 
was  nearly  six  years  ago. 

The  Forum  had  then  been  established  two  years.  It  was  edited 
by  Mr.  L.  S.  Metcalf,  who  had  been  associated  with  Mr.  Rice 
in  the  management  of  the  North  American  Review.  Mr.  Page 
went  there  in  a  business  capacity.  The  magazine  had  a  cash 
capital  of  ^100,000  but  had  so  far  not  reached  a  profitable  period. 
Nevertheless  Mr.  Page  invested  in  it  because  he  believed  in  the 
theory  upon  which  it  had  been  founded.  He  became  one  of  about 
a  dozen  stockholders,  among  whom  the  holdings  were  more  or  less 
evenly  divided. 

HIS    CONNECTION     WITH   THE    FORUM. 

When,  somewhat  less  than  three  years  ago,  Mr.  Metcalf  severed 
his  connection  with  the  magazine,  his  eyes  failing,  Mr.  Page  stepped 
into  the  editorial  chair.  He  has  conducted  the  magazine  since 
with  energy.  He  is  solely  responsible  for  its  success.  There  is 
no  controlling  combination  among  the  owners.  Mr.  Page  is  com- 
plete master  of  the  editorial  department  of  the  business. 

For  five  years  from  its  birth  the  magazine  failed  to  offer  a  return 
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for  the  investment.  During  this  formative  period,  however,  and 
especially  in  the  latter  portion  of  it,  under  Mr.  Page's  vigorous 
editorial  policy  it  won  a  momentum  and  a  circulation  which  ac- 
counts for  its  substantial  standing  to-day. 

The  editor  of  the  Forum  is  energetic  and  direct  in  his  bearing, 
quickly  betraying  the  characteristics  which  are  accountable  for  his 
success.  He  speaks  quickly  and  to  the  point,  emphasizing  his  sen- 
tences with  slight  gesticulations. 

"How  do  I  manage  the  Foru?fi?"  he  said  to  a  friend  who  asked 
him  the  question.  Then,  after  a  pause,  he  added,  with  a  laugh: 
" — I'll  tell  you.  I  work.  There  is  not  much  else  to  say.  It  is 
work  here,   and  hard  work." 

The  editor's  whole  life  is  wrapped  up  in  his  magazine.  In  a 
certain  sense  they  are  the  same.  Mr.  Page  is  not  present  in  his 
office  every  day.  He  may  be  at  his  home  in  New  Rochelle,  sur- 
rounded by  his  family,  or  he  may  be  in  Washington  or  Chicago, 
or  wherever  events  of  stirring  public  interest  at  the  time  centre. 
But  wherever  he  is,  he  is  at  work.  It  is  doubtful  if  any  other 
magazine  in  the  country  is  so  thoroughly  identical  with  its  maker 
as  the  Forum. 

It  is  not  a  magazine  which  in  any  sense  runs  itself.  It  is  not 
made  up  of  the  bushels  of  contributions  heaped  upon  the  editorial 
desk  monthly.  The  several  articles  which  appear  in  its  table  of 
contents  each  month  are,  with  few  exceptions,  conceived  by  the 
mind  of  the  editor,  and  obtained  by  him  from  authorities  upon 
the  subject,  or  from  distinguished  controversialists  upon  one  or 
the  other  side  of  a  question  under  public  discussion. 

HOW   HE    MAKES    HIS   MAGAZINE. 

Now  glance  for  a  moment  at  this  partial  list  of  present  contrib- 
utors to  the  Forum  and  another  important  feature  of  Mr.  Pagers 
work  will  become  apparent: — Professor  James  Bryce,  Charles  Fran- 
cis Adams,  Captain  A.  T.  Mahan,  Pierre  Loti,  George  Kennan, 
President  C.  W.  Eliot,  Right  Hon.  Joseph  Chamberlain,  Senator 
Henry  Cabot  Lodge,  Colonel  Carrol  D.  Wright,  Frederic  Harrison, 
James  H.  Schouler,  ex  Senator  George  F.  Edmunds,  W.  H.  Mal- 
lock,  David  A.  Wells,  David  Dudley  Field,  Professor  F.  H. 
Geffcken,  F.  Marion  Crawford,  Professor  George  H.  Palmer,  Dr. 
J.  S.  Billings,  Sir  Henry  James,  President  Seth  Low,  Horace 
White,  George  Ebers,  Bishop  H.  C.  Potter,  Professor  E.  S. 
Holden,  Sir  Spencer  Wells,  Theodore  Roosevelt,  Helena  Modjeska, 
Frank  R.  Stockton,  Rev.  Dr.  Lyman  Abbott,  Major  J.  W.  Powell, 
Ainsworth  R.  Spofford,  Hon.  William  L.  Wilson,  Dr.  J.  M.  Rice 
and  Professor  H.   C.  Adams. 

There  are  minds  of  many  sorts    represented    by  that  list.      Poli- 
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tics,  science,  theology,  art — a  whole  host  of  departments  of  knowl- 
edge find  their  exponents  there. 

It  is  part  of  Mr.  Page's  duties,  as  he  conceives  them,  to  keep 
track  of  the  direction  which  each  of  these  minds  is  following. 
Yes,  and  of  scores  of  other  minds  besides. 

For  great  discoveries  and  great  events,  and  movements  of  all 
sorts,  follow  in  the  track  of  great  minds,  and  are  in  a  large  part 
made  by  them.  To  know  what  the  thinkers  of  the  world  are 
thinking,  is  to  be  in  the  van  of  human  progress;  and  that  is  where 
the  editor  of  a  periodical  of  the  scope  and  purpose  of  the  Fo?'um 
must  stand. 

To  accomplish  this,  Mr.  Page  must  read  not  only  the  current 
periodicals  of  the  world,    but  books. 

Sometimes  he  will  send  to  the  shops  for  a  dozen  or  more  of  the 
latest  books,  and  settle  himself  down  to  master  the  drift  and  scope 
of  them  all.  Thus  ideas  come  to  him  and  articles  follow,  each  of 
which  may  crystallize  the  progress  of  thought  in  a  certain  direc- 
tion within  the  limit  of  a  few  printed  pages. 

It  is  with  the  same  end  in  view  that  the  editor  keeps  in  personal 
relationship  with  leading  thinkers  in  many  departments  of  activ- 
ity and  knowledge. 

For  instance,  on  a  recent  single  day  Mr.  Page  had  personal  con- 
ferences with  or  communications  from  men  of  such  diverse  activ- 
ities as  Dr.  Carl  Peters,  the  African  traveler;  Mr.  Frederic  Har- 
rison, the  English  positivist  writer;  Dr.  C.  A.  Briggs ;  Dr.  Von 
Hoist,  the  historian;  a  Buddhist  priest  in  Bombay;  the  editor  of 
La  Justice,  of  Paris;  Mr.  Michie,  president  of  the  Royal  Bank  of 
Scotland,  Glasgow;  M.  Paul  Bourget,  the  French  novelist;  Dr. 
Abel,  German  commissioner  to  the  World's  Fair;  two  members  of 
Mr.  Cleveland's  Cabinet;  Sir  William  Dawson,  of  Canada;  Mr. 
John  La  Farge,  the  artist,  and  President  G.  Stanley  Hall. 

Mr.   Page  is  proud  of  the  fact  that  he  is    known  and  at  home  in 
widely  separated  parts  of  the  country.    A  man,  he  believes,  misses 
his  opportunities  if  he  cannot  enjoy  and  utilize    the  provincialism 
alike  of  Massachusetts  and  Virginia — and  not  the  mere  provincial-  ,^ 
ism  of  manner  only,  but  of  point  of  view  and  real  thought.  S 

"By  the  way,"  said  he,  "I  have  been  trying  for  years  to  find  two 
men  (or  women) — one  who  could  write  an  article  that  should 
really  reveal  the  provincialism  of  Boston  and  the  other  of  New 
York.  Do  you  know  who  can  do  these  things  and  let  a  gentle 
humor  play  over  the  victirh  while  the  process  of  dissection  goes 
on?" 

The  daily  newspapers  inform  him  of  the  passing  human  show  in 
every  part  of  the  world.  The  affairs  of  Congress,  as  indicative  of 
the  growth  of  new  ideas  in  different  sections  of  the  country,  are 
of  the  utmost   importance    to  him,  and    occasionally    result  in  the

sending  of  a  writer  a  thousand  or  two  miles  to  make  a  study  of 
new  conditions  of  American  life.  In  similar  manner  the  newspa- 
pers give  him  hints  of  lines  of  thought  and  development  in  all 
directions. 

AN  ENTERPRISING  REVIEW. 

Under  this  energetic  management  the  Forum  exhibits  a  spirit  of 
enterprise  not  commonly  found  among  magazines  of  its  scope  and 
nature.  No  expedition  is  too  expensive  for  it  to  undertake,  pro- 
vided that  the  end  to  be  accomplished  is  sufficiently  useful. 

A  ver}^  notable  piece  of  work  done  by  Mr.  Page  was  to  commis- 
sion Dr.  J.  M.  Rice,  an  educational  expert,  to  visit  all  the  princi- 
pal cities  in  the  United  States  and  to  make  a  first  hand  investiga- 
tion of  the  actual  school  work  done  in  the  public  schools.  This 
series  of  articles  attracted  perhaps  as  much  attention  as  anything 
that  has  appeared  in  periodical  literature  in  recent  years.  They 
will  soon  be  brought  out  in  book  form.  The  articles  caused  a  rev- 
olution in  the  school  organization  of  several  of  our  important 
cities,  and  as  an  indication  of  the  wide  spread  interest  they  have 
attracted,  it  will  be  recalled  that  they  were  alluded  to  a  few  days 
ago  in  ex-President  Harrison's  address  on  Indiana  Day  at  the 
Chicago  Fair. 

In  fact,  out  of  the  contents  of  the  Forum  four  or  five  very  pop- 
ular and  useful  books  have  been  published. 

With  regard  to  the  question  of  currency,  long  before  it  reached 
the  present  acute  stage  the  Forum  began  the  publication  of  a  sys- 
tematic series  of  explanations  of  money  and  finance,  many  of 
which  have  been  republished  in  pamphlet  form  and  used  as  tracts, 
so  that  the  financial  students  of  every  part  of  the  country  have 
come  to  look  to  it  for  the  most  authoritative  information  of  this 
nature. 

Under  Mr.  Page's  management  the  Forum  remains  wholly  with- 
out bias  upon  all  questions  discussed  within  its  covers.  There  is 
room  within  its  pages  for  the  presentation  of  every  side  of  every 
question  important  enough  to  be  considered  at  all.  The  editor's 
personal  opinions  upon  these  questions  are  held  wholly  in  the 
background. 

His  object  is  to  promote  helpful  and  broad  discussion,  and  in 
this  field  he  has  probably  accomplished  more  than  any  other  one 
man. 

"The  significance  of  such  work,"  said  Mr.  Page  recently,  "is 
this: — While  it  is  as  easy  as  it  is  useless  to  publish  the  mere  opin- 
ions of  men  who  differ  on  any  subject — and  mere  opinions  are 
every  year  getting  to  be  of  less  value  in  the  world,  and  the  sym- 
posium is  likely  to  be  a  mere  shallow,  mechanical  trick,  there  is 
nothing  more    instructive  than    supplynig    information    which  will 
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enable  thoughtful  men  to  make  up  their  own  opinions.  This  re- 
quires the  constant  promotion  of  original  investigation  and  of  his- 
torical research  and  the  employment  of  many  specialists.  In  the 
course  of  a  year  the  Foruin  will  present  such  important  work 
from  no  less  than  a  hundred  and  fifty  leaders  of  thought  or^|.of 
action."

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DEATH  OF  BRO.  CLARENCE  S.  BAYNE.  ^ 

The  death  of  our  beloved  brother,  Clarence  S.  Bayne,  follow- 
ing so  closely  upon  the  publication  of  the  short  historj^  that  accom- 
panied the  cut  of  him  in  the  last  number  of  The  Palm,  was  one  of 
the  saddest  blows  that  Alpha  Tau  Omega  has  had  to  sustain  in  her 
comparatively  short  life. 

Clarence  Bayne,  personally  or  by  reputation,  was  known  to  every 
student  in  the  East  and  to  this  vast  body  of  men  the  very  mention 
of  that  now  sacred  name  will  always  recall  recollections  of  one  of 
the  finest  specimens  of  an  athlete  that  ever  represented  any  col- 
lege, an  associate  to  be  relied  upon  and  an  opponent  to  be  feared, 
but  to  all  one  who  was  always  honorable  and  honest  in  his  every 
dealing. 

His  death  was  mourned  by  all  who  had  ever  known  him;  but  to 
Pennsylvanians,  whose  idol  he  had  always  been,  it  was  a  particularly 
hard  blow.  On  the  field,  he  had  won  the  admiration  of  all  and 
by  his  ever  modest  and  unassuming  manners  he  had  added  to  this 
their  love.  To  those  coming  in  contact  with  him  every  day,  he 
was  always  the  same,  meeting  you  with  a  smile  and  a  kind  word, 
and  these  from  Clarence  Bayne  were  pleasures  that  one  could  never 
forget. 

As  a  token  of  their  friendship  and  love,  the  students  of  Pennsyl- 
vania have  started  a  fund  to  be  devoted  to  the  erection  of  a  me- 
morial gate  for  the  new  athletic  grounds. 

While  all  the  students  miss  him  and  mourn  their  loss,  those  who 
will  suffer  most  are  his  brothers  in  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  who  shared 
with  him  his  defeats  as  well  as  his  victories,  his  sorrows  along 
with  his  joys,  and  to  whom  he  always  came  when  discouraged  or 
down-hearted.  Only  those  of  us  who  have  come  in  to  such  close  con- 
tact with  him  can  appreciate  the  fullness  of  his  character.     While 
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we  were  proud  of  him  as  an  athlete,  these  thoughts  were  com- 
pletely eclipsed  by  our  love,  which  he  had  won  by  his  many  kind- 
nesses and  the  appreciation  he  always  showed  when  any  little  favor 
was  accorded  him. 

When  college  closed  last  spring  and  most  of  our  boys  left  for 
their  homes,  one  of  the  last  things  they  did  was  to  bid  good-bye 
to  Clarence  Bayne,  little  thinking  that  it  was  for  the  last  time. 
In  only  a  few  short  days  they  were  notified  of  his  death,  and  the 
sorrow  and  dismay  that  this  announcement  conveyed  is  far  be- 
yond the  power  of  words  to  describe.  To  many  the  vacation  that' 
had  promised  so  much  pleasure  was  turned  into  a  time  of  mourning 
and,  with  vacation  over,  they  returned  to  the  old  familiar  scenes 
with  heavy  hearts  and  subdued  voices,  for  he  who  had  always  been 
the  life  of  every  gathering  was  now  absent. 

On  the  14th  of  June  he  was  elected  Captain  of  the  Base-Ball 
Team  for  the  season  of  '94,  and  when  the  result  was  announced,  he 
laughingly  replied  that  he  would  accept  it  as  a  birthday  gift,  he 
being  twenty  years  old  that  day.  On  the  i6th,  he  was  taken  ill, 
and,  after  an  illness  of  only  four  days,  died  at  six  o'clock  on  the 
evening  of  the  20th  of  June. 

The  writer  was  still  in  Philadelphia  when  Clarence  Bayne  was 
taken  sick  and  it  was  his  good  fortune  to  be  able  to  be  with  him 
part  of  each  of  those  last  days.  On  the  igth  of  June  we  received 
The  Palm  and  that  afternoon  I  took  one  of  them  up  to  his  room 
and  showed  it  to  him.  When  he  saw  the  cut  of  himself,  he 
smiled  and  remarked  that  it  was  a  good  likeness. 

After  his  death,  his  brother  and  sister  very  kindly  allowed  the 
body  to  be  taken  to  the  Fraternity  House.  The  funeral  was  held 
on  Friday,  the  23rd.  A  few  minutes  before  twelve  o'clock  the 
remains  were  removed  to  the  college  chapel  where  our  beloved 
founder,  Brother  Glazebrook,  rendered  a  beautiful  and  befitting 
eulogy,  in  which  he  dwelt  upon  his  physical  attainments,  his  men- 
tal abilities,  and  his  moral  character.  When  he  had  finished,  there 
was  not  a  dry  eye  in  that  crowded  chapel.  The  body  was  then 
returned  to  the  Fraternity  House  under  a  guard  of  honor  composed 
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of  cadets  from  Section  A.  of  Girard  College.  Here  private  serv- 
ices were  conducted  by  Rev.  Glazebrook,  after  which  the  funeral 
party,  consisting  of  the  members  of  the  family,  the  members  of 
the  Fraternity,  the  cadets  from  Girard  College,  the  Pennsylvania 
Base-Ball  Club,  and  a  few  intimate  friends  accompanied  the  re- 
mains to  their  final  resting  place  in  Greenmount  Cemetery.  Rev. 
Zartmann,  of  whose  church  Brother  Bayne  had  been  a  member^ 
held  the  final  rites,  assisted  by  Rev.  Glazebrook.  The  spot  chosen 
for  his  burial  is  a  beautiful  one,  being  at  the  top  of  a  gently  slop- 
mg  hill  overlooking  the  Delaware. 

As  we  stood  around  our  Brother's  grave  on  that  beautiful  after- 
noon in  June  and  saw  all  that  was  mortal  of  him  disappear  beneath 
the  welcoming  earth,  the  gentle  breezes,  floating  up  to  us  from 
the  broad  river  below,  seemed  to  be  God's  agents  sent  to  remind 
us  that  He  would  take  care  of  the  one  we  had  just  lost.

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CHARLES  JAMES  BARR. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  conspicuous  members  of  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  belonging  to  last  year's  graduating  class  is  Bro.  Charles 
James  Barr,  one  of  Beta  Theta's  most  esteemed  members.  Brother 
Barr  has  been  most  active  in  advancing  the  interests  of  his  fra- 
ternity during  the  last  four  years  and  his  chapter  is  justly  proud  in 
possessing  him.  We  regard  him  as  one  of  the  most  promising 
young  men  of  our  fraternity  and  are  confident  that  his  future  ca- 
reer will  amply  justify  our  belief. 

He  is  one  of  a  large  class  of  young  Canadians  who  are  on  the 
alert  for  the  broadest  opportunities  and  who  are  not  slow  to  claim 
the  premium  that  Uncle  Sam  places  upon  the  superabounding  en- 
ergy with  which  the  vigorous  climate  of  the  north  has  endowed 
them.  A  few  more  years  will  make  him  a  full-fledged  citizen  of 
the  United  States,  as  it  is  his' intention  to  make  his  home  here 
.permanently. 

He  was  born  in  Lindsay,  Ontario,  in  the  year  1872,  and  entered 
Cornell  University  in  September,  1889,  graduating  four  years  later. 
He  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  an  early  start  in  life,  for  compara- 
tively few  young  men  nowadays  begin  the  practice  of  a  profession 
at  twenty-one  years  of  age.  A  fine  figure  and  a  thoughtful  face 
give  him  the  appearance  of  a  much  older  man  and  few  would  sus-. 
pect  his  youth  at  first  sight. 

To  the  extent  that  ancestry  counts  for  anything,  Brother  Barr  is 
fortunate,  for  he  comes  of  a  long  line  of  Scotch  and  English  an- 
cestors, from  whom  he  inherits  those  sturdy  qualities  which  were 
the  Anglo-Saxons'  noblest  bequest  to  the  English  people.  His 
manner  of  living  is  in  direct  line  with  the  customs  of  his  ancestors 
and  his  wholesorfie  habits  would  command  the  respect  and  approval 
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of  Roderic  Dhu  himself.  He  has  formed  no  taste  for  excess  or 
dissipation  of  any  kind  and  after  a  year  of  close  application  to 
study,  his  favorite  recreation  is  a  canoeing  trip  through  the  north- 
ern Canadian  woods  after  the  fashion  of    the  old    Courier  du  Bois. 

Hardly  a  summer  has  passed  during  the  last  six  years  when  he 
could  not  be  found  toiling  northward  from  portage  to  portage 
among  the  lakes  north  and  east  of  the  great  lakes,  with  a  few 
chosen  companions,  his  canoe  and  a  small  supply  of  provisions. 
A  month  of  such  life  equips  one  wonderfully  well  with  anew  sup- 
ply of  vitality  and  a  new  relish  for  earnest  work.  To  the  benefi 
cial  influences  of  these  trips  must  be  attributed  his  almost  limitless 
capacity  for  work.  His  career  in  the  university  is  an  altogether 
unusual  and  enviable  one  and  shows  unmistakable  evidence  of  that 
pluck  and  hardihood  and  strength  of  purpose  which  must  compel 
success.  The  honors  he  has  won  during  his  four  years  at  Cornell 
point  to  an  unusual  activity  of  mind  and  body  and  show  him  to  be 
one  of  the  few  young  men  who  can  excel  at  the  same  time  as  ath- 
letes and  as  students. 

At  the  end  of  his  first  year,  he  was  a  member  of  the  victorious 
freshman  crew  that  defeated  Yale  at  New  London  and  made  a  new 
record  for  Cornell  on  the  water.  Dflring  his  second  year,  he  filled 
the  position  of  tackle  on  the  university  foot-ball  team  in  a  manner 
that  won  applause  from  his  fellow  students  and  lovers  of  the  sport 
and  that  helped  to  place  foot-ball  interests  in  his  alma  mater  on  a 
much  higher  plane.  In  the  spring  of  the  same  year  he  held  a  seat 
in  the  'varsity  crew  and  was  a  tower  of  strength  in  the  doubtful 
races.  In  his  junior  year  he  again  won  positions  on  the  foot-ball 
team  and  crew  and,  in  recognition  of  his  services,  was  elected  Foot- 
ball Director.  He  was  also  elected  to  the  Cornellian  Board.  We 
must  admit,  after  a  careful  review  of  that  periodical,  that  Brother 
Barr  has  demonstrated  that  his  abilities  do  not  lie  exclusively  in 
the  direction  of  athletics  for  his  work  is  very  creditable. 

During  his  Senior  year  he  held  successively  the  positions  of  Left 
Tackle  on  the  foot-ball  team,  captain  of  the  crew,  Class  Marshall 
and  editor-in-chief  of  the  Sibley  Journal   of  Engineej-ing,    a    journal 
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which  takes  rank  among  the  best  technical  journals  of  the  day. 
A  reference  to  the  files  of  this  periodical  is  convincing  that  Brother 
Barr  was  equal  to  the  task  imposed  on  the  editor-in-chief,  for  the 
rapid  improvement  during  the  year  is  noticeable. 

Upon  the  death  of  Cornell's  foot  ball  captain  last  summer,  he 
was  elected  to  fill  that  position  and  the  year  1893-4  finds  him  back 
at  his  alma  mater  taking  post-graduate  work  in  Sibley  College  and 
playing  foot-ball  with  all  his  old  traditional  snap  and  energy.  The 
above  record  sounds  as  if  little  time  had  been  spared  to  devote  to 
studies,  but  during  all  this  athletic  activity,  his  position  as  a  stu- 
dent was  maintained  at  the  top,  and  that  too,  in  an  institution 
where  primus  inter  pares  means  something. 

Upon  the  completion  of  his  studies,  Brother  Barr  goes  to  take  a 
position  with  the  Superintendent  of  Motive  Power  of  the  Penn.  R. 
R.  We  shall  expect  to  hear  from  him  later  in  his  chosen  work, 
for  we  are  sure  that  the  same  manly  qualities  that  carry  a  man 
unflinchingly  through  those  terrific  battles  of  the  foot-ball  field  and 
that  prompt  him  to  struggle  on  with  grim  determination  in  the 
long  boat  race  when  the  senses  reel  and  the  chance  of  victory  is 
all  that  sustains  him  to  the  end,  the  same  restless  energy  with 
which  he  pursued  his  studies,  will  win  in  the  battle  of  life. 

Brother  Barr's  genial  and  frank  manner  and  his  unselfishness 
have  made  many  friends  for  him  at  Cornell  and  will  make  many 
more  in  any  place  where  he  may  locate.  He  is  one  of  ten  Alpha 
Taus  who  graduated  from  Cornell  last  June  who  have  been  as  a 
class  enthusiastic  supporters  of  and  workers  for  their  fraternity. 
Beta  Theta  regrets  his  loss  from  her  ranks  the  more  because  he 
is  nearly  the  last  of  a  long  list  of  athletes  that  almost  from  her 
establishment  has  made  her  prominent  among  the  student  body.  His 
interest  and  zeal  are  genuine,  however,  and  will  not  flag  and  those 
of  our  brothers  who  are  fortunate  enough  to  meet  him  will  find 
in  him  a  true  friend,  a  delightful  companion  and  a  manly  man.

Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  has  granted  a  charter  to  the  University  of 
Chicago,  and  a  chapter  has  been  established  at  this  great  educa- 
tional center  of  the  West,  composed  of  a  choice  body  of  young 
men.  Chapters  of  most  of  the  prominent  college  fraternities  will, 
doubtless,  soon  be  established  at  the  new  university.      The  attitude 
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of  the  faculty  of  the  institution,  while  not  exactly  favorable,  as 
shown  by  President  Harper's  address  to  the  student  body  last  fall 
is  not  hostile,  but  rather  one  of  qualified  toleration.  The  Secretary 
and  a  number  of  the  other  members  of  the  faculty  are  D  K  E's. 
This  charter  was  obtained  only  after  a  stubborn  fight  on  the  part 
of  the  petitioners  and  certain  friendly  alumni  against  the  rival 
claims  of  Northwestern  University,  where  a  local  association  was 
formed  for  the  express  purpose  of  obtaining  a  charter.  The  late 
convention  at  Minneapolis,  we  believe,  made  a  wise  decision  in 
the  premises,  as  the  University  of  Chicago  has  far  stronger  claims 
for  recognition  from  Greeks  than  Northwestern,  where  the  fra- 
ternity system  has  never  been  strongly  supported.

Unfortunately,  the  World's  Columbian  Exposition  was  not  as 
great  a  success  as  it  would  have  been  had  it  not  been  held  at  a 
time  of  great  financial  stringency.  We  refer  to  financial  success 
and  the  decrease  in  the  attendance  caused  by  the  general  depres- 
sion. This  will  account  for  the  failure  of  most  of  the  congresses 
held  in  the  permanent  Art  Palace  this  summer.  The  attendance  in 
only  one  case,  that  of  the  Religious  Congress,  was  as  large  as  ex- 
pected, and  this  must  very  largely  measure  their  success.  The 
Fraternity  Congress  suffered  with  others.  As  finally  planned,  three 
sessions  were  held,  beginning  July  19th.  This  was  quite  well  at- 
tended, especially  by  the  ladies  interested,  and  the  papers  pre- 
sented were  interesting  and  instructive.  At  the  afternoon  session 
of  fraternity  editors,  the  attendance  was  not  so  large,  and  the  Wo- 
man's Session  on  the  morning  of  the  20th  was  much  more 
successful.  In  the  afternoon  occurred  the  most  delightful  feature 
of  the  Congress,  viz.,  the  reception  given  by  the  ladies  in  the  New 
York  State  building  at  Jackson  Park,  where  about  a  thousand  fra- 
ternity men  and  women  assembled,  as  described  elsewhere  in  this 
number.  We  believe  that  could  the  Congress  have  been  held  in 
September,  instead  of  in  July,  it  would  have  been  much  more  suc- 
cessful, as  that  seemed  to  be  the  favorite  month  with  college  men. 
We  deeply  regret  that  the  unusual  press  of  work    under  which    we 
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were  laboring  at  that  time  made  it  impossible  to  attend  the  Con- 
gress, for  it  was  an  undertaking  worthy  of  the  hearty  support  of 
every  Greek.

The  interests  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  at  the  Exposition  suffered 
with  other  interests.  In  the  first  place,  the  intended  exhibit  was 
abandoned  of  necessity;  and,  in  the  second  place,  arrangements 
which  had  been  made  for  the  entertainment  of  visiting  brothers 
were  seriously  interfered  with,  on  account  of  the  financial  depres- 
sion, which  made  so  many  changes  in  Chicago  hoteldom  during  the 
past  summer.  Many  a  brother,  we  are  sorry  to  learn,  spent  weary 
hours  searching  for  headquarters  at  the  Hotel  Clermont,  only  to 
be  informed  on  his  arrival  that  those  in  authority  there  knew  noth- 
ing of  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  It  was  impossible  to  notify  visiting 
brothers  of  the  change,  as  it  occurred  subsequent  to  the  publica- 
tion of  No.  3.  The  best  thing  that  could  be  done  was  to  place 
the  fraternity  register  in  the  charge  of  Brothers  Wilson  and  Eckart 
of  N.  Y.  Beta  Theta,  who  were  in  charge  of  the  exhibit  of  Eraser 
&  Chalmers  in  the  Mining  Building,  with  whom  several  hundred 
visiting  brothers  registered.  When  they  returned  to  college,  the 
book  was  transferred  to  the  care  of  Brother  Titus,  also  of  N.  Y. 
Beta  Theta,  who  was  in  charge  of  the  fine  exhibit  of  the  Empire 
Drill  Works  in  the  Annex  to  the  Agricultural  Building.  Many 
found  these  headquarters,  but  many,  doubtless,  were  missed,  much 
to  the  regret  of  Chicago  members  of  the  fraternity,  who  invariably 
had  reason  to  feel  proud  of  their  visitors.  The  editor  of  the  Palm 
was  particularly  fortunate  in  this  respect,  and  regrets  very  much 
that  he  will  now  see  the  beloved  badge  of  Alpha  Tau  far  less  fre- 
quently.

On  Sabbath  evening,  July  gth,  when  the  church  bells  were  ring- 
ing in  that  distant  World's  Fair  City,  the  flame  of  life  that  had 
been  kindled  in  the  body  of  Jesse  Stahl  was  borne  from  earth  to 
heaven.  For  nearly  twenty-four  years  it  had  burned,  becoming 
brighter  and  brighter  as  the  years  went  by,  until  its  light  had 
made  life  brighter  and  better  and  happier  for  all  who  came  under 
its  influence. 

To  us  his  lifework  seemed  not  yet  begun,  and  yet  we  must  be- 
lieve it  was  finished.  Young,  hopeful,  strong,  brave,  manly,  we 
thought  the  world  would  receive  much  from  the  influence  of  the 
life  which  lay  before  him,  but  a  grave  now  marks  the  period  of 
his  earthly  career.  When  such  a  one  dies,  with  him  is  buried 
hopes  that  kiss  the  stars;  but  through  the  tomb  live  on  forever 
those  yearnings  that  look  beyond- 

Jesse  Stahl  was  one  among  the  most  promising  young  men  it 
has  ever  been  our  privilege  to  meet.  He  was  a  model  of  physical 
perfection  and  health,  made  and  sustained  by  the  habits  of  strict- 
est temperance.  At  an  early  age  he  united  with  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  all  his  life  showed  him  a  Christian  young  man,  hon- 
orable in  every  thought  and  act,  ambitious  as  a  student,  zealous 
as  a  teacher,  with  his  mark  set  high  and  a  firm  determination  to 
reach  it. 

In  the  fall  of  '89,  he  entered  the  University  of  Wooster.  As  a 
student,  he  was  earnest,  deep,  and  wide-aWake,  shirking  no  duty 
because  it  was  hard,  nor  seeking  one  because  it  was  a  "snap. "  He 
was  a  recognized  leader  in  society  debates  and  entertainments.  In 
the  Military  Department  he  won  the  rank  of  Lieutenant  before  the 
end  of  the  first  term.  His  graceful  and  elegant  manners  made  him 
a  favorite  socially  wherever  he  went.    The  old,  the  young,  the  mid- 
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die  aged,  all  were  his  friends  ;  even  the  little  "tots"  knew  him, 
and  for  each  he  had  a  bright  smile  and  a  merry  word.  His  hand- 
shake had  a  meaning  and  the  firm  clasp  was  so  cordial  that  it  will 
not  soon  be  forgotten. 

The  last  month  of  his  life  was  spent  as  a  Columbian  Guard. 
He  manifested  the  same  interest  in  his  work  there  as  elsewhere, 
and  was  the  favorite  of  his  company.  He  was  one  of  the  special 
guards  selected  as  an  escort  for  the  Spanish  Princess.  During 
his  sickness,  inquiry  was  made  daily  as  to  his  condition,  and  en- 
couraging words  sent  him.  "We  want  him  to  get  well,"  said  the 
Captain,  "for  he  is  the  best  man  in  our  company."

Amid  his  pains  and  sufferings,  he  had  a  smile 
for  all,  and  not  a  word  of  regret  or  disappointment  came  from  his 
lips.  When  he  knew  he  could  live  but  a  few  hours,  he  called  his 
brother  to  his  side  and  said,  "Let  us  pray  together."  Then  he 
prayed  an  earnest  and  fervid  prayer  of  praise  to  God,  and  of  hum- 
ble submission  to  His  will.  "Tell  Father,  Mother  and  Brothers  I 
will  meet  them  in  Heaven."  Then,  pointing  upward,  he  whispered, 
"I  am  going  now.      I  see  St.  Peter  at  the  gate." 

Fraternal  hands  cooled  the  fevered  brow,  and  feeling  hearts  de- 
scended with  him  to  the  brink  of  the  river  Death.  They  could  go 
no  further,  but  they  saw  him  enter  that  heavenly  temple,  prepared 
by  a  Savior's  love,  over  which  presides  the  Worthy  Grand  Master 
of  the   Universe.

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HEADLESS  MEN. 

The  following  is  the  oration  which  won  for  Bro.  R.  E.  L.  Sa- 
ner, of  Beta  Pi  chapter,  toastmaster  at  the  Nashville  banquet, 
the  R.  A.  Young  medal  at  Vanderbilt  University  last  commence- 
ment, the  decision  of  the  judges  meeting  with  universal  favor: 

A  certain  writer  tells  us  of  a  famous  scientist  who  had  conceived 
the  idea  of  making  a  man.  He  worked  diligently  for  weeks  and 
months  until  at  last  all  was  complete  except  placing  the  head  upon 
the  body. 

The  last  night  had  arrived  and  he  worked  late  over  the  ideal  of 
his  labors  before  breathing  the  breath  of  life  into  the  body;  his 
electric  wires  were  attached  and  all  it  lacked  was  the  placing  of 
the  head  upon  the  trunk,  the  pressing  of  a  button;  and  his  mech- 
anism would  be  transformed  into  a  living,  breathing  man.  Fi- 
nally, wearied  and  tired  out  by  the  excessive  strain  upon  his  mind 
he  retired  to  seek  in  his  dreams  the  revolution  he  would  accom- 
plish by  the  dawning  of  another  day. 

After  he  had  retired,  his  cat  slipped  into  his  laboratory  through 
a  broken  pane  of  glass  in  the  window,  and  in  roaming  about  in 
the  darkness,  accidentally  stepped  upon  the  electric  button,  which 
shot  the  spark  of  life  into  the  headless  body;  whereupon  it  sprang 
from  its  position,  animated  and  full  of  life,  but  without  a  head:  it 
smashed  the  instruments  and  furniture  in  the  room  and,  just  as  the 
door  was  torn  from  its  hinges,  the  scientist  who  had  been  awakened 
by  the  noise,  reached  the  laboratory,  only  to  be  struck  to  the  ground 
by  the  headless  man. 

The  man  rushed  from  the  building,  making  havoc  of  everything 
that  came  in  its  way,  sparing  neither  life  nor  property,  giving 
death  and  destruction  to  all,  and  it  is  said  to  be  still  roaming 
upon  the  face  of  the  earth,  untamed  and  unconquered.   This  legend 
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of  the  destruction  of  life  and  property  by  the  headless  man  illus- 
trates the  horrible  deeds  not  of  one  individual,  but  of  many,  who 
are  commonly  known  as  "mobs." 

No  thought,  no  weighing  of  the  matter,  no  conception  of  the 
consequences  ever  for  a  moment  enters  into  the  actions  of  a  mob, 
— a  headless,  a  thoughtless,  a  destructive,  cruel  and  inhuman 
monster,  which  shows  allegiance  to  no  authority,  which  is  led  by 
no  desire  but  the  thirst  for  blood,  and  which  acknowledges  no  law 
either  of  God  or  man,  but  makes  night  hideous  with  the  moans 
and  groans  of  the  helpless  persons,  who  suffer  from  its  barbarous 
and  unmerciful  punishments. 

When  we  read  of  a  man,  bound  hand  and  foot,  shaking  and 
shivering  with  fear,  in  the  power  of  a  howling,  hooting,  jeering, 
cursing  mob,  which  hangs  him  high  in  the  air,  riddling  his  body 
with  bullets,  leaving  it  lifeless  and  blood-stained,  swinging  and 
swayed  by  the  passing  wind  as  it  rushes  on  to  spread  the  news  to 
the  hundreds  of  thousands,  our  blood  ceases  to  flow  and  we  stand 
in  fearful  awe  of  this  barbarous  and  inhuman  punishment.  Or 
can  we  ever  forget  the  pitiful  and  heart-rending  cries  of  the  wretch, 
whose  flesh  has  been  seared  and  burned  with  the  red-hot  brands? 
We  see  him  tied  to  a  stake,  with  oil-soaked  wood  piled  around  him 
and  watch  the  contortions  of  his  body  as  the  forked  tongues  of 
vengeance-lit  flame  speak  most  eloquently  of  the  humanity,  the 
loving  kindness  and  tender  mercy  of  this  headless  and  brutal 
monster. 

I  am  not  here  to  eulogize  the  criminal,  for  probably  he  was 
guilty;  but  I  do  say,  that,  while  not  sympathizing  with  him  in  the 
least  for  his  crime,  I  tremble  with  fearful  solicitude  for  the  safety 
of  our  country,  when  its  citizens  are  so  lost  to  humanity  and  hu- 
manity's cry,  that  they  allow  these  crimes  to  go  uncorrected  and 
the  violators  to  go  unpunished.  I  grant  that  society  has  the  right 
to  preserve  itself, — the  right  of  self-defense  I  will  not  deny, — I 
will  readily  admit  that  there  may  be  exigencies  which  will  justify 
the  exercise  of  that  right  in  cases  and  under  circumstances  for 
which  the  law  has    made    no    provision.      But    when    the  law    has 
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made  all  necessary  provisions,  then  a  violation  of  this  by  a  man 
or  any  set  of  men,  it  matters  not  how  great  they  be,  should  be 
punished. 

If  we  have  laws,  we  should  obey  them  as  we  expect  them  to  be 
obeyed.  If  we  allow  the  law  to  be  constantly  violated  b}^  mobs, 
then  man's  life  is  scarcely  worth  an  effort.  And  if  we  do  not  crush 
this  evil,  we  prove  ourselves  to  be  weak  and  inefficient  citizens  of 
the  republic,  untrue  to  our  government  and  traitors  to  justice.  If 
we  have  judges  and  juries  who  permit  flagrant  violations  of  the  law 
to  go  unpunished,  we  should  take  action  against  them,  instead  of 
becoming  violators  ourselves  in  the  mad  attempt  to  preserve  jus- 
tice. 

It  is  said  the  great  cause  of  mobs  is  the  failure  of  the  courts  to 
punish  criminals.  How  can  the  courts  punish  them  when  the 
juries  are  perverted?  You  may  say  that  the  cause  of  mobs  is  the 
courts;  but  I  say  the  primary  cause  is  the  lack  of  moral  principle 
in  the  people,  in  not  reforming  these  courts.  You  may  pervert 
justice  in  one  instance,  but  you  cannot  conduct  mock  trials  for 
years,  without  the  sanction  of  the  people.  The  people  rule  in 
this  country,  and,  if  an 'officer  of  the  law  proves  to  be  unworthy 
and  inefficient,  the  privilege  of  removing  him  belongs  to  the  peo- 
ple, and,  if  they  fail  to  do  it,  they  prove  themselves  willfully  en- 
couraging lawlessness,  or  too  much  interested  in  their  private 
affairs  to  be  awakened  to  action  upon  this  subject.  I  adopt  the 
latter  as  the  excuse  of  the  people,  for  I  cannot  believe  the  great 
mass  of  citizens  are  willfully  encouraging  the  violation  of  the  law; 
but  the  modern  idea  of  life  seems  to  be  the  struggle  for  wealth — 
it  seems  to  be  almost  equal  to  a  religious  conviction,  that  material 
advancement  and  prosperity  are  the  aim,  the  greatest  purpose,  the 
end  in  life;  that  religion,  morality  and  education  are  all  subordi- 
nate to  this  one  all-absorbing  aim,  which  has  become  almost  the 
passion  of  modern  civilization.  This  rush  for  riches  has  depreciated 
the  proper  interest  that  should  be  given  the  government,  until  to- 
day it  has  been  almost  converted  into  a  political  grind-organ.  The 
politicians  play  the  tunes  and  the  people  do  the  dancing. 
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It  seems  an  almost  helpless  lethargy  has  fallen  upon  us  concern- 
ing state  affairs,  and,  although  many  may  be  killed  at  Coal  Creek 
or  Tracy  City,  we  can  stand  it  well  enough,  so  long  as  it  does  not 
come  nearer  to  us.  The  tendency  of  the  times  seems  to  be,  to 
think  too  little,  rather  than  too  much,  of  the  present  dreadful 
state  of  affairs.  The  duty  of  proposing  a  radical  reform  when  the 
exigencies  require  it,  should  always  be  borne  in  mind;  otherwise, 
when  we  do  rouse  ourselves  we  shall  probably  give  the  wheel  of 
reform  such  an  impetus  it  will  revolve  too  far  ;  but,  on  the  other 
hand,  too  much  contentment  with  things  as  they  are  should  be 
carefully  avoided.  That  sluggish  disposition  of  mind  which  desires 
no  change  is  as  much  to  be  deprecated  as  its  opposite.  Let  it 
become  universal,  and  the  progress  of  human  improvement  would 
cease,  civilization  would  retrace  its  steps,  and  a  deep  and  hopeless 
lethargy  would  settle  upon  the  race  of  man.  There  is,  however, 
a  golden  medium  between  these  extremes,  and,  if  only  found  and 
followed,  it  would  rid  our  civilization  of  this  headless  monster  of 
violence,  and  give  our  nation  that  happiness  and  contentment 
which  should  naturally  be  our  lot  in  these  piping    times  of  peace. 

The  tendency  to  mob  violence  is  one  of  the  most  awful  calam- 
ities that  could  befall  the  rising  generation.  Humanity  itself  is 
imitative,  but  this  is  specialh^  noticeable  in  the  child-mind ;  every 
move  and  every  action  of  an  older  person  serves  as  a  lesson  to  some 
child,  and,  as  someone  has  well  put  it,  "Words  are  deeds  and  may- 
be crimes."  Thus  the  narrating  to  a  child  of  deeds  of  heroism,  of 
valor  and  chivalry,  or  the  reading  of  daring  achievements  in  the 
military  world,  of  how  men  suffered  and  endured  hardships  for  love 
of  home  and  country,  have  frequently  aroused  the  sentiment  of  pa- 
triotism until  it  became  a  passion.  The  nations  of  the  earth  have 
recognized  the  plastic  condition  of  the  child-mind  and  the  utiliz- 
ing of  this  knowledge  has  given  rise  to  the  distinguishing  national 
characteristics  which  we  see  to-da}^  Among  the  ancient  nations, 
the  Spartans  utilized  this  knowledge  in  making  their  children  war- 
like and  bold,  and  to-day  the  name  Spartan  is  a  synonym  of  intre- 
pidity, valor  and  courage.      The  French    might  be  mentioned    as  a 
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nation  that  gave  indulgence  to  passions  and  emotions,  until  they 
were  considered  the  most  enthusiastic,  ambitious,  vacillating  peo- 
ple of  the  mediaeval  civilization.  Every  da)?-  brought  the  news 
of  some  sudden  uprising,  and  every  passing  wind  dried  the  tears 
of  repentance  in  their  sorrowing  eyes. 

And  now,  shall  the  American  people  place  the  stamp  of  mob-vio- 
lence upon  our  modern  civilization?  We  await  their  decision  with 
much  anxiety.  If  these  whippings,  lynchings  and  burnings  are 
not  suppressed,  but  carried  on  by  this  age  in  its  mad  attempt  to 
reform  society,  we  may  expect  to  see  a  time  in  America  that  will 
outlive  horrors  enacted  during  the  French  Revolution.  Citizens 
of  the  Republic,  1  appeal  to  you  as  fathers  and  mothers,  who  love 
your  children,  your  homes  and  your  government,  to  lend  your  in- 
fluence to  raise  the  standard  of  morals  of  the  people,  the  purifica- 
tion of  the  courts  and  the  suppression  of  the  mob.  If  you  have 
corrupt  judges,  rid  yourselves  of  them  by  your  ballots,  and  not  by 
your  bullets;  get  men  of  honor,  of  integrity,  of  wisdom,  who  are 
conscientious,  discreet  and  just,  for  your  public  affairs;  purify  your 
courts,  sanction  their  decrees;  honor  their  mandates  and  uphold 
their  integrity.  One  wrong  never  justifies  another;  the  court  ma}^ 
be  wrong  in  the  first  instance,  but  this  does  not  justify  the  people 
rushing  to  the  other  extreme,  leaving  the  law  to  suffer,  order  to 
vanish  and  confusion  to  reign.  Educate  your  citizens  to  a  higher 
moral  standard,  teach  them  the  duty  they  owe,  both  to  man  and 
God,  to  refrain  from  taking  human  life,  and  that,  if  they  aid  the 
mob  they  are  as  guilty  as  if  they  killed  its  victim  with  their  own 
bands. 

That  hideous  headless  monster  of  lawlessness,  which  seems  pos- 
sessed of  a  demon  of  restless  energy,  roaming  up  and  down  our 
land,  seeking  with  the  most  diabolical  inquisition  a  blood-offering 
to  its  god  of  misguided  judgment,  should  be  driven  from  the  face 
of  the  earth,  and  its  unsightly  carcass,  buried  beneath  mountains 
of  public  indignation.  Why  should  not  civilization  tremble  with 
fearful  solicitude,  when  it  beholds  men  charged  with  crimes  of  the 
deepest  infamy  tried  without  a    hearing,    convicted    without    testi- 
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mony  and  damned  without  remorse?  And  shall  the  cry  of  humanity 
still  remain  unanswered?  Arouse,  Citizens  of  the  Republic!  for 
the  sake  of  your  loved  ones,  your  homes  and  your  country,  rise  up 
in  vindication  of  the  law.  Sleep  no  more,  until  you  have  placed 
justice  upon  her  throne.  Let  her  be  supported  by  public  opinion 
and  return  to  her  the  scales  that  have  been  snatched  from  her 
keeping.  Let  it  not  be  said  our  system  of  government  has  failed; 
but  vindicate  the  right;  repress  the  wrong;  sustain  the  law;  pun- 
ish the  wicked  and  crush  the  mob.

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The  present  number  is  the  last  of  Vol.  XIII.,  and  the  last  which 
was  to  be  published  by  the  present  editor,  according  to  the  terms 
of  the  resolution  of  the  High  Council  last  spring.  However,  he 
is  not  permitted  to  bid  farewell  to  his  duties  as  yet,  as  no  provi- 
sion has  been  made  for  a  successor.  It  is  the  understanding  that  he 
shall  continue  in  charge  of  the  Palm  as  heretofore,  and  there  will 
therefore  be  no  change  in  the  management  of  the  magazine  at 
present.  The  polic}^  will  be  unchanged,  viz.,  a  determined  effort 
toward  improvement  in  the  magazine  itself  and  the  cultivation  of 
an  enthusiastic  esprit  de  corps. 

Articles  of  a  somewhat  general  nature  which  appeared  in  the  last 
number  of  the  Palm  have  received  favorable  comment  from  ex- 
changes and  subscribers.  It  is  our  desire  to  make  the  magazine 
one  which  every  member  of  our  beloved  fraternity  must  have, 
and  we  desire  to  obtain  articles  of  every  kind  which  have  rightfully 
a  place  in  it  and  which  do  not  tend  to  displace  matter  which  should 
be  characteristic  of  a  Greek  letter  magazine.  The  line  of  demar- 
cation is  well  defined  and  will  be  observed;  but  we  are  far  from 
believing  that  the  ideal  fraternity  magazine  is  a  mere  compilation 
of  letters  and  statistics.  In  order  to  encourage  the  growing  ten- 
dency to  contribute  articles  of  interest,  we  have  decided  to  offer 
certain  prizes  for  Vol.  XIV.,  which  will,  to  a  certain  extent,  repay 
contributors  for  their  efforts,  as  follows: 

Five  dollars  for  the  best  poem  ; 

Five  dollars  for  the  best  article  on  fraternity  history  or  the 
fraternity  system; 

Five  dollars  for  the  best  fraternity  story. 

The  only  conditions  are  that  the  articles  must  be  forwarded  to 
the  editor  of  the  Palm  during  the  coming  year,  and  that  they 
must  be  deemed  of  sufficient  interest  for  publication,  and  original. 
In  all  cases,  they  must  be  such  articles  as  may  properly  appear 
in  the  Palm  and  no  prize  shall  be  awarded  unless  at  least  three 
articles  in  each  particular  class  are  received.  Announcement  of 
awards  will  be  made  in  No.  IV  of  Vol.  XIV. 
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If  we  could  succeed  in  arousing  chapter  correspondents  to  a  sense 
of  their  duties  and  the  importance  of  a  proper  performance  of  the 
work  assigned  to  them,  we  would  consider  our  work  as  a  frater- 
nity editor  more  than  half  done,  and  much  less  of  a  burden  than 
it  now  is.  The  office  of  correspondent  is  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant in  a  chapter,  and  none  but  the  best  men  should  receive 
the  honor  of  election.  The  correspondent  is  the  man  who  must 
keep  his  chapter  in  touch  with  other  chapters  and  alumni,  and 
his  letters  must  be  taken  as  the  only  evidence  of  the  condition  of 
his  chapter.  If  they  are  bright  and  full  of  news,  it  is  easy  to 
infer  that  the  chapter  is  prosperous;  if  they  are  prosy  and  dull,  a 
different  conclusion  can  scarcely  be  avoided.  Let  us  enumerate 
some  of  the  duties  of  the  office: 

(i.)  The  Correspondent  should  have  a  letter  in  each  number 
of  the  fraternity  magazine, — only  four  a  year.  He  should  make 
the  letter  as  interesting  and  newsy  as  possible. 

(2.)  He  should  preserve  and  send  to  the  Palm  clippings  of 
interest  and  personals  and  general  fraternity  news  items. 

(3.)  He  should  develop  the  literary  ability  of  his  chapter,  and 
send  in  as  many  general,  biographical  and  historical  articles,  poems 
and  sketches  as  possible, — in  short  he  should  have  the  instincts 
and  abilities  of  a  journalist  and  magazine  editor  combined. 

(4.)  He  should  see  to  it  that  Palms  are  properly  delivered  to 
his  chapter  and  that  chapter  dues  are  promptly  paid. 

The  man  who  will  faithfully  live  up  to  these  requirements  is 
the  ideal  correspondent.  Some  chapters  have  the  good  fortune  to 
be  well  represented  in  this  way;  others  are  either  in  a  very  poor 
condition,  or  have  not  put  their  best  man  where  he  will  do  most 
good.  In  some  cases,  we  have  even  been  forced  to  return  letters 
on  account  of  poor  spelling,  poor  punctuation  and  poor  rhetoric. 

We  hope  that  correspondents  will  consider  this  matter  carefully. 
The  work  which  they  have  to  do  will,  if  properly  done,  be  of  in- 
calculable value  to  their  chapter,  the  fraternity  generally  and 
themselves:  if  done  in  a  slovenly,  half-hearted  way,  nothing  but 
harm  can  be  the  result. 
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Few  students  are  apt  to  question  the  advisability  of  long  summer 
vacations.  Most  of  them  leave  gladly  in  June  and  return  reluct- 
antly in  September  to  college  halls.  In  no  calling  of  business  or 
professional  life  is  the  vacation  S3'stem  so  wisely  developed  as  in 
the  case  of  students  and  college  professors.  Almost  invariably  a 
vacation  is  taken.  In  only  one  case  among  the  colleges  on  our 
chapter  roll  is  the  long  college  vacation  held  in  the  winter,  and 
that  is  on  account  of  the  inclement  weather  which  makes  it  inad- 
visable, and  almost  impossible,  to  hold  college  sessions  in  the  win- 
ter. We  refer  to  Cumberland  University,  situated  on  a  lofty  plat- 
eau, and  exposed  to  severe  mountain  weather.  The  new  Chicago 
University  will  have  a  somewhat  peculiar  system,  heretofore  un- 
known in  this  countr}',  although  familiar  abroad.  The  student  will 
have  the  privilege  of  taking  his  three  months'  vacation  whenever 
he  pleases,  as  there  will  be  four  college  sessions  or  terms,  and  he 
need  attend  only  three  each  year.  But,  whatever  the  modification 
in  any  particular  instance,  the  system  of  vacations  in  colleges  is 
universal  and  the  results  are  highly  satisfactory.  These  vacation 
periods  are  rarely  spent  in  utter  idleness.  The  physical  man  may 
receive  most  attention,  but  mental  work  is  not  entirely  discontin- 
ued, and  the  mind  grows  broad  and  healthy  in  tone  from  contem- 
plation amid  pleasant  suroundings  and  close  contact  with  nature 
and  man  (oftener,  perhaps,  woman)  at  his  best.  Less  purely  tech- 
nical and  didactic  reading  is  done,  and  a  more  liberal  culture  is 
the  result.  And  in  the  fall,  with  mind  refreshed  and  quickened 
and  the  body  strengthened,  work  goes  more  easily  and  satisfactorily 
and  there  is  a  sweet  pleasure  in  renewing  old  ties  which  a  brief 
separation  has  made  dearer.  Especially  is  this  true  of  the  frater- 
nity men,  whose  friendships  are  generally  more  intimate  than 
those  of  the  less  fortunate  barb.  We  believe  that  all  chapters  of 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  will  begin  this  collegiate  year  with  force  and 
vigor,  and  that  the  result  will  be  a  new  impetus  in  the  direction 
of  progress,  so  noticeable  in  the  late  history  of  our  fraternity.  Old 
faces  will  be  missed  to  be  sure,  but  old  influences  will  continue 
and  new  hands,  we  believe,  will  carry  on  the  work  as  successfully  as 
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their  predecessors.  We  urge  all  to  make  their  influence  felt,  to 
count  for  something  in  their  chapter  history.  In  after  years,  we 
assure  them,  it  will  be  for  them  a  source  of  no  small  satisfaction  and 
benefit.

TRIBUTES   TO  CLARENCE  BAYNE. 

The  following  clippings  are  from  the  Public  Ledger,  of  Philadel- 
phia: 

Col.  Joseph  R.  C.  Ward  writes  to  the  Public  Ledger  as  fol- 
lows: 

"In  your  mention  of  the  sudden  death  of  Captain  Clarence  S. 
Bayne,  of  the  University  ball  team,  and  of  his  connection  with 
Girard  College,  no  mention  was  made  of  his  services  in  the  Battal- 
ion of  Girard  Cadets.  As  the  late  commander  of  that  battalion,  I  de- 
sire to  add  my  testimony  to  his  abilit}'  and  efficiency  as  a  soldier 
and  the  fine  qualities  of  so  worthy  a  young  man.  For  over  five  years 
he  served  under  me  in  the  battalion  and  he  proved  himself  one 
of  the  most  efficient  of  my  officers,  and  for  merit  I  promoted  him 
from  one  office  to  another  until  he  became  the  senior  captain  and 
as  such  was  discharged  when  he  graduated  from  the  college.       1 

"I  frequently  placed  him  in  command  of  the  battalion,  and  he 
manoeuvred  it  like  a   veteran.      He  was    thorough  in    all  he  under- 
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took.  I  never  had  to  instruct  him  twice  or  repeat  an  order  to  him^ 
for,  when  once  given,  I  knew  it  would  be  obeyed  and  carried  out. 
His  company,  while  under  his  command,  won  the  first  prize  at 
every  quarterly  inspection.  He  made  it  the  most  proficient  in. 
drill,  and  every  member  of  it  dearly  loved  their  Captain. 

"In  the  Board  of  Officers  he  was  the  universal  favorite;  his  genial 
disposition,  warm  heart  and  manly  actions  made  him  their  leader. 
Yet  he  was  at  all  times  modest  and  retiring.  He  was  one  of  the 
few  officers  during  the  entire  time  I  was  in  command  that  I  felt 
called  upon,  when  he  was  about  to  leave  us,  to  publicly,  on  parade^ 
compliment  in  the  highest  terms  upon  his  proficiency  and  ability, 
and  every  member  of  the  battalion  echoed  my  sentiments  by  "pro- 
longed applause,  and,  when  dismissed,  crowded  around  him  to  bid 
him  an  affectionate  farewell. 

"He  was  born  to  make  his  mark,  and  had  his  life  been  spared, 
I  feel  confident  he  would  soon  have  risen  to  the  top  of  the  pro- 
fession he  had  adopted.  His  sudden  death  has  been  a  great  shock 
to  his  friends  and  associates,  and  many  mourn  his  untimely  death, 
and  certainly  none  more  sincerely  than  his  late  commander." 

THE    CREW    IN    MOURNING.

Lake  Minnetonka,  Minn.,  June  22: — Red  ,  j- id  blue  flags  are 
floating  at  half-mast  over  the  Pennsylvania  cr  /'s  hotel  and  at  the 
boat  house  to-day,  and  with  sorrowing  hearts  .nave  the  men  gone 
about  their  work,  for  the  news  of  Clarence  S.  Bayne's  death  has 
taken  all  the  enthusiasm  out  of  the  men  for  the  time  being.  Sel- 
dom is  it  that  a  young  man  has  ever  been  so  generally  loved  as 
was  Bayne.  He  was  truly  the  pride  of  his  fellows,  and  especially 
the  crew  with  whom  he  has  lived  all  the  winter  and  spring  in  the 
training  house.  The  news  of  his  death  came  like  a  terrible  shock. 
There  has  been  no  life  in  the  men  all  day,  and  nothing  but  ex- 
pressions of  sorrow  and  tributes  to  his  gentlemanly  conduct  and 
manly  traits  are  heard  from  them. 
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OBSEQUIES  OF  CLARENCE  S.  BAYNE. 

The  funeral  of  Clarence  S.  Bayne,  the  much  lamented  young 
captain  and  pitcher  of  the  University  base-ball  team,  took  place 
yesterday.  The  remains  were  taken  from  the  house  of  the  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  fraternity,  at  3305  Walnut  street,  to  the  chapel  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania.  There  a  large  number  of  friends  and 
members  of  various  societies  and  clubs  assembled  at  noon.  Rev. 
Otis  A.  Glazebrook,  D.  D.,  rector  of  St.  John's  Protestant  Epis- 
copal church,  of  Elizabeth,  New  Jersey,  gave  a  eulogy,  in  the 
course  of  which  he  spoke  of  the  athletic  attainments  and  fine  in- 
tellect of  the  young  man,  who  joined  to  them  a  high  character. 

Rev.  Charles  A.  Wood,  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  church 
of  Germantown,  and  Dr.  A.  H.  Fetterolf,  president  of  Girard 
College,  also  delivered  eulogies  on  the  deceased. 

The  remains  were  then  taken  back  to  the  house  of  the  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  fraternity,  and  there  Rev.  Glazebrook  read  the  Epis- 
copal services.  The  casket  was  surrounded  with  a  profusion  of 
elaborate  floral  tributes,  the  fraternity  mentioned  sending  a  Mal- 
tese cross  set  in  a  solid  bed  of  white  roses,  the  University  base- 
ball team  a  broken  bat  and  a  pitchejr's  box  of  white  flowers,  the 
dental  department  of  the  University  a  green  field  representing  a 
base  ball  diamond,  with  the  positions  marked  and  bats  and  balls 
scattered  around. 

Among  others  t'?t  sent  tributes  were  the  Harvard,  Yale  and 
Camden  base-ball  ams ;  the  Athletic  Association  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvan  ci;  the  students'  section  A,  fourth,  of  Girard 
College;  Mr.  Bayne's  classmates  of  class  1890,  Girard  College; 
the  Mask  and  Wig  Club  of  the  University,  and  others  from  indi- 
vidual friends. 

Twelve  students  of  Girard  College  acted  as  a  guard  of  honor. 

The  interment  being  private,  only  a  few  went  to  Greenmount 
Cemetery. 

The  services  there  were  conducted  by  Rev.  Rufus  C.  Zartman, 
pastor  of  Heidelberg  Reformed  Church,  of  which  Mr.  Bayne  was 
a  member. 
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The  pall-bearers  were  Messrs.  Charles  Schoff,  Roy  W.  Thomas, 
Harry  A.  McCrory,  Henry  D.  Jump,  A.  W.  Dunbar  and  C.  R. 
McCain. 

The  University  base-ball  team  held  a  meeting  on  Thursday  night 
and  adopted  the  following  resolutions: 

WHEREAS,  It  has  pleased  Almighty  God  in  His  all-wise  provi- 
dence to  remove  from  our  midst  our  beloved  friend,  Clarence  Sam- 
uel Bayne,  be  it 

Resolved.  That  in  his  de*^th  we  lose  one  whose  warm  heart, 
genial  disposition  and  true  manliness  endeared  him  to  all  his 
friends. 

Resolved.  That  his  family  has,  in  this  affliction,  the  heartfelt 
sympathy  of  the  members  of  the  base-ball  team  with  whom  he 
was  so  long  associated. 

Resolved.  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  to  the  family 
of  the  deceased  and  to  the  Tau  chapter  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
Fraternity,  and  be  published  in  the  University  papers. 


D   K    E    AT   CHICAGO    UNIVERSITY. 

The  most  interesting  topic  in  Chicago  University  circles  the  last 
week  was  that  of  the  establishment  of  fraternities.  The  first  fra- 
ternity to  be  openly  recognized  by  the  faculty  is  the  Delta  Kappa 
Epsilon.  The  annual  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  convention  held  at 
Minneapolis  two  weeks  ago  renewed  the  charter  of  Delta  Chapter 
of  the  old  University  of  Chicago.  In  granting  the  charter  the 
convention  stipulated  that  the  proposed  chapter  should  conform  to 
the  regulations  of  the  faculty  of  the  University  of  Chicago.  These 
rules  provide  that  each  club  or  fraternity  appoint  a  representative 
with  whom  the  faculty  may  confer  and  that  the  university  reserves 
the  right  to  withdraw  its  consent  to  the  existence  of  any  chapter 
in  the  university.  A  third  rule  provides  that  students  in  the  first 
year  of  the  academic  colleges  are  not  permitted  to  connect  them- 
selves with  secret  societies.   While  the  faculty  would  have  preferred 
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
